Town meeting approves 
town hath safety budgets 


Winchester High School senior, Kathleen 
Conley, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Edward T. 
Conley of Laurel Hill lane, has been awarded 
the aquatic camp scholarship by the Win¬ 
chester Red Cross. 

Kathleen will attend the Red Cross 
sponsored course to receive water safeSy 
instructor training at Camp Mac-Kee-Nac in 
Lenox. She has been a member of the Win¬ 
chester High School swim team for three 
years and has placed second and third in the 
eastern Massachusetts and state cham¬ 
pionship meets. 


The opening session of the 139th annual 
spring town meeting flew through $4.3 million 
in budgets for public safety, town ad¬ 
ministration and other cominumity services 
Monday night. 

Debate was limited, with discussions 
focusing on budgets for the planning board, 
printing at Town Hall, and buildings and 
grounds. Of 188 town meeting seats. 152 were 
filled last night (about 80 percent). 

Opening remarks by the various heads of 
town boards set the tone for the meeting. 
Harrison Chadwick, chairman of the rules 
committee, said his group would lx? recom¬ 
mending postponement on articles not related 
to fiscal matters. Chadwick quoted the 
Charter, which states that the spring meeting 
“shall be primarily concerned with the 
determination of matters that have a fiscal 
impact on the town.” 

“The shakedown on the new Charter is 
over,” said Chadwick, "and the time has 
come for us to follow its tenets very 
closely. . . It is appropriate that we should be 
zeroing in on the fiscal affairs of the town.” 

Chadwick said his committee would move 
to defer seven of the 29 articles in the 
warrant, including articles on the zoning by¬ 
laws, administrative changes, and changes in 
the Charter. 

“It Is our intention to do what is difficult in 
Winchester — to change the old patterns for a 
new procedure,” Chadwick concluded. 

While noting his approval of the finance 
committee report and the job the town 
manager has been doing, Selectmen Chair¬ 
man Edward O’Connell agreed with Chad 
wick. 

"It has been fashionable in the past few 
years to say we’re in a transition period," 
said O’Connell. "1 say to you the transition 
period is over, the Charter is in place." 

Groux had praises of his own for the 
meeting. Noting the occasional frustrations of 
working with a democratic town meeting, 
Groux said. "I think the form of government 
that Winchester has is about the finest form of 
local government that 1 would like to work 
in.” 

Town audit 

After receiving and hearing the town 
reports under Article 1 and authorizing (he 
treasurer to borrow money under Article 2. 


the meeting moved to Article 3 and ap¬ 
propriated $8500 to finance a town audit. 

The funds were being sought by the 
selectmen because the town must undergo an 
audit by Dec. 31, 1978 in order to remain 
eligible for federal revenue sharing funds. 

The selectmen have chosen the firm of 
Arthur Andersen & Co. to perform the audit. 
The company was chosen from among 11 
firms submitting bids to the town. Selectmen 
Chairman O’Connell said the $8500 price tag 
was "a very low sum” for the job. 

Finance committee Chairman Alice Mirak 
said she hoped the audit would point to areas 
where savings could be realized and town 
government made more efficient. 


Local residents have won awards in the 
Amateur Horticulture section or the New 
England Spring Garden & Flower Show 
recently held at Commonwealth Pier 
Exhibition Hall in Boston.

Budget appropriations 

The meeting went on to Article 4, the town 
budget, and they voted most of the FinCom’s 
recommendations with little or no amend¬ 
ment, 

Under the legislative budget, which in¬ 
cludes expenses for town meeting and the 
FinCom. a total of $8533 was approved. 

Town Manager Thomas Groux received an 
$1800 raise when the selectmen moved to 
amend the executive budget and town 
meeting agreed. Calling Groux “a dedicated 
town manager.” Chairman O’Connell said the 
raise, amounting to about a five-and-a-half 
percent increase, “is a modest one and indeed 
a merited one.” 

The executive budget finally passed 
totalled $108,691 for the operations of the 
manager and the board of selectmen. 

Another amendment which passed the 
meeting came on the comptroller’s personal 
services budget. The comptroller’s position 
was dropped from an M19 to an M18, and his 
salary came down $1316 as a result. Another 
$1974 came out of the salary for the senior 
accountant 

In making the recommendation, Mrs 
Mirak pointed out that the new comptroller, 
Alphonse Faggiano, would be making more 
on the M18 scale than he had as senior ac¬ 
countant, although he would receive less than 
he had as temporary comptroller since last 
fall

League study reveals 


Textbooks stereotype role models 


Five local youngsters are members of the 
International Friendship League, an 
organization which matches young 
Americans up with youths from other 
countries as pen pals.

Are the children in Winchester’s 
elementary schools being crippled by latent 
stereotype images in textbooks? 

The League of Women Voters, appointed to 
evaluate school curriculum for compliance 
with Chapter 622 laws, has un¬ 

covered many unacceptable textbooks in the 
system. 

Title IX and Chapter 622 prohibits 
discrimination on the basis of sex in any 
educational activity receiving federal funds, 
even if the funds are channeled through the 
state. This includes an acceptable ratio of 
male to female “role models" in teaching, 
administrative, and advising positions. 

As part of the study, textbooks and school 
libraries on elementary, junior high, and high 
school levels must be evaluated for sexism. 

An in-depth evaluation of the textbooks 
with goals and a time table for dealing with 
non-compliance materials was supposed to be 
completed by 1976, under Title IX guidelines. 

Winchester, however, did not start 
evaluations until Assistant Superintendent 
Walter Gleason organized a committee of 
teachers in 1977. In December of 1977, 


Superintendent William McDonald appointed 
the LWV to take over the study. 

The league’s evaluation will not be com¬ 
pleted until 1979, three years after the 
deadline. 

League member Jeajms XWfjt said en ~ 
forcement of the Title IX regulations has been 
minimal up to this time. The law’s “ultimate 
sanction,” denial of federal and state funds to 
towns that do not comply, has not occurred. 

Part one of the league evaluation on 
elementary school textbooks said, “The most 
effective method for enforcing the law is 
likely to be local public pressure on school 
boards to provide non-discriminatory 
education." 

"The problem is that parents are not 
aware of the problem,’’ Jeanne Duffy said. 
“Winchester is far from being in compliance 
with the law." 

To inform the public of the league’s work, 
a display on Title IX and Chapter 622 laws is 
set up at the public library. The library also 
can provide a list of non-sexist books for 
children, 

Sexism is defined by the league as 


“looking at person’s actions, personality, 
activities, and options for future jobs, ac¬ 
cording to his or her sex, rather than his or 
her abilities and interests," 

Mrs. Duffy saida current goal of LWV is to 
make their findings known to school ad¬ 
ministrators and the school committee. The 
league will be scheduling a meeting with the 
school committee in a month 

The league committee presented the 
results of the elementary school textbook 
evaluation in three programs last week. In 
addition to Winchester findings, a film 
“Images of Male and Female,” supplied by 
the state department of education was shown. 

Mrs. Jeanne Duffy, said the books were 
evaluated using a form from the state 
department Both illustrations and word copy 
were evaluated in math, science, social 
studies, language arts, and reading textbooks 
for grades kindergarten through six. 

Illustrations in textbooks for all grade 
levels were found to portray a world of white 
males. 

The league found that 69 percent of the 
people in books were male and 31 percent 
were female. Eighty-one percent were white 
people. Children were shown in 57 percent of 
the illustrations. 

Boys were shown in active, adventurous 
roles, while girls were pictured in passive 
roles, often observing, or doing domestic 
chores. 

Choice in occupations for women was 
illustrated as almost non-existant, Mrs. Duffy 
said. Women were pictured as housewives 
and mothers, The few times they were 
illustrated working outside of the home, their 
occupations were teachers, nurses, sales 
clerks, or librarians.

When asked to weigh Lynch with Lincoln, 
the superintendent said he would prefer to 
keep both schools open. Though the 
superintendent says he favors the plan which 
would maintain Lincoln and close the 
Washington School, has he said “either plan 
(closing Lincoln or Washington after 
Parkhurst and Noonan) would work 
beautifully for Winchester.” 

MacDonald was ulso questioned on the 
enrollment levels at Ambrose and V-O. He 
replied, “There could be a problem (with 
overcrowding at Ambrose) for one year. It is 
not my intention to sacrifice the educational 
program at Ambrose." He added that if the 
school would liecomc overcrowded, he would 
either alter the district lines or ask the school 
board to delay closing Parkhurst for a year, 
lie confirmed that he did not plan any 
renovations at Ambrose to make it easier to 
aceomodale more children. 

Asked about the cosl of moving the central 
offices from Sanborn House to Lynch, 
MacDonald came up with some preliminary 
figures which he said he was not particularly 
comfortable with. The estimate: $2700 for the 
move. $60,000 lor the conversion at Lynch.

About 250 citizens showed up at a public 
hearing on school closings held at the 
Ambrose School last Thursday evening. 

Superintendent William C. MacDonald 
spent close to two hours addressing questions 
concerning the proposals oullined in the 
recently issued report of the task force for 
long range planning for the school system 

Most of the questions revolved around the 
cost and feasibility of converting Lynch 
Junior High to an elementary school. There 
were also numerous questions about the 
possibility of overcrowding at Ambrose and 
Vinson-Owen as a result of closing the 
Parkhurst School in 1979. 

“We are now at the point where decisions 
have to be made,” said MacDonald in his 
opening remarks. “School closings are in 
order, not just for economy, but also for sound 
educational reasons.” 

Many of the questions received in writing 
by MucDonald over the past few weeks have 
brought up the possibility of closing Lynch 
instead of Parkhurst or Lincoln. But the 
superintendent said that the task force Imd 
given the idea little consideration. “It seemed 
so obvious to us < to maintain Lynch' because 
of the geographical location of the school and 
the investment in plant.” 

He noted that both economy and education 
were criteria for deciding which schools to 
close, and MacDonald said of Lynch, “It 
could easily and in my opinion beautifully 
serve an elementary population.” lie noted 
that “it provides an easy move" for Noonan 
students when that school is closed and riled

Over 1000 acres in the watershed area of 
the Middlesex Fells were destroyed over the 
weekend as firefighters from Winchester and 
surrounding communities battled dozens of 
fires which were apparently set.

Three trucks from the Department of Natural 
Resources, an MDC truck, and a Lexington 
pumper assisted at the scene. 

Firefighters worked in the Fells on Sunday 
from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. Chief McElhinney said 
the overtime costs for his men totaled $1261.51 
for Saturday and Sunday.

School board, 
teachers settle 
on new contract 


The school committee and the Winchester 
Education Association have reached a ten¬ 
tative contract settlement for the two year 
period starling this September, reports 
Constance Papas, chairman of the school 
board. 

The settlement was reached late Tuesday 
night and includes a five percent salary in¬ 
crease for the teachers during each of the two 
contract years. There are reportedly few 
oilier changes in the contract from the 
current one. 

The agreement comes in time for action by 
(own meeting to appropriate money for the 
teacher salaries. 

A statement released by Mrs. Papas and 
George Greer, head negotiator lor the 
teachers, reads: 

“Both parties bargained strenuously on 
behalf of their constituents during the past 
seven months. An atmosphere of good faith 
prevailed throughout, and both parties are 
very pleased to have reached a settlement 
during the early stages of town meeting.” 

Referring to the last series of 
negotitations. which dragged on for more 
lhan a year and included a “work-to-rule" by 
the teachers. Mrs Papas said that teacher 
morale had been low in the past few months. 
Because of this, and because of budget 
pressures and impending school closings, 
Mrs. Pnpus said both sides had tried to be 
reasonable in their bargaining. 

"We feel we continue to have a good, 
workable contract, and we look forward to a 
harmonious, productive two years,” added 
Mrs. Papas.

Fires continue; 
trespassing rule 
to be enforced 


After weekend-long fires in Middlesex 
Fells, Fire Chief Robert McElhinney said 
trespassers in the area will be prosecuted to 
the full extent by the town. 

“The days of warning have ceased," 
McElhinney said. “The situation has really 
gotten out of hand " 

The land, which is posted for no 
trespassing, will be off limits to everyone, 
joggers and hikers included, the chief said. 

Town manager Thomas Groux said extra 
security partrols for the Fells are being 
worked out with the water department, the 
police department, and the MDC. 

“The property has always been closed," 
Groux said, "but access seems to be easy 
because the urea is not fenced. We may have 
a manpower problem in patroling because the 
area is so large.” 

Groux said the fine for people prosecuted 
for trespassing in the Fells is around $60.

The total budget appropriated for town 
finace, including the comptroller's office, the 
treasurer’s office, and the assessors, comes 
to $1H2,651. 

For the town clerk s office, elections and 
registration, legal services, engineering, and 
the personnel board. $223,696 was ap¬ 
propriated 

Copiers debated 

One of the few debates of the night arose 
over the issue of how many copiers should be 
maintained at Town Hall. There are two 
operating at present, both rented, and the 
town manager suggested that buying a 
machine would be cheaper 

Groux and the selectmen also moved to 
add $1000 to the budget for rental of a second 


machine, in addition to the one to be pur¬ 
chased Groux cited the huge amount of 
copying done during the course of a year, 
including copies of public documents for 
members of the general public. 

TMM Michael Sarnco also rose to argue 
for two machines, pointing out that the cost in 
time and personnel spent running around 
town hall lo make copies would outstrip the 
$1000 rental fee 

Although the FinCom opposed the extra 
$1000, the meeting passed the amendment, 
raising the general services budget to $36,8511. 

Planning board 

Another debate centered around an 
amendment to the planning hoard’s budget 
seeking to add $2500 taken out by the FinCom, 
The money would pay for consultants to lqok 
into questions surrounding disposition of 
closed school buildings 

At first the selectmen look offense lo the 
proposal, criticizing the planning board for 
taking unilateral action. The selectmen have 


been concerned in past weeks about planning 
ahead for disposing of any schools that are 
closed in I he next few years. The board later 
said they supported the proposal. 

Planning hoard member Anthony Pelletier 
said he felt the his board should perform more 
of a planning function for the town and said- 
the board wanted professional advice so that 
they can he prepared lo answer the questions 
which will be arising concerning closed 
schools. 

Mrs. Mirnk criticized the planning board's 
move, saying. "It was not a coordinated effort 
and therefore premature.” Former school 
board member Mary Pronski agreed that the 
planning board should have consulted other 
town boards before making the proposal. 

Otto Schaefer Jr., another planning board 
member, pointed out that surrounding 
communities (such as Lexington and 
Arlington) have professional planning 
departments, while Winchester has no such 
agency, fie said the planning board was 
trying to serve the same function as a per¬ 
manent planning agency by maintaining 
continuing consulting arrangements. 

Nonetheless, the amendment was voted 
down, and the planning board’s budget was 
limited lo $16,957. The total appropriated for

miscellaneous government support, including 
the planning board, board of appeal, dala 
processing, out of state travel, and general 
services, comes to $150,375. 

The total budget approved for general 
government support comes to $673,946. 

Other budgets 

Consideration of the education budget was 
deterred to Monday's town meeting session in 
order to give the school committee time to 
prepare some amendments to the FinCom’s 
version. 

Also deferred was the library budget. 
Trustee Austin Broadhurst asked for deferral 
to Thursday to give the trustees lime to 
prepare two amendments to increase the 
budget recommended by the FinCom. 

A budget of $109,418 was okayed for the 
recreation department, including funds for 
administration, recreation programs, and 
public celebrations. 

$157,311 was voted for the accounts 
covering public health services, veteran’s 
services, and the council on aging. 

The largest budget approved Monday was 
for public safety, totalling $2,024,070. 

Of this sum, $941,255 goes to law en¬ 
forcement activities, while $984,300 is for fire 
prevention and control. The remainder of the 
sum applies to building inspection, zoning 
administration, civil defense, the sealer of 
weights and measures, and dog control. 

A budget of $231,172 was approved Tor 
administration of the department of public 
works. Another $862,352 was approved for 


highways and streets, and a water and sewer 
budget of $323,396 was voted by the meeting 
without much debate. 

The only question on the DPW budgets 
voted Monday concerned water quality and 
what the administration planned to do about 
the high level of chlorine in the system since 
Ihe contamination last fall. 

DPW Director Walter Tonaszuck defended 
the chlorination as necessary to kill off the 
bacteria in the water and the pipes, noting the 
age of much of the system did not help the 
situation. 

Town Manager Groux said that $20,000 
would be requested in the capital budget for a 
study of how the town should deal with its 
system of water mains. 

The meeting became hung up in discussion 
of budgets for buildings and grounds, in 
particular for the schools. 

Noting that the FinCom had cut $5000 from 
the budget for school maintenance, TMM 
Noreen Arcari asked how this affected 
repairs planned at several schools. 

Mrs. Mirak explained that the cut was "an 
attempt at level budgeting in light of our 
having to face declining school enrollments 
and possible school closings.” She said the 
cuts were for lighting, shades, draperies, and 
other items. She argued that work done on the 
schools under the CETA program, which is 
not reflected in the budget, meant that more 
money was being spent on the schools than is 
indicated in the budget. 

The meeting was adjourned before anv

district delivered a prepared statement which 
questioned the validity of the school depart 
ment’s enrollment projections and defended 
the Washington School as "a relatively 
modern school” with substantial money in¬ 
vested in plant. 

From the Lincoln camp, Noreen Arcari 
handed over to the school committee a 
petition signed by 275 Lincoln parents and 470 
other residents living in the district asking 
that Lincoln be maintained. 

In closing the meeting, school committee 
Chairman Constance Papas said the board 
has “an obligation to act,” and she remarked, 
"Because we have been in a state of flux for 
some time now, we owe it to the parents, the 
students, and the community at large to 
provide some stability and provide our 
children with educational excellence at a 
reasonable cost.”

In contrast, men were illustrated in over 
150 different occupations. 

Mrs. Duffy said the subtle impact of these 
illustrations on school children will project 
heavy responsibility on boys and arbitrarily 
restrict the talents of girls 

Only eight out of 30 of the reading text¬ 
books evaluated by the league complied with 
Chapter 622 laws. Mrs. Duffy said none of the 
readers published before 1970 were recom¬ 
mended, two of the nine readers published 
between 1970 and 1974 were recommended, 
and six of ten readers published after 1975 
were recommended. All of the readers are 
currently in use in the Winchester elementary 
school system. 

Mrs. Duffy said some improvements have 
been made in the more recently published 
textbooks in all subjects. A "discouraging” 
fact that the league discovered is the con¬ 
tinued use of older textbooks, and the pur¬ 
chase of the Laidlaw language arts series for 
all grades. 

The Laidlaw serjes was reported by the 
league as “among the publishers most 
resistant to elimination of racial bias and sex- 
role stereotyping.” 

Frances Russell, reading coordinator, said 
the Laidlaw series was chosen by the 
curriculum council in the summer of 1976 to 
replace the American Book langauage arts 
series which was going out of print. 

Russell said the books were chosen 
because of “scope and sequence” criteria, 


and their consistancy with materials in books 
already in use. 

Mrs. Russell said she was "surprised” to 
hear the books were found unacceptable by 
the league. 

Superintendent McDonald said he’d be 
asking Dr. Gleason to give his evaluation of 
the Laidlaw series. Gleason, who is out of 
town, was unavailable for comment. 

“If a problem is found,” McDonald said, 
"we'll probably go to the school committee 
with the findings and see if we can take 
correct8ve steps.” 

In light of the Laidlaw purchase, the 
league is recommending that all curriculum 
review committees be trained to evaluate 
new purchases for sex-bias 

Although the league said they had no 
knowledge of current training programs, 
Mrs. Russell said a grammar book which was 
recently selected for junior high students, 
was evaluated by junior high teachers for sex- 
bias and found acceptable. 

The league will soon begin their evaluation 
of junior high and high school textbooks. 

In the language arts series published by 
Laidlaw, MacMillan Spectrum, and 
American Book Co., four of 13 books 
evaluated were found to be in compliance 
with Chapter 622, but the league noted none of 
these four were heavily used in the schools. 

Findings were similar in the social studies 
textbook evaluations, where women were 
pictured as “non-historical entities.” 

“The Story of Our Country,” published in 
1965 by Harper and Row, and still in use in the 


Bike thefts on increase 


Two Somerville youths w-ere arrested 
Monday for stealing bicycles on Everett and 
Ainsworth avenues. 

The boys, charged with larceny and 
receiving stolen property, w-ere arrainged in 
Woburn District Court. The arrest was made 
after a neighbor observed a bike being stolen 
by the youths and notified police. 

Police Chief John McHugh said bike thefts 
have been on the increase. He recommends 
that residents protecl their bikes by adding an 
identifying marking, locking garage doors, 
and not leaving bikes unattended. 

At least two people are being sought by 
police in connection with the armed robbery 
of a man on Cross street at 2 a.m. on Apr 28. 

The man, who was returning home from 
work, was hit on the head by a beer bottle and 
knocked to the ground. His assailants stole his 
wallet and an envelope containing $75. 

Police said the victim did not see his at¬ 
tacker, but believed there were at least two 
people involved. 

Police have beefed up patrols in known 


congregating areas of youths in the late af¬ 
ternoon and evenings hours in an effort to 
curb the increasing violations of the public 
drinking laws. 

Chief McHugh said 22 arrests have been 
made for the violation over the last three 
weekends 

Most recently, several youths are being 
summoned to Woburn District Court for 
drinking in town church yards on Apr. 28. 

Complaints are being sought against two 
souths for receiving stolen property on Apr. 
24. 

The youths were found in possession of a 
wallet that had been stolen earlier that nighl 
from Papa Ginos in Woburn. They were 
arrested in the high school parking lot shortly 
after midnight. 

Two burglaries were reported on Apr. 27 at 
the Parkview apartments.

elementary schools mentioned women eight 
times, and men over 100 times. 

The league report staled. "The message is 
that women are not mentioned because they 
gave no contribution to the nation’s 
development.” 

The league found math and science series 
to be the most acceptable, mainly because 
there were few people in illustrations in the 
books. One math book handled male-female 
ratios in word problems by eliminating 
pronouns. Debbie Hall, a resource committee 
member read a problem from a 197G textbook 
which said, “Had five apples, ate three. How 
many left 0 “ The league considered this 
method of compliance to be a "cop-out” at 
best. 

The league is recommending that in- 
service training programs for teachers and 
staff be started this summer to create 
awareness of sex-role stereotyping. 

Examples in books such as “There will 
never be a woman president," and "Girls talk 
too much,” can be used by teachers to point 
out sex bias to classes, the league recom¬ 
mended. 

In addition to the textbook evaluation, the 
league found the elementary schools did not 
have a w-ide variety of sex and race models in 
their teaching and administrative staffs. 

League findings included the following 
male-female ratios in staff positions: 
superintendents, two males; principals, six 
males, two females; teachers in grades five 


and six. to malt*s, 14 females; teachers in 
grades three and four, four males. 22 
females; and teachers in grades K through 
two, three mail's, 42females. 

The league also found that all of the sub¬ 
ject coordinators were males and there were 
no black administrators or classroom 
teachers at the elementary level 

The league concluded. "Children will 
notice that their teachers are predominately 
female There are few male role models for a 
boy at this level ..On the other hand, fora girl, 
there are few role models among those who 


have positions nt authority in the school 
system ” 

An affirmative action plan is hSmg 
reeommemted to corn'd this imbalance by 
the league 

Superintendent McDonald said the schools 
have an extensive evaluation process for 
lining |X‘isnnnel Cutliarks in personnel, he 
said, are also nidged by a number of factors, 
including perlormanee and affirmative ac 
lion. 

A budget item for SlHiXi has been recom¬ 
mended hv McDonald for use of the Personnel 


Administrators Club, a regional group which

Over the past 31 years, the foundation has helped out 1056 local 
students with grants-ln-aid of close to a half million dollars, and it all 
starts with volunteers and you. 

In case you get the Impression that the WSF is a tight little group 
which raises spring vacation spending money for Harvard students, take 
another look. The WSF grants go to students attending vocational 
schools, community colleges, junior colleges, state colleges and 
universities across the country. 

There are about three dozen members of the various committees in 
the WSF, all volunteer, from all over town and from a variety of 
backgrounds. 

The awards granted on the basis of three factors: financial need, 
scholastic performance and promise, and, as it Is phrased by the WSF 
brochure, "good character which includes ambition, willingness to help 
himself, extra-curricular activities and school citizenship.” 

And just who does the choosing? 

To begin with, interested high school seniors and their parents get 
together early In the school year with the principal and the chairman of 
the scholarship committee (Leo Boodakian fills that post this year) to 
discuss the various grants available. Those who wish to try for WSF aid 
fill out an application, along with their parents, giving details of the 
students’ educational plans and the family’s financial status. 

The financial statements are strictly confidential. These are for¬ 
warded to the College Scholarship Service in Princeton, NJ, where the 
information is evaluated, an objective determination of need is made, 
and the records are destroyed. 

The WSF is truly a town-wide effort to support Winchester’s youth in 
continuing education. "It’s certainly an indication of how much the 
community cares about its young people,” comments Dr. Donald E. 
McLean, chairman of the WSF Finance Committee. After all, how many 
towns do you know that have their own scholarship foundation? "It’s 
characteristic of this town to foot the bill," adds Dr. McLean. 

But it certainly isn’t Just the people on the WSF committees who make 
the program work. This week a town-wide mailing is going out to solicit 
contributions to the fund to keep things rolling. Letters have gone out to 
residents and businesses alike, and the key to the success of the WSF 
program is not so much how much an individual gives, but how many 
citizens are willing to support the program. Local clubs and businesses 
have in the past been more than generous, and others like Selectman 
Harry Chefalo have done much for the WSF to help solicit funds from the 
local business and social community. 

If there’s any doubt left about the good the WSF has done, take a look 
at the figures for last year. 

In 1977, $15,400 was awarded to 32 graduates, with grants ranging from 
$200 to $1000. Many of these grants will be continuing through the 
students’ academic career. Counting the continuing aid granted last 
year, the WSF handed out more than $35,000. 

Past recipients have written back to the WSF and expressed their 
appreciation for the help they got, and many of them see fit to make a 
donation of their own, often for the amount they received to begin with. 
Though many have moved away, they have taken the time to remember 
what Winchester as a community did for them. 

The scholarship committee of the WSF is gathering to discuss the 
candidates, and the number of students they will be able to help in future 
years depends entirely on how far the community will go to support their 
work. 

When the letter from the WSF comes to your door, take the tjme to 
read the brochure, to think about what WSF is all about, and to make a • 
positive contribution to the community. § DKF.

EDITOR OF TIIE STAR: 

In the Apr. 27 edition of The Star, I Was 
quoted as having said that the plan for closing 
the Washington School causes less disruption 
of students. The facts are such that the exact 
opposite is true. 

If Washington remains open only 4ft 
students in addition to those in schools to be 
closed will be redistricted. All of these 
students presently reside along the boundary 
between the Muraco School and the 
Washington School. Those students presently 
attending or slated to attend Muraco would 
under Plan II goto Washington. 

On the other hand if Washington closes and 
Lincoln remains open, 229 studetns above and 
beyond those students from the closed schools 
would ha ve to be redistricted. The 229 consists 
of 51 students from Ambrose who would be 
redistricted to Lynch, 55 from Muraco 
redistricted to Lynch, 81 from Muraco 
redistricted to Lincoln and 42 from Lincoln 
redistricted to Lynch.

Care to take a jog across the country? 

That’s what students at the Mystic School 
are doing, in a manner of speaking. Every 
Monday, Wednesday and Friday, the students 
participate in a run before school, from B:30- 
8:45 a m. under the direction of physical 
education Instructor Bob Tufts. 

The students are keeping track of their 
jogging by marking their progress on a huge 
map of the United States. Their goal: To jog 
the whole 2700 miles from coast to coast. 
Every student is encouraged to participate, 
and most do: they may even walk, if they 
prefer. 

In the first three days the kids ran 303 
miles, more than half a mile per student. Says 
Bob Tufts, "By keeping up this pace, we will 
arrive in California in eight weeks. However, 
if our pace falls off. we won’t meet our goal 
before school closes in June." 

He added, "We believe our students need 
more fitness and endurance type activities. 
Along with being great exercise, our program 
is non-competitive and self-paced, and all 
grades K-6 may participate." 


The State Senate did something curious 
this week — it unanimously passed a stronger 
ethics bill than (he one which had been 
presented by Common Cause. The Boston 
Globe recently pointed out some problems 
with the Common Cause bill, which could not 
Ik? amended, so the Senate developed a 
package to take care of these problems. In 
conference with the House, which passed the 
Common Cause version, all of the differences 
will he able to be ironed out. 

According to Sen. Rotondi, who voted for 
the stronger Senate version, the Common 
Cause bill did not include judges, local of¬ 
ficials and members and directors of in¬ 
dependent commissions such as Mass. Port. 
The Senate hill allows acceptance of lob¬ 
byists’ gifts of $50 a year, while Common 
Cause allowed $10 a month. Under the bill, an 
independent ethics commission with full 
investigatory powers will be established. It 
will oversee activities of elected state and 
county officials and develop disclosure 
legislation for local official

Board to ask for $177,000 more for schools 


Facts on water 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: * 

The Environmental Defense Fund (EDF) 
on Mar. 28 ,1978, pelittened the Federal Trade 
Commission to investigate advertising claims 
or water filtration systems such as have been 
advertised in The Winchester Star for many 
months. 

EDF says that many home devices that 
use activated granular carbon as the filtering 
medium provide only a few seconds of contact 
time with the carbon and, therefore, are 
unlikely to remove organic chemicals such as 
chloroform from drinking water, The EPA 
has proposed regulations specifying that 
water must be in contact with carbon for 9-18 
minutes. 

Further, the EDF petition says that 
carbon replacement may be too infrequent to 
guarantee removal of chemical contaminants 
and it is impossible for the consumer to 
determine when the activated carbon is no 
longer performing. 

Claims that devices have been tested by 
EPA for removal of cancer causing 
chemicals are "incorrect as well as sub¬ 
stantially misleading'the petition says. 

The petition requests the FTC to in¬ 
vestigate the validity of advertising claims 
and to require the disclosure of the precise 
extent of the filters’ efficacy in removing 
organic chemicals and harmful bacteria. 

The home drinking water filter advertised 
in your newspaper may, indeed, be ef¬ 
ficacious as claimed, but the ads have been 
long on claims and short on documented 
performance specifications. Furthermore, 
the scare rhetoric makes one suspicious of all 
the information offered to show that water 
quality in Winchester is an imminent health 
hazard What does EPA actually say about 
cancer causing substances in drinking water 
and their removal by activated carbon and 
what risks do we incure by not removing 
these substances? 

In the Federal Register (43 FR 4756) on 
■Feb. 9, 1978, EPA proposed an amendment to 
the National Drinking Water Regulations to 
require the use of granular activated carbon 
(GAC) in the treatment process for the 
control of synthetic organic chemicals 
associated with the industrial pollution and 
urban contaminated drinking water supplies 
prior to the addition of chlorine as a disin¬ 
fectant. The water filter ads have been 
correct in stating that chlorine acts on the 
organic material in water, whether from 
natural humus or industrial sources, to form 
‘Chloroform (and other trihalomethanes, 
hereafter called THM’s). EPA has deter¬ 
mined that the presence of THM’s in drinking 
water may have an adverse effect on the 
health of persons and, therefore, human 
exposure should be reduced. 

The human health considerations are 
based on cancer studies of rats and mice fed 
chloroform and other THM’s. These studies 
established that THM’s were carcinogenic to 
the animals "under the test conditions" and 
are suggestive of a potential health risk. EPA 
projects human health risk for lifetime ex¬ 
posure (70 years) to drinking water con¬ 
taining one hundred parts of chloroform in 
one billion parts of water, i.e., 100 ppb to be 
one cancer case in 10,000—100,000 humans. 
The risk "will be reduced considerably as 
actual levels below 0,10 mg-1- (100 ppb) are 
achieved”. Monitoring results show 7 ppb 
chloroform in Winchester water—well below 
the EPA proposed level requiring carbon 
filtration at the source. 

The proposed EPA rule only requires 
community water systems servicing 10,000- 
75,000 people to be tested for THM’s and only 
communities serving over 75,000 people to use 
GAC treatment in water supplies containing 
over 100 ppb total THM’s. Even Cambridge 
water at 45 ppb (quote from Winchester Star) 
would not require GAC treatment. Of the 
almost 40,000 public water systems in this 
country, only 50 are estimated to initially 
require GAC treatment, However, EPA 
would obviously push for tighter water 
standards in the future. 

Does GAC treatment work? Yes! Some 40 
water systems currently use GAC filter beds 
principally for taste and odor control. The 
performance of GAC filter beds depends on 


the amount of dissolved organic material, the 
contact time and the bed replacement period. 
With fresh carbon in the contactor bed, EPA 
performance standards require that at least 
50 percent of the organic influent be removed. 
Volatile THM’s like chloroform are more 
likely to break through without removal than 
humic organic material, and this 
breakthrough increases with the age of the 
carbon. Replacement is required every few 
months. Water is not forced through a GAC 
bed; it percolates slowly downward through a 
foot of carbon granules. 

In household systems the same principles 
effect filter performance and I hope that 
future advertisements will present credible 
evidence of operating effectiveness of the 
home water filter system. Only then will your 
readers be able to make a value judgement 
based on facts rather than on vague claims,

The school committee plans to ask town 
meeting Monday nighl for an additional 
$176,948 in funds for next year 

Most of the money ($15:1,650) is being 
sought through amendments In cuts made by 
the finance committee in their version of the 
school budget The remainder is lor two items 
no! originally in the budget. 

A total of $18,817 will be sought Top the 
central office budget, including $46 <hi for 
increases in the salaries of the two assistant 
superintendents and $14,217 for other ex 
penses Because the school department did 
not spend $2606 of the money set aside last 
year for curriculum workshops, the FinCom 
cut that much more from the budget this 
year; but the school hoard will ask that this be 
reinstated too. 

For the high school budget, the board is 
seeking to add $22,045 in personal services for 
one and a half teachers and one-fifth of a 
counselor; $7128 for other expenses; and $3500 
for custodial overtime, 

At Lynch Junior High School, the board 
wants to reinstate $950 for custodial overtime 
and $250 for phone service 

At McCall Junior High, $7680 is being 
sought to maintain an assistant principal full 
lime rather than half time, as the FinCom 
recommends, and for custodial overtime 
Another $500 is needed, the board says, for 
phone service. 

For the elementary schools, the .school 
committee wants $32,082 pul back in the 
budget (or one teacher and a half counselor, 
textbooks, and other expenses. 


The FinCom rut $15,000 from special 
education instruction, and the school hoard 
wants $7500 put back, along with $580 for other 
ex | noises 

In general system services, the FinCom 
pared down the unallocated budget, and now 
tin' school committee wants to. pul $25,000 
hack in 

The FinCom is likely to agree with one 
addition $28,668 for a principal’s sabbatical 
The FinCom had eliminated all money for 
sabbaticals, even though the principals have 
no deadline Tor submitting their proposals for 
sabbaticals. Since the FinCom cut. Ambrose 
ITincipal Robert Forest has had a request for 
a sabbatical for next year approved 

The school committee also wants to keep 
inonev in their hudget for liability insurance. 

In addition to the above additions, all of 
which are amendments to cuts made by the 
FinCom, the school hoard has two other items 
t«i bring to town meeting; 

A request for $13,915 for the Parkhurst 
School to maintain seven and a half teachers 
there This is in response to requests from 


Parkhurst parents and the administration to 
avoid underslaffing the school 

A request for $9383 to enable the 
department to hire the hand director full 
lime The hoard is convinced that it will he 
difficult if not imjmssible to find a qualified 
director willing to work half time 

In the other school budgets, (he school 
committee has for the most part accepted 
cuts made by the FinCom 

In athletics, $2400 has boon cut, hut Mrs. 
Papas said she did not yet know where the cut 
would be made The FinCom has suggested 
culling hack the sophomore or JV football 
program 

The FinCom cut $ 18(H) in capital outlay and 
$800(1 in supplies for the school lunch budget. 
The former cut was accepted by the school 
hoard, but the two committees differ over the 
cut in supplies. 

The school committee accepted a $1500 cut 
in the community use of schools budget but 
warned that they might hn e to cut the, 
program short as a result.

Ride-a-bike Sunday morning 


The WEA sponsored ride-a-bike for the 
mentally retarded will be held this Sunday at 
10 a.m. at McCall Junior High School.

DPW to seek 
money for plans 
for town yard 

Town meeting members will be asked to 
appropriate $55,000 for the preparation of 
plans and specifications for town yard 
reconstruction under the capital plan budget, 
Town Manager Thomas Groux said. 

Preliminary plans for the estimated $1 
million reconstruction done by the ar¬ 
chitectural firm Symmes, Maini, and McKee, 
were presented to selectmen, and 
representatives from the finance, planning, 
permanent building, and capital planning 
committees, at the selectmen’s meeting 
Tuesday night. 

Richard Mullin, representative of the 
firm, told the group that a feasibility study for 
the Lake street yard improvements has now 
been completed. 

A final report, including specific 
remodeling and reconstrution costs and time 
tables for completing the work will be 
provided by the firm today. 

The firm's report said "the key to the 
reconstruction is the demolition of the present 
antiquated water division building.’’ 

The building will be replaced by a new 
DPW garage-water division building. Cost of 
this the new construction was estimated by 
the firm at $700,000. 

Plans have been made to renovate the 
other buildings in the yard. Mullin said the 
cost of the renovations will depend on what 
the buildings will be used for, making his total 
project $1 million estimate a "soft figure." 

Final completion of the project was 
estimated in 18 to 24 months. The report 
considered only the Lake street site for the 
town yard. It noted safley and health hazards 
such as poor ventilation, poor heating, 
leaking roofs, and inadequate drainage, made 
reconstruction of the yard a necessity. 

Chairman of the selectmen, Edward 
O’Connell said reading the findings on safety 
hazards gave him a "keen sense of anxiety.” 

"The project shapes up as a legitimate 
priority need in Winchester," he said. 

Town Manager Groux said if the capital 
budget items came up at tonight’s town 
meeting, he would ask to defer the motion 
until a summary sheet explaining recon¬ 
struction could be distributed to meeting

Nepotism charged 


After flying through $9 million in town 
budgets in their first two sessions, town 
meeting members were bogged down in 
discussion of amendments to the school 
committee budget Monday night. 

Thursday's meeting passed budgets for 
insurance, employee benefits, debt service, 
and other undistributed accounts. By con¬ 
trast, Monday saw the school committee 
bring the first four of ten amendments to 
budgets for central office, high school, and 
junior high schools, to the floor. 

Monday session 

Following lengthy debate and persausive 
arguments by Superintendent William 
MacDonald and ex-school committee 
member Robert Frank, town meeting voted 
to approve $28,275 for teacher staffing in 
sections of four school committee budget 
amendments. 

At the same time, $28,045 was chopped out 
of the four amendments, including $17,817 
requested for the central office account, and 


It’s all relative at Northeast Voke 


Charging that “patronage” was the 
decisive factor in hiring an attendance 
supervisor at Northeast Regional Vocational 
High School, Melrose representative Thomas 
O’Donnell has recently received word from 
the Massachusetts Slate Bureau of Teacher 
Certification that Kevin Barry is nol qualified 
for the position. 

Barry, who was appointed attendencc 
supervisor by the Voke school committee on 
Mar. 16, is the son of Stoneham school com¬ 
mittee representative Joseph Barry. He is 
one of several employees at the school whose 
job is being questioned because of 
representatives' charges of nepotiBm. 

O'Donnell filed for the certification in¬ 
formation with the state shortly after the 
school board’s hiring decision. Barry's ap¬ 
pointment was passed by the board in a 5-4 
decision, with Barry’s father abstaining from 
the voting. 

The state certification bureau outlined 
several qualifications for the position of at¬ 
tendance officer. They include at least two 
years experience as a teacher, counselor, 
social worker, or parole officer; knowledge of 
school laws regarding truancy; and at least 18 
semester hours in psychology at an ac¬ 
credited four-year college. Representative 
O'Donnell contends none of these 
requirements were listed on Barry’s job 
application. 

O'Donnell has requested that the com¬ 
munication from the state be discussed at 
tonight's Voke school committee meeting. 
Superintendent of the school, John Connolly, 
told him however the issue would not be on the 
agenda because he didn't have a position on 
action to be taken. 

When questioned on Tuesday, Connelly 
said he was corresponding with the state on 


the matter, and “did not feel it was ap¬ 
propriate to discuss it at this time." 

"My position is that the action lie should 
take is very clear," O’Donnell said. "Barry's 
job qualifications do not conform to state 
regulations and he should be terminated.” 

O’Donnell said he plans to raise the issue, 
even though It is not on the agenda. The school 
committee meeting will be held tonight at the 
school in Wakefield at 7 p.m. 

Budget impact 

Winchester is one of 12 towns whose 
students attend Northeast's vocational 
training programs. 

Winchester's assessment, based on 79 
students who are enrolled in day and evening 
programs at the school, has gone up 65 per¬ 
cent for the '78-'79 budget. FY79 assessment 
for the town is $205,B39. The current 
assessment for FY7B is $124,586, 

Town comptroller A1 Faggiano said this 
increase of $79,516 will add 39 cents per $1000 
of assessed valuation on the tax rate. 

The total Voke school budget for FY79 is 
$6,510,770 or an increase of $516,561 or 8 
percent over last year. 

Representative from Winchester to the 
Voke school commitlee, Gerald Donahoe, 
estimated that $100,000 has been added on to 
the Voke school budget because of jobs filled 
this year. Jobs filled this year include two 
custodians, a new culinary arts teacher, and 
the attendance supervisor. 

Donahoe, who voted against hiring the four 
new people, also questioned the need for the 
jobs. 

"In a school system of about 150, nepotism 
involves six people that I know of,” Donahoe 
said. 

Donahoe mentioned several employees

that were relatives of Voke school officials. 

Dennis Holland, son of school committee 
chairman Margaret Holland, is a computer 
programmer. He was hired in 1974, shortly 
after the school committee abolished 
regulations barring family members from 
Voke school employment. 

Anthony Moschella Jr., hired as a property 
accountant in 1976, is the son of Revere 
representative to the school committee, 
Anthony Moschella Sr, 

Also at the Mar. 16 meeting hired along 
with Barry, were Philip Mahoney, son-in-law 
of Voke school deputy director Carl Ken- 
nerson for the culinary arts teacher position, 
and Walter Papalegis, son of food service 
director Walter Papalegis Sr., as a custodian 
for the school. 

Unnecessary jobs 

Are the jobs necessary? Representative 
O’Donnell says no. 

"The unnecessary jobs result from 
nepotism,” he said, "The administration has 
made poor choices for job candidates, based 
on their academic backgrounds and 
preparation. I’m at the point now when I’ll 
have to ask, is this person related to someone, 
before I can consider him for a position." 

O’Donnell said the most “blatant” 
unessential job is the attendance supervisor 
position created about a year ago. 

"State law says every school should have 
one, but the Voke designated an ad¬ 
ministration official and the school social 
worker to handle the function in the past. 
They hud successfully done the job for eight 
years," he said. 

State law also provides for schools to share 
attendance officers. Since the Voke has 
students from Chelsea, Melrose, Malden, 
North Reading, Revere, Reading, Saugus, 
Stoneham, Wakefield, Winchester, Winthrop, 
and Woburn, attendance officers could be 
shared with any of those 12 schools. 

“I predicted that the job would be filled by 
the son of a school committee member and it 
was,” O’Donnell said, 

Representative Donahoe agreed, adding, 

' ‘We need an attendance officer like we need a 
hole in the head," 

Superintendent Connelly said he was not 
aware that u "sharing” policy with other 
towns could be used. 

"1 recommended the position," he said. 
"In my opinion, there was a need for it.” 

Connelly said the job had been done

custodial overtime and other expenses in the 
high school and McCall Junior High accounts. 
The school committee withdrew their $1150 
amendment for custodial overtime and 
telephone expenses in the Lynch Junior High 
account, 

In the high school account, the school 
committee’s amendment proposed adding 
$29,173, that had been cut by the finance 
committee, back to the account, 

This figure included $22,045 for one-and 
one-half teachers and one-fifth counselor. 

Finance committee Chairman Alice 
Mirak, speaking against the amendment said, 
"A reduction of 1.5 teachers is one we do not 
enjoy." 

Fineom argued declining enrollments in 
the high school warranted the staff budget 
cuts. After careful evaluation of school 
curriculum and staffing, they said. 3.5 
teachers could be eliminated. 

Mirak said only 1.5 teachers and one-fifth 
counselor was being recommended for 
elimination. This would allow for flexiblity of 
class changes in the high school. 

Town meeting member David Mortensen 
asked the finance committee which courses 
would be cut if the amendment was not 
passed. 

“I don’t think it’s right to just lop-off the 
budget and let the school committee worry 
about where to make the cuts," he said. 

Mirak said the reductions would not be in 
advanced courses, such as latin, with small 
enrollments. 

The course cuts were suggested in core 
subjects, that already had several sections. 

"Some kind of control must be exercised,” 
Mirak said. "By eliminating sections, core 
courses would be full-loaded. Priorities In 
course selection could be given to seniors, or 
students who needed them.” 

The full-loading teacher-student ratio is 
25:1. Superintendent MacDonald told town 
meeting members that full-loading is already 
done in many of the courses that were 
recommended for eliminating sections. 

"Where we can fully load courses, we 
already have done b<h mi MacDonald said. 
"There is very little elasticity left in the - 
rubber band.” 

Robert Frank addeii that some of Mrs. 
Mirak’s statements "didn’t make sense.” 

"I see errors In the member of sections you 
are asking to be cut,” Frank told the finance 
committee. Based on projected enrollments, 
many of the core courses could be cut by only 
two sections, instead of three as fineom had 
recommended. Fineom cuts, Frank said, 
would lead to overloading of courses. 

Despite arguments made, Mirak said the 
finance committee would stick with their 
original decision, stating that the cuts would 
not affect the quality of courses. 

An amendment to the high school budget 
amendment, allowing for the $22,045 In 
staffing positions and eliminating $7128 in 
non-personnel services, was passed by an 86 
to 59 town meeting vote. * 

School committee member Heinrich 
Holland said the school committee supported 
the new amendment because “It speaks to the 
things most important.” 

The finance committee did reverse an 
earlier decision in budget amendments for 
McCall Junior High School. Fineom sup¬ 
ported the one-half teacher budget Item for 
$6230, but opposed $1450 in custodial overtime 
and $500 in telephone expenses for McCall. 

Town meeting passed the $6230 by a voice 
vote. 

Non-personnel budget items in the 
amendments were all opposed by town 
meeting members. 

John Cheever asked town meeting 
members not to add anything to the cuts 
made by the finance committee. "There is 
enough money in the school committee 
budget to allow For some flexibility here," he 
said. School committee chairman Con¬ 
stance Papas argued the additional funds 
were needed, "Our primary responsibility is 
to the education of the students of Win¬ 


chester," she said. "Every effort has been 
made to be financially responsible to the 
town.’’ 

Papas said that although enrollments were 
decreasing in schools, the cost of maintaining 
a building has increased, Other factors in the 
increased budget amendments included 
higher salary levels for teachers, and more 
high school programs. 

Mirak stressed "level budgeting" as a 
major factor in fineom's opposition to the 
amendments. She also noted budget surpluses 
in several of this year’s accounts, which she 
felt; would not be used up by the end of the 
fiscal year.

Thursday session 

The May session of town meeting rejected 
a bid to start up a pension fund for town 
employees and passed on another $5 million in 
budget items for 1979. 

After debate which saw the finance 
committee matched against the selectmen, 
the meeting voted 65-56 against putting aside 
$92,000 for a pension fund. 

The FinCom recommended setting up the 
fund because of the continuing increase in the 
town's pension liability. They argued that if 
the number of town employees remains 
constant, the annual contributions for pen¬ 
sions made by the employees and the town 
will soon be outpaced by demands for pen¬ 
sions. 

Under a recently passed state law, Win¬ 
chester can now convert its annual con¬ 
tributory retirement system to a funded 
pension system. Said FinCom Chairman Alice 
Mirak, "We feel this pension funding is an 
obligation, though it is not mandated," and 
added that failure to establish the fund 
"would create a great burden on a future 
generation." 

She warned the meeting, "In the last 35 to 
40 years the cost (of pensions) has tripled at 
the very least. If we don’t put some away now 
it would bankrupt the town.” 

Speaking against the proposal, Selectman 
Chairman Edward O'Connell pointed out that 
many other towns are not setting aside the 
money for pension and said, "We are worried 
if Winchester is one of the few to do something 
to address this, we could even be penalized In 
the future for taking that initiative." 

O’Connell said the board was concerned 
about the lack of guidance on the part of the 
state and said the board was apprehensive 
that, should the town start up a fund, the 
monies might end up being taken over by the 
state or the federal government under future

Bonin decision appealed 

Lahey clinic suit goes to high court

After a year and a half of charges and 
counter charges, bargaining, threats and 
appeals, the case against the proposed Lahey 
Clinic project in Burlington has gone to the 
Massachusetts Supreme Court. 

Oral arguments were heard last week, and 
the written briefs have been filed, but there 
are no indications as yet as to when a decision 
will be reached by the high court. 

The case finds Lahey, along with the Town 
of Burlington, lined up against the Concerned 
Committee for Hospital Cost Control (CCH- 
CC), a 10 taxpayer group made up of doctors 
from Burlington, Winchester, and neigh¬ 
boring towns. Filing a supplementary brief 
along with the doctors are four district 
medical societies: Middlesex North, Mid¬ 
dlesex East, Middlesex Central, and Essex 
North medical societies. 

The attorney general is also involved, 
representing the state’s Health Facilities 
Appeals Board, which is seeking the right to 
review the Lahey project. 

What is being questioned is whether or not 
Lahey has a valid certificate of need from the 
state. The certificate must be granted for any 


health facilities project involving more than 
$100,000 in costs, 

Lahey first applied for approval from the 
state in 1972, when the Determination of Need 
Law was being implemented, and regulations 
had not yet been finalized. The original 
estimates, which Lahey admits were rough 
and did not include any architectural 
drawings, were for a 400,000 square foot 
facility to be built at a cost of $43 million, The 
slote approved the project for that amount. 

By 1976, the clinic’s plans had grown to 
674,000 square feet and an estimated cost of 
$80 million, Lahey claims inflation and 
finance costs account for the cost increase. 
And they say that more than 50 percent in¬ 
crease in the size of the project came about 
beeasue the original plans were prepared 
without the benefit of architects Hnd detailed 
drawings. 

Lahey opponents argue, however, that 
Lahey never informed the architects of the 
size and cost limitations They further claim 
that Lahey actually had two sets of plans, one 
a "maximum" and the other a "minimum” 
space plan. 


"After obtaining its certificate of need for 
a facility of 400,000 square ft* t. the I^ahey 
Board of Governors in I of 1973 
unanimously approved the Nipmi um facility’ 
of 674,000 square feet," states the amicus 
brief filed by the medical societies with the 
Supreme Court, The statement concludes, 
"The action of Unhey in proposm • u smaller 
facility may present a classic cSse of ’bait and 
switch ", 

In December, 1976, the stales 1 ubl .

Throughout the period from the original 
certificate in 1972 to the renewal in 1970, 
Lahey had submitted revisions of its plans to 
the Bureau of Planning and Construction, a 
separate divisiion of the Department of 
Public Health.

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Limited open enrollment ok’d 


A limited policy of open enrollment for 
junior high schools and all elementary 
schools, excepting Ambrose, Parkhurst, and 
Vinson-Owen has been adopted by the school 
committee for next year. 

T^ie three elementary schools were left out 
of the program for next year because of the 
potential drain on the already low student 
population at Parkhurst. If the school board 
accepts the plans of the task force for long 
range planning. Parkhurst would be closed in 
1980 and its students redistricted to Ambrose 
and V-O. Superintendent William MacDonald 
said he is apprehensive that if open 
enrollment is allowed for Parkhurst. parents

The school board voted 3-2 at their Apr. 27 
meeting to accept the superintendent’s 
recommendation on open enrollment for next 
year. 

At their meeting Monday night, the board 
accepted for first reading a formal policy on 
open enrollment which includes the 
stipulation that, “Each year by vote of the 
school committee, upon the recommendation 
of the superintendent, the schools par¬ 
ticipating in open enrollment will be iden¬ 
tified.” 

Accompanying the policy are guidelines 
for its implementation which define the policy 
more strictly lhan had been the case in the 
past.

did not give up and made it clear that they 
were looking for someone to take up the ap¬ 
peal. Three local HSAs considered the case. 
The Boston agency voted not to file an appeal; 
the Merrimack Valley HSA voted to file but 
backed down when they decided they couldn't 
afford It; and the North Shore HSA voted to 
file the appeal. 

It was at this point, during the early 
monthB of 1977, that the Concerned Com¬ 
mittee for Hospital Cost Control became, 
involved, entering an appeal as a 10 taxpayer 
group seeking review of the Lahey project. 
There are a number of local doctors in the 
group, among them James F. McDonough, F. 
Gregory Curtin, and George Evans, all af¬ 
filiated with Winchester Hospital. 

“The Issue is the fact that we dont need it, 
and it's too costly,” says Dr. McDonough of 
the clinic. “If there was a need, It Isn’t there 
now." 

Dr. Evans further argues that Lahey s 
original certificate of need had expired by 
December, 197fl and points to recent moves by 
the state to close down hospital beds as fur¬ 
ther evidence that the need no longer exists. 
The doctors also complain that the Lahey 
project has prevented and will in the future 
prevent other area hospitals from obtaining 
approval from the state for updating and. 
expanding their facilities. 

Lahey in the meantime argues that its 
certificate of need Is indeed valid, that the 
clinic went through the proper procedure to 
obtain the certificate, and that, the clinic 
would suffer undue financial loss if the 
project were dropped at this late date. Lahey 
has already spent $12 million on the project. 

Last spring the case went before Chief 


Justice Robert M. Bonin in Superior Court 
and In the fall he decided In favor of Lahey’ 
The CCHCC decided Immediately to appeal 
and the Supreme Court agreed to hear the 1 
case. 

There Is another angle on the story: at the 
end of January the US Department of Housing 
and Urban Development agreed to guarantee 
a $70 million loan for the Lahe project. Hie 
federal guarantee has been pending for about' 
a year, and the decision to go ahead with it 
contradicts the past HUD policy of staying out 
of such agreements until all litigation is 
completed. 

In another development this spring, Lahey 
released, at the requel it of the state, a five- 
year plan for cooperation with area health 
care facilities. Hie question of how a 200-bed, 
Lahey Clinic in Burlington will get along with 
area hospitals Is an open one. 

Dr. Wise, chief administrator for Lahey, 
claims the clinic intends to cooperate and has 
no Intention of forcing other hospitals out of 
business.. 

Local doctors are skeptical. They see 
Lahey as a threat to the proposed con¬ 
solidation of Winchester Hospital with 
Symmes in Arlington and Choate in Woburn, 
even a threat to the individual hospitals. 

Says Dr. Evans, “If the Lahey Clinic wins, 
consolidation is dead...you’d be kissing these 
hospitals goodbye.”

state regulations or by a proposed local ex¬ 
tension of the social security system, 

While the selectmen agreed that the 
pension system is a potential problem, they 
urged caution. Selectman Arthur Dunbar 
said, "We should have a careful 
evaluation. . , If we need the money, let’s put 
it up; but let’s not put it up if there’s a doubt ih 
our minds.” 

An alternative move was suggested by 
town meeting member Michael Saraco. 
Saraco suggested putting the money into the 
stabilization account. While the money could 
not be drawn from stabilization for pensions, 
at least something would be set aside and 
earning interest, Saraco argued. The extra 
funds in stabilization could be used for capital 
expenses next year, Saraco explained, and 
the money needed for pensions could be ap¬ 
propriated through tax revenue. 

Town Manager Thomas Groux saw the 
issue from another angle, He argued against 
setting up the fund until the state reforms its 
own pension laws and makes it clear to the 
towns in the Commonwealth what their 
obligations will be. He said a town-by-town, 
“checkerboard" pattern of pension systems 
could weaken the effort to reform the state 
law. 

O'Connell said his board would move 
under a later article to establish a committee 
to investigate the issue. 

Buildings and grounds budget 

The buildings and grounds budget was 
passed with little debate and totals $1,275,262. 
This budget covers the town garage and other 
town buildings, school buildings, the transfer 
station, parks and recreation facilities, school 
grounds, the cemetery, forestry and related 
costs, 

TMM Noreen Arcari questioned reduc¬ 
tions in the budget for school repairs and 
asked for specific information as to what 
repairs had been knocked out of the schedule. 

Mrs. Mirak did not respond specifically to 
the question of which repairs had been cut. 
She commented that the budget represented 


the FinCom's attempt at level budgeting in 
the face of declining enrollments and 
potential school closings. 

Undistributed accounts 

Another $3,271,001 was appropriated for 
the various undistributed accounts, including 
$91,660 for unemployment compensation, a 
new account. 

The appropriation for unemployment 
compensation is in response to o new state 
law requiring cities and towns to fund the 
program for their employees. The $91,000 is 
actually to fund the program from Jan. 1, 
1978, so future annual allotments should be 
lower, according to the town manager. 

Also approved were: 

—$31,024 for administration of the con¬ 
tributory retirement system. 

—A $550,000 contribution to the retirement 
fund. 

—$216,441 for non-contributory retirement. 

—$4608 for the administration of work¬ 
men's compensation. 

—$ 70,000 for workmen’s compensation. 

—$9000 for indemnification for police and 
fire personnel. 

—$527,000 for group medical insurance. 

—SI,130,000 for payment on funded debt, 

—$432,080 for interest payments on funded 
debt. 

—$1500 for interest on temporary notes 
held by the town. 

—$103,072 for insurance (including fire and 
casualty, liability, auto insurance, etc,). 

—$2000 for judgments and claims. 

$1416 for care of veterans’ graves 

—$1200 for the permanent building com¬ 
mittee. 

—And $100,000 for the reserve fund, 
Capital expenditures 

After the undistributed, the town meeting 
dove into the capital budget and approved 
$50,700 in expenses, including: 

—$5000 for a study of the police station to 
determine whether expanding needs should 
be met by a new building or by renovating the 
present structure. 

—$12,000 for the library.

previously by other administrators who 
already had full-time responsibilities. "The 
job has not been done to iny satisfaction in the 
past," he said. 

Properly accmmlnnl 

O’Donnell believes the creation of the 
attendance supervisor position is tied in with 
the hiring of Anthony Moschclla Jr., as 
property accountant at $ 16 ,0(H) a year. 

The property accountant position was 
suggested b\ the superintendent three years 
ago. At that time many applicants applied for 
the job. O'Donnell said. 

“We had several candidates with master’s 
degrees apply for the position. Moschella only 
had an associate's degree, and I opposed 
hiring him fora $16,000 a year job," O'Donnell 
said. 

Connelly said lie was aware of the fact that 
Moschella had an associate’s degree, but 
cited his work experience in business 
management and accounting as reasons he 
supported the candidate. 

“I was satisfied he was the best person for 
the job." Connelly said. 

When the quest ion of hiring Moschella first 
came up. there were not enough votes on the 
school committee to appoint him. The 
superintendent recommended Moschella for 
the job several limes after that, and the hiring 
was again opposed. 

O'Donnell said Representative Joseph 
Harry voted against Moschella’s appointment 


several times. Barry eventually changed his 
vote to accept the appointment. Shortly after 
the vote was taken, Barry’s son came up for 
the job of attendance supervisor, O'Donnell 
said. 

Kevin Barry's appointment occurred at a 
school board meeting when no members of 
the press or citizens were present. 

Food teacher qualifications questioned 

O’Donnell is also questioning the 
qualifications of Philip Mahoney for the 
culinary arts teacher position. 

"1 was told the reason we needed the 
position was to assist special needs students, 
which I accepted. But when I saw the can¬ 
didate, who doesn’t have a special needs 
background, I didn't believe the story,” 
O'Donnell said. "Now I wouldn’t vote for 
anyone for the position,” 

‘Mahoney is certified to teach,” O’Donnell 
said, "but I question how he got certified 
because his job application doesn’t indicate 
he would qualify. I should be receiving word 
from the state on this soon." 

Superintendent Connelly said that 
Mahoney is a "full-fledged culinary arts 
instructor,” certified to teach all types of 
students, including those with special needs." 

Custodians 

O’Donnell also claims the custodial 
positions are a result of patronage. 

He explained there were only 13 custodians 
at the Voke when he came on the school 


committee four years ago. Now that number 
is up to 20. 

"I can see some justification for one or two 
new custodians," he said, "but not seven." 

"Now is not the time to start creating qew 
[wsitions," O'Donnell said. "We should start 
cutting back to curb the costs to towns." 

Connelly could not provide information on 
the number of custodial jobs created during 
the four year period by press time. He did say 
that 10 custodians were hired between 1974 
and 1978, making the current total in the 
school 20, 

Connelly indicated that some of the hirings 
were replacements for personnel who retired. 
He said the staff has increased, however, and 
justified this with the school's increase in 
students, extended programs, and new 
facilities. 

Representatives O’Donnell and Donahoe 
both expressed a desire to sec the nepotism 
rule be reinstated. The rule would bar hiring 
of sons, daughters, mothers, fathers, and in¬ 
laws, of employees. 

When questioned if he would suggest 
reinstatement of the rule to the committee, 
O’Donnell said, "I would if I thought I had 
enough votes, otherwise I'd be wasting my 
breath,”

A closer look needed 


Is the Issue of stereotyping women and men In elementary school 
textbooks really one to get stirred up about? 

Times have changed and many women now have careers outside of 
the home The old stereotype Images of women and men are vanishing. 

But It seems school textbooks haven’t kept up with the times. 

The League.of Women Voters’ findings state that many of the books In 
Winchester’s elementary schools are not In compliance with Title IX and 
Chapter 622 guidelines. Specifically, the non-conforming textbooks show 
women as housewives and mothers, with few career choices. In contrast, 
men are the providers and the adventurers. 

Tlie league says this subtle portrayal of roles leaves children with a 
stereotype Image of how they must behave and grow-up. 

The league is now recommending goals and timetables on how to bring 
Winchester In compliance with the laws. Non-compliance could result in 
the cut-off of federal funds In school programs, although no such action 
has been taken In Massachusetts to this date. 

Considering the potential volume of non-complying books on 
elementary, junior high, and high school levels, It will be impossible to 
‘ ban" books that stereotype. Therefore, several of the league's 
suggestions on coping with the problem make sense. 

First, communication lines between the school administrators and 
teachers and the league should remain open. Curriculum review com¬ 
mittees should be aware of the laws before new books are purchased. 

Awareness among classroom teachers will also help children have the 
proper perspective when seeing pictures and words In textbooks. 

The ideal time to inform teachers and administrators of the laws, the 
league suggests, is during summer workshops. An amendment to Include 
an additional $2600 In the summer workshop account to the school budget 
was recently defeated at town meeting. Perhaps the school committee 
can still find room for Chapter 622 In Its summer workshop budget. 

Since not all learning goes on in the classroom, parents should be 
aware also of the subtle messages In the books their children bring 
home. After examination, the stereotype Images you see may no longer 
be so subtle -KAW

AP fever strikes high school

'Seventy of the 400 students at Winchester 
High are going through a withdraw! from the 
world, as they immerse themselves in their 
hooks in preparatin for the rigorous AP 
exams 


These exams are offered only to students 
who &re enrolled in Advanced Placement 
courses, and cost $32 per exam. If the student 
passes the exam, he or she is qualified for 
college credit. Thus, the $32 sum is in¬ 
significant in comparison to the potential of 
saving the fee for a college course — $200-700, 


Students fear these exams — with reason. 
They last for three hours, and each and every 
one contains an essay question The answers 
to these questions are then graded by three 
different people, for they compose the main 
part of the student’s grade. This grade is all 
important, for if it is either a 3,4. or 5. the 
person is able to skip that required course in 
college, and take one of his or her own choice 
Also, if one receives a sufficient grade in 
three exams, he or she is eligible to receive

The controversy over closing schools 
rages on. Before the selectmen and school 
committee hold their joint meeting on this 
subject next week. 1 would like to interject a 
couple of thoughts not heretofore considered. 

First alt of the schools belong to the people 
of this town and should be so regarded rather 
than as the property of Ihe school committee. 
If this premise is correct, then the Selectmen. 
sjK*aking for - all of the citizens, should 
designate and ask the School Committee to 
return to the town those schools which could 
be utilized to the best advantage for the whole 
town in a public or private manner. The 
School Committee should then set about the 
task of providing quality education in the 
remaining schools 

It must always be kept in mind that 
Winchester's tax base is in a “no growth" 
situation, and, therefore, in view of current 
and projected inflation, the town faces 
inevitable diminution of its current public 
services unless we are willing to accept 
substantial lax increases Otherwise, it is 
essential that the tax base be broadened. 

The Lincoln School should be returned to 
the town because il has the greatest potential 
lor non-school use of any of our school 
properties. Furthermore, its location and 
excess capacity make it ill suited for an 
elementary school The other prime property 
that should be returned for town-wide benefits 
is (he Ambrose School. That site could readily 
be converted to product* additional lax 
revenue lor the town. 

If. however, the Ambrose site is to be used 
lor public purposes, the feasibility of a two- 
year. state operated community college 
should lx* investigated. “With Ihe expense of a 
college education soaring out of sight for 
many students and |>aients. Ihe availability of 
two years of low cosl education beyond high 
school will hecoine more and more attractive. 
Middlesex Community College, intended to 
serve Winchester and other nearby towns, is 
turning away applicants for lack of space. 
Statistics show that an increasing number of 
students are taking two years of college and 
then entering business where firms offer a 
training course with compensation during the 
training period 

For many years. California has provided 
community college education for its qualified 
students. 1 do not pretend to know all the 
answers tn this proposal, but it seems to me 
worth checking out while our school 
properties are in such a state of flux.

New plans for theater site

We made an error in the caption ac¬ 
companying a photo a few weeks ago of the 
Winchester Theatre being lorn down. 

The Winchester Savings Bank, which owns 
Ihe property, is no longer planning to build a 
bank-mini shopping mall on the site 

After terminating the original developer, 
the bank had architects and engineers come 
in and study the old theater building to see if 
the original concept would he successful. The 
consultants grounded the plan permanently, 
saying that the theater building was not at all 
suited to he a bank, both from a cost stand¬ 
point and because of the location of the 
building on the site. In addition, (he mini 
mail, multiple retail concept was not feasible 
So Ihe bank changed the plans. They opted 
to tear the older structure down and build 
from scratch, and what they have in mind is 
an attractive new main office for the savings 
bank There might he an additional 2500 feet 
or so of office space, which the hank would 
rent out until needed for bank offices. The 
final plans for the structure have not yet been 
worked out. 

As for the* turreted. brick and stone 
building now housing the bank on Mt. Vernon 
street, there are no plans for it at the moment, 
but alternatives are being considered, ac¬ 
cording to bank President Robert B. 
Nickerson. 

"One thing we would do in any event is 
protect the building,’’ said Nickerson, who 
added that the bank would include that un¬ 
derstanding in any contractual agreement 
made after the savings bank moves out.

More water facts 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Roth the water quality and methods of 
filtering our drinking water need more at¬ 
tention. I agree with Mr. Merrow that the 
lacts on our drinking water need to be known 
by the public. This is exactly what I have been 
doing for the last five years: collecting in¬ 
formation and printing it in ads to inform the 
public and offer them what I feel is a sensible 
solution 

Many lab tests have proven that Home 
Water Purifiers remove a high degree of toxic 
impurities in tap water. They remove all bad 
tastes, colors, and odors by removing the 
contaminants that cause them If I know and 
understand the water problems clearly, it is 
only proper that I should warn the public of 
these dangers. I have also researched ef 
fectivc purification devices and again il is 
proper that 1 let the public know how to 
protect themselves. 

For years I have tried to get the state to 
cooperate in researching Home Water 
Purifiers without results. The EPA is also 
lacking in this area. In the past three years I 
have made many calls to the EPA requesting 
the testing of Home Water Purifiers. They 
will register water filters but will not do any 
testing. It is no wonder then that the pressure 
is being applied on the Federal Trade Com¬ 
mission to check on their claims. 

I hope Mr. Merrow is not putting all carbon 
water filters in the same category with the $20 
to $30 toys that are being advertised on TV. 
These gadgets that attach to the end of a 
faucet do not work from day one. 

Recently I had some tests made at an 
indepenedent laboratory of the Winchester 
water supply. The results showed it contained 
several times more chloroform than was 
found by the state test which was made in 
January. The tests also showed the water 
purifier removed close to UKJ percent of the 
chloroform and 100 percent of the 
bromodichloromothane. Both of these 
chemicals arc produced by adding chlorine to 
Ihe water for water treatment. 

I informed the EPA of the higher 
chloroform findings to get some results but 
their reply was they did not want to get in 
\ olved with the stale and step on their toes. So 
who is the loser’.' The people that arc drinking 
the tap water not knowing what is going on. At 
least l am offering them a unit that will make 
the water much cleaner and safer than what 
is coming out of the tap. 

The west side of town, including 
Robinhood mad. is on MDC water system. 
Although the MDC water does not taste and 
smell as bad as the Winchester Water Supply, 
it still contains many toxic impurities. The 
MDC adds ammonia along with the chlorine 
for disinfection. The mixing of these two 
chemicals is super-toxic to both bacteria and 
to humans. The EPA is against the use of 
these chemicals together in water treatment. 
The ammonia produces chloruniines which is 
considered another health hazard 

Most of the West Side has cement asbestos 
pipes which were used long before it was 
known that asbestos fibers are toxic. The 
fibers are released as the pipes wear from 
water flowing. 

The amount of fluoride used by the MDC is 
50 percent higher than it should lie. According 
to water experts, this amount is toxic. 

Sodium hydroxide is added to the water 
supply to reduce the pipe corrosion caused by 
the corrosive aetion of the fluoride, Adding 
salts to the water is not helping people on low- 
salt diets. The MDC water is fast becoming a 
chemical soup. 

Sometimes my ads do get scary only 
because the truth about the water we are 
drinking is scary For instance the EPA 
sponsored study shows there is a 44 |x»rc*e»t 
greater cancer rate in cities that chlorinate 
Iheir water supply than those that do not use 
any chlorine. I hope this information does not 
go as just another cancer scare The EPA 
standard for chloroform at too PPB level will 
not reduce Ihese odds Only good home 
carbon water filtration will drastically reduce 
the intake of cancer causing agents in tap 
water Only then can we drastically reduce 
these odds. This is my goal and where my 
time and efforts are aimed

No stability 

EDITOR OE THE STAR: 

TO SCHOOL COMMITTEE MEMBERS: 

The purpose of this letter is to express our 
concern over several events which jeopardize 
the education of our children at the 
Washington School, Under pressure from the 
Finance committee two years ago, the school 
committee opted for a half-time principal at 
the Washington School. As parents none of us 
liked the decision since we felt that this would 
have an adverse affect on our children's 
education. On Jan. 8, 1976, we presented a 
letter and petition prepared by the vast 
majority of parents to Superintendent 
McDonald expressing our concern in this 
matter 

Finally, as taxpayers, we accepted this 
attempt to trim the budget and tried to make 
it work. Our outstanding staff of teachers, 
without exception, worked far above what 
could have been expected of them trying to 
make it work, Our excellent principal, who 
lias done a better job running two schools than 
many do with one, has tried to moke it work. 
Unfortunately all our efforts have not been 
successful. Lack of discipline and direction 
has plagued the school this year. 

Secondly, 4(1 percent of our present full¬ 
time teaching staff is untenured and may not 
return. Further, it has come to our attention 
that we may also lose one of our gym teachers 
and our art teacher This is the staff which 
has pulled together to keep the Washington 
School operating successfully. Finally the 
superintendent’s recommendation that the 
Washington School be closed has put this 
school in a state of flux. The children we have 
taught to read, read The Star. Morale is very 
low. 

The above combination of events have 
worked against us We have been able to gear 
up and maintain a level of academic ex¬ 
cellence. but we see this as next to impossible 
to maintain next year

1 > Find the resources to give us back a full 
lime principal (i.c. a principal in the building 
at all times). 

2 ) Give some consideration to our staff. Is

Once we get Ihein in the fold it may well be 
that there is little that we can do for them, hut 
it is equally probable and much more im¬ 
portant. that there may be a great deal that 


they can do for us. Either way, we need their 
active participation. 

So far, and I hope, forever hereafter, this 
has been a predominately volunteer un¬ 
dertaking. As such, it has grown into a 
tangible demonstration that the “old Spirit of 
Winchester” is still alive and doing very well. 
II would, indeed, be most regrettable if that 
spirit were to be allowed to die out for lack of 
interest and volunteers to keep it functioning. 

The building itself will be here for many 
more years; those who helped to put it up will 
not be so fortunate.

May I respond to the excellent editorial on 
the Winchester Scholarship Foundation? 

I have lived in Winchester over 40 years 
and have been involved with its schools, 
hospital and its many art projects, but none of 
which I am more proud to have been a part of 
lhan the Winchester Scholarship Foundation. 
I was lucky enough to have been one of the 
five who researched and founded this 
organization at the request of the central 
hoard of the mother’s association. (The board 
thought it was lime to broaden the base for 
possible scholarships and to narrow the ad¬ 
ministration for choosing the recipients. This 
they hoped would keep the necessarily con¬ 
fidential information in one small area for all 
schools and organizations interested in giving 
money to scholarships.) 

An entire winter was spent by this com¬ 
mittee of five, which consisted of: Otis Alley, 
a respected high school teacher; Joseph W. 
Worthen, a lawyer and Rhodes Scholar; Neil 
Rorden a professor at the Harvard Business 
School; and me. 

In the spring an "Instrument of Trust” 
was circulated among the schools and 
organizations and a few weeks later the 
Foundation became a reality. Many have 
served with pride on its administrative board, 
its scholarship committee or as trustees. But 
the general procedure has followed much the 
same pattern as originally planned. 


Incidentally, during its early years, the 
foundation was asked to help in setting up 
similar organizations in several other towns. 
The first request came from Wellesley 
through Sam Graves, its principal and a 
former teacher in our own high school. 

There have been many expressions of 
appreciation by scholarship winners as to the 
importance of their award beyond that of the 
money received. These awards come at a 
particularly good time in the life of a boy or 
girl. Expressed faith at this time can be a 
heady incentive to further whorthwhile 
development Thereby It becomes a good 
investment of time and money by those older 
than they. 

I am proud of this year’s leaders for ac¬ 
cepting their assignments: Mrs. Blackham 
and Mr. Boodakian, both respected and 
successful business people, and Dr, McLean, 
whose service to the town through his 
profession is so well known and appreciated. 

I am leaving Winchester in a short time, 
but your editorial sparked a desire to com¬ 
mend the fine record of this organization and 
to recall some of its early history.

Lastly, during both “Oklahoma” (at 
McCall) and “Pajama Game,” I was mildy 
uncomfortable during the love scenes. Finally 
I realized why. Many youngsters of junior 
high age have not begun dating. Perhaps 
some of these young people are having their 
first love scenes in front of the whole town. To 
me this seems unnatural and exhibitionist. 
Granted, it’s just a show, but shows are very 
real to young people. My romantic soul flndls 
this falseness in such a sensitive area 
distressing.

Boys’ track edges Stoneham, 75-70

The boys’ track team record still stands 
even, at 3-3, after two more meets. Against 
Stoneham May 2. the lack of depth in the 
squad re-assered itself, as Winchester just 
won, 75-70. 

Against the Lexington Minulemen May 4. 
though, the Sachems were soundly beaten, by 
20 points, as Coach Marshall’s plans went 
astray early in the meet, sinking any chances 
of a Sachem victory. 

Stoneham edged 

Al Stoneham, Winchester fell behind in the 
first half of the meet, for after nine events had 
been completed, including most of the field 
events. Stoneham was leading. 32-26. The only 
running events in that first group, the 330 low 
hurdles and the 4 x 110, saw most of the 
Winchester points, as Terry Cordova and Don 
MacMillan came in two-three in the hurdles, 
while the sprint squad of Scott Farrar, Tim 
Morgan, Peter MacDonnell, and Mark O’Neill 
combined for a narrow victory. O’Neill 
maintained a slim lead in that race, casued by 
a botched hand-nff, down to the wire. 

Hnwver. in the long jump, Winchester was 
swept — only the pole vault and the javelin 
showed Sachem domination, as Peter and 
Andy MacDonnell took one-lhree in the pole 
vault, with leaps of 11‘ 6 ”, and 10’G” Andy's 
low height was caused by the fact that he 
destroyed his ankle in clearing that height, as 
his leg went straight through a crack in the 
landing mats. In the javelin. Chip Norton 
hurled a winning effort nf 151‘B” for the only 
Winchester points in that event. 

In the triple and high jumps, the Sachems 
only won six out of 18 points, as Tim Morgan 
jumped 5*11” for second in the high jump, and 
Terry Cordova turned his best effort of the 
season in the triple jump, also taking second, 
with a leap of 39' 

In the next six events Wichesler was 
slightly more successful, as they took first in 
all six — but only gained two thirds to back 
the winning efforts up 

In the mile, Andy Wilsack continues to 
win, taking first in a time of 4:41. Andy was 
followed by Kevin Gosselin, running the mile 
for the first time, In third, with a time of 
4:54.1. 

In the 440. Charlie Larkin continued his 
domination with a 52.7 time; he was followed 
by Ken Kirk, in third with 54.8 sec.. In the KM) 


Scott Farrar also continued in his winning 
ways, taking first with a lime of 10.2 sec In 
another dash event. Tim Morgan cruised to a 
15.9 sec. victory 

In the muscle events, the shot put and 
disus. Brian O'Connor took first in both, with 
heaves of 49’9> j". and 149’11”. respectively. 
Thus, going into the final four events, the 
Sachems had a slight edge on Stoneham. 58- 
55 

However, the 880. 220 and 2 mile points 
were split unevenly, so that by the last event, 
the two squads were tied, 70 all During that 
period, the Sachems' points came from Ed 
Kirkpalrick’s second in the 880, Mark 
O’Neill's first in the 220, and a two-three finish 
by Jim Wilbur and Joe Flynn. 

Fortunately, the mile relay (4 x 440). came 
through, and cruised to a 3:41.2 time, as Ken 
Kirk. Kevin Gosselin. Andy Wilsack, and 
Charlie Larkin combined for the victory. 

However, the picture was basically grim 
throughout the meet, hut was most notable in 
the first seven events, where Winchester only 
garnered 19 1-3 points out of 59 possible. 

Lexington Meet 

May 4 was a day of near misses and up¬ 
sets, and it started early, as Terry Cordova 
was just edged out of second, though he had 
the same time as his competitor 41.H sec. 
The spring relay remained undefeated as 
they cruised over the Lexington squad with a 
lime 45.2 sec. 

In the long and triple jumps. Tom Girard 
took two thirds, with leaps of IR’H'' and 
38’9 1 1 ". In the other jumping event, the high 
jump, Tim Morgan bombed out. clearing only 
5'2”. ticing with two other competitors - only 
1 1-3 points. In two of the three muscle events, 
the Sachems did very well, comparatively, as 
Brian O'Connor and Shall ui'k went one-threc 
in the shot, with tosses of 50*3”. and7't". Also. 
Chip Norton and Artie Montori went two-three 
in the javelin with heaves of 157'3". and

In the main body of the running events, ' 
Winchester did much better, taking 25 out of 
54 points, with three out or five firsts In the 
mile. Wilsack out maneuvered his Lexington 
opponent to take first, and Mark Costello 
nut kicked his adversary to take third with 
5:03.1 - seven seconds off his best lime. 

* In the 120 high hurdles, Tim Morgan, 

* despite one serious stumble, remains un¬ 
defeated. and edged bis Minuteman opponent 


with a wind-driven time of 15.2 sec. In the 440 
Charlie Larkin, who just beat out Mike Ward 
in the winter season, blew’ his doors out, with 
a time of 50.6 sec. However, in the 880, Ed 
Kirkpatrick was faced with two excellent 1 
runners, who easily beat him, despite Ed’s : 
posting of a 2:05 time. In the 220, Mark O'Neill 
captured second with a time of 23.4.sec. And 
in the last sprint event, Scott Farrar blasted 
his way to a 10,0 100-yd. victory. 

Unfortunately, the last three events didn’t 
make any difference in the final outcome, fo r 
by and large, Winchester dominated. In the 
discus Brian O'Connor again took first, with a 
toss of 145*10” Brian now has 60 points, for he 
has gone undefeated in both the shot and the 
discus. Brian was followed by John Shattuck 
and John Haggerty, who had throws of 122’5" 
and 119’ , a”. 

In the two mile, Jim Wilbur hauled in a 
third place finish with his ll:03 effort. In the 
pole vault, it was upset, as Pete MacDonnell 
could only clear lfO", six inches below 
average, and thus came in second, for he had 
more misses. 

The last event, though, was a victory, as 
Ed Kirkpatrick, Ken Kirk, Andy Wilsack, and 
Charlie Larkin combined to blow out the 
Lexington squard. with a lime of 3:44 Thus, 
the final score was 82 1-3 to 62 1-3 — in 
Lexington's favor. The Sachems next meet 
will tie the annual Stale Track Coaches' Meet, 
to be held in Brockton on Saturday.

Racial policy 
gets ok from 
school board 

The school committee Monday night ac¬ 
cepted a revised policy on discrimination in 
Winchester’s schools. 

A group of black parents had expressed 
their dissatisfaction with an earlier draft 
policy brought before the committee Apr. 24 

School board member Catherine 
Alexander said she and board member 
Heinrich Holland had met with the black 
parents to make adjustments in I he policy 
after the last meeting 

“I think it’s a line statement of policy and I 
support it ton percent," said Holland. Holland 
moved that the superintendent, school board 
Chairman Constance Papas, and some of the 
black parents get together to choose an im¬ 
plementation committee for the policy. 

Mrs. Papas said she was interested in 
hearing from anyone who would like to serve 
on the implementation committee. 

The policy, accepted for a first reading 
and likely lo he heard for second reading at 
the iiexi school board meeting, reads as 
follows: 

Equal Opportunity Practices 

The Winchester School Committee en¬ 
dorses a policy of equal opportunity and seeks 
to comply full with all state and federal af¬ 
firmative action laws as (hey affect the 
employment practices, the educational 
programs and I lie activities of the Winchester 
school system 

The committee seeks to attract and to 
retain administrators, teachers, and staff 
with outstanding qualifications and with the 
promise ol excellence in the discharge of their 
duties in Winchester. In its employment 
procedures and practices the committee does 
not discriminate on the basis of race, color, 
sex. religion or national origin in the 
recruitment, selection, assignment and 
promotion or personnel 

The committee recognizes that the major 
fund ions of the Winchester Public Schools 
are to provide the best possible education for 
all of the children in Winchester and to guide 
them toward becoming responsible citizens in 
a pluralistic society. The choice and use of 
instructional materials within thp schools 
shall be guided by the needs of members of 
both sexes and the aspirations of each racial, 
religious, and cultural group within the 
Winchester community; finally, no one within 
the school system shall be denied access for 
reasons of race, color, sex, religion, or 
national origin to any educational programs 
and activities, or to the opportunities and 
advantages they provide. The school com¬ 
mittee charges the superintendent and school 
officials to develop an affirmative program to 
deal with these issues.

Lisa MacDonald in 
‘Amigos’ program 

Local resident Lisa MacDonald is a 
volunteer with this year’s Amigos de las 
Americas program, and she is one of the co¬ 
sponsors of a night of international folk 
dancing, to be held Saturday from B-ll p.m. at 
the Plymouth Congregational Church on 
Pleasant street in Belmont Center. 

Amigos de las Americas, now entering its 
15th year, is an organization of young persons 
who donate a month in paramedic services to 
the peoples of Latin America during the 
summer. The program is a cooperative effort 
made up of about 25 chapters nationwide. 

Every summer, hundreds of high school 
and college aged volunteers spend the four 
weeks giving inoculations for measles, polio, 
diptheria, tuberculosis, and tetanus. In 10 
years, five million persons in Peru, 
Guatemala, Honduras, Nicaragua, Colombia, 
Ecuador, Bolivia, and Paraguay have 
received inoculations, according to the 
Boston chapter. They report that in Hon¬ 
duras, the minlstray of health credits the 
Amigos volunteers with wiping out polio in 
that country and with raising the life ex¬ 
pectancy at least five years. 

The Amigos program now includes 
nutritional surveys, dental care and other 
medical services. 

Ms. MacDonald is one of 16 volunteers 
from the Boston chapter. Each volunteer 
pays a third of the cost, and the chapter 
provides the remainder through fund-raising 
projects and donations.

Admiral Money 

Rear Admiral Peter M. 
Money, who served in the 
Navy for 38 years, died May 4 
in the Veterans 

Administration Hospital in 
Bedford. 

Born in Brockton in 1898, he 
was a former Winchester 
resident. Adm., Money 
graduated from the Naval 
Academy in Annapolis in 
1921. Adm. Money served in 
the American, European, and

Kcsidenls of Winchester have undoubtedly 
been surprised and disappointed to read thal 
our town was not included in the list of the 
Men most exclusive" suburbs of Boston, 
especially in view ot the fact that Winchester 
was selected as one of the top ten towns in 
w hich to live in the entire country, just a lew 
years ago 

Anyone who has lived here for any length 
of lime, however, can easily be aware that the 
town has changed visually, and not for the 




hotter, sad to say. in recent years and 
months 

Many people get their lirst impression of a 
Imi'ti from iis appearance as they enter it 
Iroin a neighboring town or cily. The ;»p- 
pioaches to Winchester from Arlington. 
Medford, and Slnneham are attractive, still 
The approach from Woburn, along Cam 
bridge street, is a far cry from what it once 
was and please don't cull it "progress " 
One of the first open, country-like areas to 
go was the site of Woburn Plaza, part of which 
is in W inchester. I'm not saying that il isn't 
convenient. because we shop there ourselves, 
but it just isn't I he scenic spot thal il used to 
be 

One of the worst instances of destruction of 
a scenic area was the filling in and 
black!opping of the beautiful, wooded 
wetlands below Horn Pond Mountain, along 
Cambridge street, more Ilian half of which 
were turned into what looks like an endless 
parking lot. brightly lighted at night 

Regardless of the fact I hat Ihe building 
thereon is good looking for its type, and that 
landscaping attempts have been made, the 
change from an exquisitely natural beauty 
spat is nothing shorl of devastating 

The old auto repair shop has been Ihere for 


years. A real, eounlry-type place thal filled in 
with its once rural surroundings, it seemed to 
dale from “Gasoline Alley" days and was 
completely unobtrusive, blending in with ils 
background 

The ancient house on the corner of Pond 
street is a real treasure, and the houses along 
l ha I street all have great charm, many of 
them very old and well maintained. 

Oil the opposite corner, in the vicinity of 
the Dari-Maid place, there was. if ! 
rememeber correctly, a small sort of country 
type variety store years ago The Dari-Maid 
building is it fairly typical A frame structure, 
and its presence never bothered us or seemed 
to detract from the area too much We eat 
there a lot. since the food is better than most 
of the so-called "fast food" served elsewhere 

The gas station next to it. on the corner, 
was always clean and better looking than 
most gas si at ions, and had fairly recently 
undergone further improvements and land 
scaping Imagine our astonishment, not to 
mention shock, to learn that this attractive, 
one-story station was to be demolished for a 
self-serve type of station! 

Many towns don’t permit this type of 
station, because of the serious safety hazards 
involved I'm sure everyone remembers the

I mm such a station ran down a hill from an 
unattended pump and set an apartment house 
on lire, causing tremendous havoc and 
damage. 

Who in his right mind would pul such a 
thing next to a restaurant constantly 
Ircquenled bv families and young people"’ 
As it the principle of the thing weren’t had 
enough. Ihe structure <il you cap call il that» 
thal has been pul there, a lowering platform 
of garish yellow plastic, defies description 
The lovely rural quality imparted by 
Purcell's beautiful farm, which. Tor years has 
L'iven such charm to Hint part of town, is now 
preceded, as one enters Winchester from 
Woburn, by a shopping plaza, a huge auto 
agency, am) now a bright yellow 
SOMKTHING that looks liken plastic oil rig. 
towering against the sky 

As one comes into Winchester. from 
Woburn along Main street, the first obvious 
loss is that of ihe handsome Winchester 
Theater A beautifully built structure, it had a 
priceless Art Deco interior straight out of Ihe 
:it)s. and now it has been destroyed forever, an 
irreparable loss 

And further back on Main street. I must 
say that I liked the old Synimes Hay and 
Grain store far better than what is there now 
The destruction of Ihe lieauliful little 
church by the river, near what used to be the 
Skillings ICstate. cost the center one of its 
most charming assets 

The square, flat-lopped hunk of brick that 
took its place may be more soundly built and 
more functional, but it can't compare ar¬ 
chitecturally or historically with what was 
there. 

II a pitched root and cupola were added, if 
would soften the block like appearance at 
least (and t don't mean one of those 
ubiquitous 'Mansard” roofs that are ruining 
so many of the handsome buildings put up 
anywhere from the late IHIMIs to the 1930s, 
during current “modernization” attempts). 

Why a town which has always been con¬ 
sidered one of boston’s most attractive 
suburbs would allow such horrendous 
changes to take place on the Cambridge 
street approach from Woburn, so close to fine 
residential areas, is anyone's guess. 

The other changes more subtle, but 
downgrading, nonetheless all add up to 
making the once-proud name “Winchester” 
just another name another town like all the 
rest. nice, but not 'special.” And the sad part 
is that it didn't have to happen, if good taste, 
good judgment and a little foresight had 
prevailed. 

I have made these comments as an artist, 
as one who literally grew up in the real estate 
l>usinl*s and thus knows what can help or 
hurt a community, and a resident of Win¬ 
chester for 39 years, with no intention of 
moving, because I love il.

The big elm tree on Church street opposite 
the Winchester Trust Company, which since 
the advent of the automobile has been the 
subject alike of the orator's impassioned plea 
ami the cartoonist's facile pen. which has 
been hailed as a Godsend and decried as a 
menace while raising the temperature of 
lowii meetings and disrupting friendships of 
long standing, will be heaped with invectives 
hy irate motorists, but a short time longer. On 
Tuesday of this week May I men of the tree 
department under Ihe direction of Superin¬ 
tendent “Bill” Nicholson actually began the 
work of removing the giant elm and soon it 
will remain only a memory, good or bad 
according to which side of the fence one 
happened to sit 

II was in 1915 that Selectman Jonas A. 
Laraway led a concerted attack upon the tree 
and even went so far as to threaten to chop it 
down himself There had been previous to 
that time sporadic rumblings against its 
being allowed to remain in much traveled 
Church street but it remained for Mr. 
Laraway to bring the fight into the open 

While admitting that the selectmen had all 
the authority necessary to remove the tree its 
friends at that lime rallied to its support and 
so formidable became the opposition to its 
removal that Mr, Laraway and his cohorts for 
one reason or another decided not to press the

personnel and the establishment of a judicial 
personnel system 

Sen Kotondi voled for the package. 


Telephone company resolutions (115585) 
House approved 206 - 10 , resolutions con¬ 
demning the New England Telephone 
Company lor "proposed limitations and 
unconscionable service charges for telephone 
information requests."

Representative Salmarsh voted against 
the bill 

Coolidge Bank — House rejected 136-83. a 
mol ion to discharge the Rules Committee 
from further consideration of an order 
creating a special seven-member commission 
to investigate allegations that the Coolidge 
Hank and Trust Company made an illegal 
$25,000 contribution to State Treasurer Robert 
Crane The motion would require that The 
Rules Committee discharge the order onto the 
House floor for debate and a vote by the full 
House. 

The House also rejected by a 135-86 
margin, a move to suspend rules to allow 
introduction of an order directing the Post 
Audit Committee to investigate the same 
alleged illegal contribution. 

Saltmarsh voted in favor of both motions. 

Ethics panel (II 5151) House approved 
199-28. an initiative pelition, filed by Common 
Cause, creating an independent five-member 
Ethics Commission to monitor the conduct of 
state and county elected and appointed of¬ 
ficials. 

Provisions include required reporting of 
all gifts totalling more than $56 from anyone 
other than a family member; required 
full financial disclosure of all civil servants 
earning more than $ 20,000 a year; the 
requirement that working spouses of public 
officials, covered under the bill, disclose the 
names of clients from whom they receive 
more than $1,000; and disclosure of names 
and money over $1,000 given by clients to 
public officials. 

Saltmarsh voted for the bill. 

Casino referendum (II 5517) — House 
approved 189-34, a bill filed by the Berkshire 
County Commissions, allowing Berkshire 
County voters to vote on a non-binding ballot 
question asking them if they would favor 
allowing casino gambling in their county. 

Kep. Saltmarsh voted for the bill. 

Certificate of need (S 421) — House 
overrode the Governor’s veto and passed 152- 
50. a bill requiring the Public Health 
Department lo approve New Bedford’s 
Sacred Heart House’s request for a certificate 
of need. 

The certificate would allow the House lo 
add two new Level 3 beds and upgrade 50 
Level 4 beds to Level 3. The hill was in¬ 
troduced as a result of the Public Health 
Council's rejection of the certificate w hich led 
supporters to bring the matter to the 
legislature which can override the Council’s 
decision. 

Saltmarsh voted to override the Gover¬ 
nor’s veto. 

Inmate medical exam (II 1219) — House 
approved 138-73, a bill requiring a thorough 
physical examination of every inmate in a 
prison in the state, within 48 hours of his 
admission. 

Saltmarsh voted for the bill. 

The Senate. 

Last week, the Senate defeated 28-7, the 
Common Cause version of a bill creating an 
independent ethics panel to monitor the 
conduct of elected and appointed officials at 
the stale and county level. In place of this, the 
Senate approved 39-0, its own version of the 
hill. 

There was no real debate on the Senate 
floor on either proposal, but both sides note 
that the Common Cause version has more 
stringent controls than the Senate version. 

Some of the differences are as follows: 
Common Cause version requires disclosure of 
names and amount of money given by any 
clients who pay public officials more than 
$1,600. Senate version requires listing only 
clients who did more than $5,000 in business. 

Common Cause version requires listing, of 
all gifts totalling more than $50 from any one 
other than family members. Senate version 
requires Ihe working spouses of public of¬ 
ficials covered in the legislation, to disclose 
the names of major clients from whom they 
received over $1,000 The Senate version only 
requires spouses to disclose the type of work 
they perform. 

Finally, Common Cause version requires 
all civil servants earning more than $20,000 a 
year to make full financial disclosures. The 
Senate version requires disclosure only by 
officials who are "key decision makers in 
state and county government.” 


Common Cause version (I! 5151) — Senate 
defeated 28-7, the Common Cause proposal to 
create a five-member Ethics Commission to 
monitor elected and appointed officials 
Common Cause collected more than 95.006 
signatures to bring the proposal before the 
legislature, and now that the Senate has 
defeated it. they must collect 9,274 additional 
signatures to place Ihe issue on the ballot for 
the 1978 election. 

Senator Kotondi voted against the Com 
inon Cause proposal 

Senate version (S 15400) — Senate 
unanimously approved 39-0, its own version of 
an independent Ethics Commission. Sup 
porters argued it was a better draft and 
version than the Common Cause one. 

Sacred Heart home (S 421) — Senate 
overrode the Governor’s veto and passed 29- 
10. the bill directing the Department of Public 
Health to issue a certificate of need for the 
Sacred Heart House in New Bedford. It would 
allow the House lo upgrade 50 Level 4 beds to 
I^evel 3 and to add two new Level 3 beds, all at 
a cost of $20,006. 

Senator Kotondi voted for sustaining the 
Governor's veto. 

Supplemental budget and abortion (II 
32371 — Senate approved 22-17, bul failed to 
gain the necessary two-thirds vote lo override 
the Governor’s veto of a bill increasing the 
state’s share of employee group health in¬ 
surance premiums The lull also contains an 
amendment prohibiting legislators and state 


employees from using any future health in¬ 
surance contracts for abortions except lo 
prevent the death of the mother 

Kotondi voted for sustaining the Gover¬ 
nor's veto. 

Court pay hikes (S 1538) Senate defeated 
31-7, an amendment that would delete all the 
pay raises in the proposed court 
reorganization package 

Senator Kotondi voted for nil pay hikes in 
the package. 

Court reform ) Final approval (S 1538) 
Senate gave final approval 32-6, to the 
package reorganizing the state’s court 
system and providing for state takeover of the 
$100 million a year costs over a period of three 
years. The measure also includes some $5 
million in payhikes; Ihe establishment of a 
chief administrator to run the daily operation 
of the courts: and Ihe establishment of a 
judicial personnel system. 

Kotondi voted for the (lockage. 

Bottle hill (H 5511) Senate refused on a 
tie 20-20 vote. t9 reconsider its defeat of the 
"bottle bill." thus finally defeating the 
measure. The bill requires a five and ten cent 
deposit on all cans and bottles containing beer 
and soft drinks. The now familiar arguments 
lor and against the legislation continued to be 
heard during debate.

child care classes, and reeereational ac¬ 
tivities are among ihe services provided to 
expectant young mothers During 1977. 9» 
voting women lived at Critienton while 85 
attended the day program 

The Crittcnton clinic aids women of any 
age and marital status Abortion services in 
the lirst trimester of pregnancy, con¬ 
traceptive care, and sterilization services- 
tubal ligation and vasectomy are provided on 
an outpatient basis 

Two new and growing services were added 
this year in an attempt to provide com 
prehensivc care, offering all alternatives to 
women with unplanned pregnancies Out¬ 
patient counseling offers services to in¬ 
dividuals. couples and families with 
pregnancy related problems In addition, 
extended services to former day program 
participants began this year in an attempt to 
help these teen mothers in the difficult period 
24-36 months after delivery. 

The Winchester Circle, an auxiliary group 
of the Crittcnton Hastings House was founded 
in 1916 The current president of Ihe Circle is 
Mrs. Phillip Campbell of Winchester. This 
group volunteers its services to the agency 
through benefit projects, fundraising drives, 
and special activities for young women in 
programs in an effort to support (he work of

Sam Rotondi to run again 
for seat in state Senate 


Sen. Samuel Rotondi announced tiis 
candidacy for re-election to the 
Massachusetts State Senate, representing the 
town of Arlington. Lexington, Winchester and 
the City of Woburn, before a crowd of 1,300 
friends and supporters at a recent reception 

The Senator made the following 

statement: 

“1 will enthusiastically seek re-election to 
a second term in the Massachusetts State 
Senate. There are many ways to measure the 
quality of a legislator’s record. The most 
frequently used standard is measuring the 
candidate’s promises versus the incumbent’s 
performance. I would like to use this 
traditional mode or grading on Sam Rotondi 
the candidate versus Sam Rotondi the in¬ 
cumbent seeking re-election seeking a second 
term. 

“In the campaign of 1976, as I walked to 
some 35,000 homes in my district twice, I 
personally conveyed the promise thal if 
elected, I would be a full-time Senator, 1 have 
fulfilled that promise by not engaging in an 
outside practice of law. 

“I promised in that campaign thal I would 
hold public monthly forums lo keep you in¬ 
formed of my activities and to keep me as 
■ visible to you as T was then on your door slep. 
1 have fulfilled thal promise by holding 
monthly public forums in every city and town 
in my district. 

“I promised in the hot summer months of 
1976 that I would supply you with a report 
detailing the activities of your slate govern¬ 
ment. I kept that promise by personally 
delivering to your homes that report. 

“I spent much time in my initial election

bid talking about ethics in government. I 
analogized being elected lo public office as 
having been handed a delicate silver chalice 
by the people of my district filled with their 
hopes and trust. 1 promised I hat I would never 
violate thal trusl or hope. I believe that I have 
fulfilled that promise. 

"I helped to write and supported the 
creation of a Senate (’ode of Ethics. the first 
of its kind in our slate’s history. I supported 
and debated on the creation of a special 
commission to investigate the awarding of 
state and county contracts, I am supporting 
the so-called Common Cause legislation, 
creating an independent commission on 
ethics of public officials. 

“My maiden speech was delivered on the 
expulsion of a fellow Senator. That is not 
something to brag about, but it should show 
my constituents that 1 was willing to rise to 
my feet even in the most sensitive and 
pressure-filled circumstances to speak on 
their behalf. 

" I talked a lot about property taxes in 1976, 
and although at this time there does n9l seem 
to be hope for a less regressive alternative to 
that tax, 1 have been directly involved in 
several areas which will reduce its impact. 

“I worked together with Rep. J. Gaffney 
(D-Andover), and we spent six months 
developing a piece of legislation to afford 
elderly people in this Commonwealth in¬ 
creased abatements on their property taxes. 
This bill increased from $350 to $500 the level 
of abatement which also provided for a new 
method of determining eligibility. 

“This section allowed the elderly people 
who enjoyed abatements in the past, but were 
no longer eligible due to the impact of 100 
percent valuation. To disassociate their real 
estate when figuring their eligibility and 
consider only their net personal worth ex-

my Committee on Transportation on a major 
change as to the way in which the MBTA 
services are supported. This bill would lift the 
costs of express services which all my 
communities pay for, from some $1.2 in 
Arlington lo close to half a million dollars in 
Winchester. These dollars are presently being 
spent for some services that the communites 
do not receive. These monies come from the 
property taxes. The so-called Nickinello Bill 
will force the state to assess communities on a 
more equitable basis. 

“Secondly, as a member of the Taxation 
Committee. I have studied, and am sup¬ 
porting the Classification Amendment which 
will appear on this year's state ballot, and if 
passed by the people, will become law. This 
bill will allow residential property to be 
treated differently from commercial 
property for assessment purposes. 

“This is particularly significant in com¬ 
munities like Woburn that have been hit hard 
by 100 percent assessment. This is not a cure 
to the essential inequities of property taxes,

James J. Lyons Jr. has announced his 
candidacy for the office of State Senator.

He helped initiate a pre-school program at 
Fidelity House and has overseen the 
development of a elderly affairs program 
Lyons also pursued his interest in 
business. He is on the board of directors of a 
real estate corporation. He is also the 
proprietor of a flower business which employs 
a dozen people on a part-time basis. 

Lyons has been active in local community 
affairs. He has served as an Arlington Town 
Meeting member, as co-chairman of the 
Arlington Vandalism Committee, and as a 
member of the Massachusetts Association of 
School Committees. He has coached high 
school basketball teams and has assisted the 
fund raising efforts of various athletic 
associations, 

Lyons was chairman of the United Way 


“Most of us object to the fact that our tax 
dollars are being spent on abortions, yet 
Massachusetts is one of the few states which 
is still subsidizing the abortion business. '! his 
is an inexcusable misuse of our tax dollars 
and should be ended immediately.

(axes are so high, yet there is little sub¬ 
stantive action a I the state level to provide 
genuine property tax relief. Our legislators 
must act decisively, if property tax relief is to 
become a reality rather than an election year 
slogan. 

First, the legislature should refuse lo pass 
any additional state mandated programs. Too 
great a part of the budgets of local com¬ 
munities is now controlled at the state, not the 
local, level. Second, local aid money which is 
allocated should be delivered “with no strings 
attached." Local officials should decide how 
this money is lo be used, not statehouso 
bureaucrats. 

Third, the legislature must be certain that

this money is permanently available to local 
communities for the purpose of property tax 
relief, not just during election years. 

“Finally. 1 would like to suggest that there 
are certain areas where our stale government 
can only fail by nol doing enough. One such 
area is that of care for our elderly. It would be 
impossible to do too much for our elderly 
citizens who have worked and sacrificed ail 
their lives and now simply ask for respect, 
companionship, and a decent standard of 
living. 

“Other stale programs which must be 
generously supported are those relating to 
menial health. One of the standards by which 
we should judge our slate government is by 
its level of concern for those who are least 
able to care for themselves.” 

As State Senator, Lyons says he intends lo 
adhere to these standards which include the 
very basic needs of all our citizens.

Met. State closing 

Metropolitan State Hospital has an¬ 
nounced that its alcohol unit will be closed on 
May 30, 1978 and no new patients will be 
admitted after May 19. This is part of an 
overall reorganization plan of the hospital. 

Patients in need of alcohol detoxification 
should be referred to the department of public 
health detoxification units, such as the 
facility located at the Middlesex County 
Hospital or to local community hospitals. 

Exceptions may be made only in cases of 
those who manifest definitive organic brain 
disfunction from alcohol or present a specific 
disabling mental health illness in addition to 
alcoholism. These individuals must first be 
screened in their respective community 
mental health centers and must be physically 
detoxified prior to being considered for ad¬ 
mission to Metropolitan State Hospital. 

The department of mental health and 
Metropolitan State Hospital expresses regret 
at the necessity of closing the alcohol unit but 
say they must do so in order to carry out the 
hospital’s primary designated functions of 
providing inpatient and out-patient treatment 
for cases of major mental illnesses, 


elusive or real property.

There are many other issues in which I 
have become deeply involved after entering 
the Senate, and they are: Children’s Services, 
Mental Health, Women’s Rights, the future of 
the Home Care Corporation in 
Massachusetts, to name but a few. I also 
would respectfully ask you lo consider the 
special attention that I have given each 
community.

With auto insurance rates 
taking a big bite of the family 
budget, especially when 
young drivers are involved, 
the Automotive Information 
Council offers a few sugges¬ 
tions on how to save money 
on your policy. 

First, consider buying col¬ 
lision and comprehensive 
coverage with higher deducti¬ 
bles. 

Collision 

Collision coverage can be 
reduced about 17 percent 
when the deductible is 
changed from $100 to $200 
and going from $50 to $100 
deductible for comprehensive 
could work out to a 20 per¬ 
cent savings. 

Another possibility is to 
drop collision insurance en¬ 
tirely on an older car, because 
regardless of how much 
coverage you carry, the insur¬ 
ance company will pay only 
up to the car’s “book value.”

Tender Loving Car Care Gets Personal 


The long, steady love af¬ 
fair that Americans are having 
with their automobiles has 
widened to include car main¬ 
tenance. 

While not entirely new, 
the passion for preventive self 
care on the part of so many 
of the nation's car owners has 
sparked a boom which has 
now grown to phenomenal 
proportions. 

According to a recent sur¬ 
vey conducted by the Auto¬ 
motive Parts & Accessories 
Association (APAA), at least 
one member in over 60 per¬ 
cent of the car-owning house¬ 
holds practices some form of 
automotive maintenance and 
repair. 

Of U.S. car-owning house¬ 
holds which account for ap¬ 
proximately 110 million reg¬ 
istered automobiles traversing 
the nation's highways, the 
APAA study found, 60.5 per¬ 
cent has someone who 
worked on a car during 1976. 

Among these, 80.6 percent 
perform some repair or self- 
service on the car almost all 
the time. 

In 86.2 percent of these 
households, the male head is 
the person who works on the 
car. A son works on the car in 
about 10 percent of the 
households while in 2.5 per¬ 
cent it is the female.

Automotive retail outlets cater to car care customers with as many as 20,000 parts, accessories 
and chemicals, according to the Automotive Parts A Accessories Association . 


Coincident with the move¬ 
ment, the consumer sees an 
enormous variety of automo¬ 
tive parts, accessories and 
tools on the sales shelves of 
retail outlets. 

Some of the larger volume 
retailers stock as many as 
15,000 to 20,000 different 
products to cope with do-it- 
yourself (DIY) demand, in¬ 
cluding sophisticated, hand¬ 
held testing equipment to en¬ 
able accurate tune-up of cars 
with new era ignition 
systems. 


With an estimated 52,000 
retail outlets, the volume 
automotive market consists 
of automotive departments in 
discount stores; home and 
auto stores and centers; gen¬ 
eral merchandisers (Scars, 
Ward’s); department stores; 
chain-operated tire, battery, 
accessory dealers; super¬ 
markets; hardware stores; 
drug chains and home cen¬ 
ters. 

Although do-it-yourself re¬ 
tailers are only a part of the 
estimated 500,000 automo¬ 


tive service and replacement 
outlets, they are volume sales 
leaders in oils and chemicals, 
shock absorbers, filters, spark 
plugs, tires, batteries and 
mufflers. 

Spurred on by an army of 
36 million DIY buyers, vol¬ 
ume auto parts and accessor¬ 
ies sales are currently S34.6 
billion, according to APAA 
estimates, and are expected 
to reach $43 billion by 1980 
and sky-rocket to nearly $70 
billion in 1985. 

APAA estimates DIY 


ranks arc growing at an 9.5 
percent annual rate. 

Other factors that point to 
a continued upsurge in DIY 
aftermarket activity, include: 

1. The shortage of me¬ 
chanics. There is presently a 
ratio of 238 cars to one me¬ 
chanic. Many maintenance 
experts believe the optimum 
mechanic-car ratio is 87 to 1. 

2. The trend of automo¬ 
bile manufacturers to limit 
standard equipment in new 
cars. “Doers” can install af¬ 
termarket accessories at costs 
which are often substantially 
less than optional equipment 
purchased from car dealers. 

3. The increase in the 
number of women who main¬ 
tain or repair their own cars. 
Retail figures show that there 
was a significant jump in the 
number of women purchasers 
in auto establishments during 
recent holiday seasons, in¬ 
cluding a mounting female in¬ 
terest in car maintenance. 

4. The dramatic upswing 
in enrollment among men and 
women in consumer automo¬ 
tive maintenance classes at 
adult education centers. 

5. Senior citizen participa¬ 
tion. The elderly have now 
become interested in the cost 
factor as well as occupational 
aspects of do-it-yourself me¬ 
chanics. 

Headquartered in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., the Automotive 
Parts &. Accessories Associa¬ 


tion represents approximately 
1,400 members, comprised of 
retailers and suppliers of 
automotive replacement and 
accessory products. 


Safety First, 
Cosmetics Last 

Your car needs more work 
on it than you can afford. 
Where to start? 

Concentrate on safety-re¬ 
lated systems first, the Auto¬ 
motive Paris & Accessories 
Association advises. This 
should be followed, in order, 
with work on items that af¬ 
fect reliability, and finally on 
comfort and cosmetics. 

Safety-related components 
include brakes, tires, suspen¬ 
sion, steering, muffler, lights, 
windshield and wipers. People 
tend to neglect them, prima¬ 
rily because they wear grad¬ 
ually. They give little warning 
before failing. 

Reliability items include 
everything that makes the car 
move: engine, transmission 
and running gear. Don’t over¬ 
look the radiator’s condition. 

Remember that electrical- 
system failures — battery, 
wiring, starter, alternator, 
voltage regulator, and 
switches - rank as the num¬ 
ber one causes of on-the- 
road breakdowns. 


Spare Belt 

A spare fanbelt for your 
car is a smart investment. It 
represents insurance against 
needing a new one if you are 
where a fanbelt the size youi 
car needs is not available. 


Labor Charge 

The hourly cost of a me¬ 
chanic today is from $13 to

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Changing Air Filter to Cut Car Costs 


Maintaining a clean air 
filter not only saves money 
but also helps the nation con¬ 
serve energy. A dirty air filter 
can decrease gas mileage by a 
mile per gallon at 50 mph. An 
improvement of only 10 per¬ 
cent in your mileage can save 
you an average of 77 gallons 
per year. 

According to the Automo¬ 
tive Parts & Accessories Asso¬ 
ciation, the nation could save 
more than 300,000 barrels of 
fuel every year if every car 
owner saved just one gallon a 
week. 

Wondering how air filters 
can save gas? 

The air cleaner and filter, 
along with the fuel pump, 
fuel line, fuel filter, fuel tank 
and carburetor, make up a 
car’s fuel system. 

The main function of the 
carburetor, which sits below 
the air cleaner, is to mix 
proper proportions of air and 
fuel together and pass them 
along in proper amounts to 
your engine. 

An automobile engine 
burns about 10,000 gallons of 
air for every gallon of fuel it 
burns. All of this air passes 
through a filter located inside 
the air cleaner and down to 
the carburetor. 

When dirt and dust parti¬ 
cles clog the air filter, it pre¬ 
vents the air from getting to 
the carburetor. Similar to 
driving with your choke 
partly “on,” it wastes fuel 
and ‘‘washes down” the cylin¬ 
der walls with raw, unburned 
gasoline from the over-rich 
mixture. 

This process removes the 
vital oil film that seals the 
combustion chamber and al¬ 
lows bare metal-to-metal con¬ 
tact between the pistons, 


rings and cylinder walls, 
greatly accelerating wear. 

To keep your air filter 
working efficiently, change it 
at least every year or every 
20,000 miles, whichever 
comes first. Motorists in 
dusty or sandy areas may 
need to replace their air filter 
every 5,000 miles or less. 

Unlike oil filters, air filters 
often let you know when 
they’re not working properly. 
Poor engine performance and 
fuel economy may signal a 
clogged air filter. 

Here are a few steps from 
Tim Tierney, technical direc¬ 
tor for the Automotive Parts 
& Accessories Association, to 
help you check your air 
filter: 

- First, open the hood of 
your car. On most cars the air 
cleaner looks like a covered 
cake pan on top of the en¬ 
gine. Small cars, especially 
foreign cars and sports cars, 
often have more than one car¬ 
buretor, and these are topped 
with air cleaners that look 
like metals cans neatly in a 
row. 

- Usually, the air cleaner 
is secured by a wing nut, or a 
butterfly nut (the names de¬ 
scribe the shape). Unscrew 
the nut with your fingers and 
lift off the top. Inside the air 
cleaner sits your air filter. 

~ To check this filter’s 
condition, hold it up to the 
light. You should be able to 
see light through it. If not, 
try tapping it on a clean, firm 
surface. This should jar some 
dirt loose. Don’t blow 
through it - you can rupture 
it that way and allow dirt an 
easy access path to the engine 
interior! If it is still too dirty 
to see through after you’ve 
jarred it a few times, you

Even though air is free, needed, 
a surprising number of mo¬ 
torists neglect their tires 
when it comes to inflation. 

For example, consider the 
experience of a Cleveland, 

Ohio, television newsman 
who made a recent tire 
pressure survey of eight cars 
— of the 32 tires checked, 
only one had the correct air 
pressure. 

Pay attention to air 
The point is, more people 
should pay more attention 
to the air pressure in their 
tires on long trips, short 
trips or any trip. 

Too much air — over¬ 
inflation — and too little — 
underinflation — mean the 
tire is not carrying its load 
properly. Both conditions 
can cause uneven tire wear. 

Underinflation is likely to 
shorten the life of the tire. 

Underinflated tires also 
waste fuel because they put

Increase air pressure 

Before leaving on this 
type of trip, increase the 
air pressure four pounds 
over the car manufacturer’s 
recommended cold tire pres¬ 
sure, but not over the maxi¬ 
mum inflation limit shown 
on the tire’s sidewall. 

Make your inflation 
checks before starting out 
because tires give higher 
inflation readings after they 
have been run a few miles. 
Never bleed air from hot 
tires because this increase in 
pressure is normal. Recom¬ 
mended “cold” inflation 
levels take this increase into 
account. 

Wheel balance and align¬ 
ment also should be checked 
before a long trip. Both 
affect tire wear. 

Finally, don’t forget to 
check the air in the spare.

Sign 

Yes, there is a way to find 
a good auto mechanic. The 
National Institute for Auto¬ 
motive Service Excellence 
will have certified over 
150,00 mechanics following 
their spring test series this 
year. 

Employers of these me¬ 
chanics usually display a 
sign reading: "We employ 
mechanics certified by 
NIASE ... let us show you 
their credentials." The or¬ 
ange and blue sign features 
the NIASE gear which will 
soon become familiar to mo¬ 
torists. 

NIASE is a non-profitj 
independent organization 
dedicated to automotive 
service excellence. Their 
tough written competency 
tests are developed and ad¬ 
ministered by Educational 
Testing Service, the same 
people who conduct the Col¬ 
lege Board exams, but the 
Institute provides technical 
imput from the industry. 

A mechanic may become 
certified in one or all eight 
of the Institute’s areas of 
specialization. The impor¬ 
tant thing to find out: is the 
mechanic certified in brakes, 
if he’s repairing your brakes, 
or is he certified in auto¬ 
matic transmission, if he’s 
working on your transmis¬ 
sion? 

To identify certified me¬ 
chanics, look for the sign, 
gear shaped shoulder patch¬ 
es, or ask for certified me¬ 
chanics' credentials. 

The Institute will send you 
a free state listing of em¬ 
ployers of certified mechan¬ 
ics who Have registered with 
NIASE.

Your car has been outside 
all day in egg-frying tem¬ 
peratures. 

You slip behind the wheel 
of your car, snap on the 
scat belt and turn the key. 

It starts . . . just as it did 
a few months ago when it 
was at the curb all night in 
sub-freezing weather. 

Amazing? 

Not at all, but perhaps it 
should be because your car 
— if typical — has received 
much less care than it de¬ 
serves. Recommended serv¬ 
ice intervals too often are 
ignored by many motorists, 
the same people who would 
never think of letting a week 
go by without vacuuming all 
the carpeting in the house 
or following a schedule for 
watering their plants. 

Outstanding machine 

The automobile is truly an 
outstanding machine, says 
the Automotive Information 
Council. Not only is it ex¬ 
pected to function under 
such a wide range of weath¬ 
er conditions, but it is sub¬ 
jected to road salt, chuck- 


holes, careless and hard 
driving and indifferent 
maintenance. 

“I can't think of another 
product that has to do so 
much under so many ad¬ 
verse conditions," said Ron¬ 
ald H. Weiner, president of 
the Automotive Information 
Council. 

“Wc have come to rely 
on the proper functioning 
of an automobile to the 
point where we never make 
a time-allowance in case the 
car should fail to go," Wei¬ 
ner said. “We just expect it 
to start up and move out 
and, fortunately, (hat's what 
happens almost every time. 
But the isolated instance 
causes the owner to forget 
the many hundreds or thou¬ 
sands of times the car started 
without a problem.

these minor items can go a 
long way in keeping a reli¬ 
able product even more re¬ 
liable.” 

Tires, too, arc neglected, 
even though the air is free. 

The car has become so 
dependable ihat people tend 
to take it for granted and 
to ignore even the greatly 
lengthened intervals for pre¬ 
ventative maintenance. In 
the 1950s the car had lubri¬ 
cation-oil change intervals 
of 1.000 to 2,000 miles. 
The interval for those two 
services now is 6,000 to 
10,000 miles, and even fur¬ 
ther reductions are being 
planned by the auto industry. 

Car more complex 

At the same time, the car 
has become far more com¬ 
plex, with the great growth 
in use of air conditioning, 
power steering and brakes, 
cruise control, air-emission 
systems and others, 

Today’s automobile con¬ 
tains some 15,000 parts and 
about 5,000 of them are in 
motion. This results in some 
staggering statistics. In an 
average V-8, going 10,000 
miles a year, the spark plugs 
fire 15 million times, dis¬ 
tributor points open and 
close 120 million times and 
the pistons travel more than 
3,000 miles going up and 
down the cylinder walls, 
while the carburetor mixes 
666 gallons of gasoline with 
2.8 billion cubic feet of air. 

“To expect all of those 
functions to operate at peak 
efficiency without some 
maintenance is asking the 
car to defy the laws of 
friction,” said the AIC ex¬ 
ecutive. 

“Give your car just a 
little tender loving care and 
it should last you more than 
100,000 miles with great 
convenience and very few 
problems,” he said. 

Vital services 
being ignored 
by car owners 

If you're looking for a 
good reason to keep a safe 
distance from cars you shore 
the road with, consider □ 
recent study conducted by 
the Motor and Equipment 
Manufacturers Association 
(MEMA). 

According to MEMA, of 
original owner vehicles (av¬ 
erage age 3.86 years) more 
than 40 per cent of the 
maintenance jobs recom¬ 
mended in the owner’s man¬ 
ual had not been performed 
once. 

The report continued, 
“ . . . among five-year old 
cars nearly 23 per cent had 
maintenance outstanding, 
Among cars 11 years old 
and older nearly 11 per cent 
of the maintenance functions 
still had not been done,” 

Among the most neglected 
items are components that 
affect safety. Nearly 54 per 
cent of all cars 3.86 years 
old have never had brakes 
replaced. With the normal 
recommendation of 25,000- 
milc shock absorber replace¬ 
ment, 57.7 per cent of all 
cars still have original shocks 
after nearly four years of 
driving. 

Troublesome Ten 

Nearly 90 percent of all 
tire trouble occurs in the last 
10 percent of tread wear, ac¬ 
cording to the Automotive 
Information Council. Worn- 
out tires are 40 times more 
likely to have a flat or blow¬ 
out during highway driving 
than new or retreaded tires. 

Lots More Drivers 

The number of licensed 
drivers is growing at a rate of 
more than four million per 
year and will reach 172 mil¬ 
lion by 1985, according to 
the Automotive Parts & Ac¬ 
cessories Association,

Well-maintained car 
best way to get most 
for your fuel dollar 

Like Mark Twain who found it simple to quit 
smoking because he had done it so many times, 
the American motoring public is apparently find¬ 
ing it easy to live with the energy crisis. The attitude 
seems to be ignore it and it will go aicay. Business 
and pleasure as usual is the practice. 

However, if the prophets are correct in their 
warnings, this nation is headed for trouble of war¬ 
time proportions if altitudes and habits are not 
changed. 

At the heart of the energy problem is the precari¬ 
ous nature of our supply of petroleum and its cost to 
import. And one important aspect of that problem is 
the nation’s thirst for gasoline. 

Lust summer, despite presidential pleas to curb 
gasoline usage, American car owners consumed an all- 
time record gulionagc. (Of some comfort to the admin¬ 
istration perhaps is the fact the consumption did riot 
match the levels some experts predicted it would.)

From all appearances the American driving public 
stuiids on the brink of a situation that could threaten 
our freedom of movement. 

The possibility of gas rationing or other restric¬ 
tions of our right to drive as we wish looms large. 
Certainly none of us as individuals can uncover new 
sources of petroleum or solve political dilemmas that 
could affect our energy supplies.

Bui we are not totally helpless. 

The most direct action one can take to make 
sure his car is energy efficient is to keep It main¬ 
tained.

Merely making sure the tireB are properly inflated, 
an action that costs nothing but a few moments of time, 
is also a certain fuel saver. 

Other fuel conservation measures recommended 
by maintenance experts include making sure your en¬ 
gine is running at the proper temperature and going 
easy on use of air conditioners. 


Cars that are in need of tune-up waste an aver¬ 
age of more than two gallons of gasoline for every 
20-gallon tankful. 

Installing fresh spark plugs alone can save an 
average of a half gallon of gas per tankful.

Still another aspect of the energy problem is the 
energy it requires to manufacture cars and compo¬ 
nents. Enormous quantities of electricity, coal and 
other energy resources ore expended to make tires, 
car bodies or windshield glass. 

Since our energy supply is finite, a more deter¬ 
mined effort to conserve our resources must be made. 
Allowing car bodies to rust out due to neglect is no 
longer tolerable. Letting suspension systems, steering 
components and shocks deteriorate to the point of 
ruining good tireB Ib both dangerous and wasteful. 

Obviously, a well-maintained car will last longer 
and thus delay the time when it must be replaced.

Electronic ignition still 
requires periodic tune-up 



Hauling heavy load? 
Keep transmission cool 


Electronic ignition sys¬ 
tems standard equipment on 
most late model cars, were 
designed to help keep emis¬ 
sions low. But they still re¬ 
quire periodic maintenance, 
according to Champion 
Spark Plug Company. 

Largely due to require¬ 
ments stemming from emis¬ 
sions control, the car makers 
began using the electronic 
ignition systems to provide 
more voltage to fire a wider- 
gapped spark plug. 

The new systems elimi¬ 
nate breaker points and con¬ 
densers and replace them 
with magnetic components 
that trigger the system for 
secondary voltage. However, 
many of the components of 


the electronic system are the 
same as in conventional igni¬ 
tions and maintenance re¬ 
quirements are not too dis¬ 
similar, Champion says. 

The condition of the coil, 
distributor cap and rotor 
must still be checked. Cor¬ 
rect timing is critical to prop¬ 
er operation. Spark plugs 
are still subject to fouling 
from contaminent present in 
the combustion process such 
as carbon, calcium, barium, 
etc. And ignition wiring can 
still deteriorate or suffer 
damage, causing misfire. 

Therefore, an annual ig¬ 
nition system service is still 
recommended by Champion, 
electronic system or not. 


A husky trailer hitch be¬ 
hind a car indicates an owner 
who gets double use from 
his vehicle. He probably 
pulls a boat, camper or trav¬ 
el trailer. Double the pleas-’ 
ure but, in some cases, dou¬ 
ble trouble if that car or 
truck is not properly serv¬ 
iced for the added burden. 

Most vulnerable part of 
the trailer towing car is the 
automatic transmission. Car 
Care Council reminds trail- 
ering motorists to have auto¬ 
matic transmission fluid and 
filter changed before setting 
out for a summer’s fun. Be 
sure necessary adjustments 
are made, too. 

Routine transmission serv¬ 
ice costs less than $30 on 
most cars, a small fraction 
of the cost of an overhaul, 
says the Council. 

And if the load you're 
pulling is anything greater 
than a lightweight boat or 


camper, consider installing 
a transmission cooler, an 
accessory that can pay for 
itself many times over. 

Number one enemy of 
the automatic transmission 
is heat, much of which is 
developed inside the trans¬ 
mission’s torque converter 
where all of the engine's 
power is delivered to the 
rear wheels through oil. 

Like two fans facing each 
other, one turned on and the 
other spinning free, the driv¬ 
ing blades or vanes in the 
torque converter direct the 
oil against the driven blades. 

The "shearing" action of 
the oil under heavy load 
produces temperatures high 
enough to cause the oil even¬ 
tually to break down and 
lose its lubricating qualities. 

So to avoid transmission 
repair bills, keep it cool and 
clean.

Europeans neglect cars, too 


Surest signs of growing 
affluence in Western Europe 
can be detected from results 
of fuel economy and emis¬ 
sions tests recently com¬ 
pleted in six nations. 

Only a generation ago, 
car ownership in Europe 
was still a relative rarity, 
and so those who hud auto¬ 
mobiles maintained them 
carefully. Yet the test pro¬ 
gram conducted by Cham¬ 
pion Spark Plug Company 
indicates that car owners in 
England, Germany, Italy, 
France, Spain and Belgium 


arc no more faithful to car 
care than arc Americans. 

Approximately 6,000 cars 
were tested in Europe, close 
to the number Champion 
looked at in the United 
States in its Mobile Proving 
Grounds (M.P.G.) tests. In 
some test areas more than 
nine cars in every 10 showed 
at least one maintenance 
defect that affects fuel econ¬ 
omy or emissions. In similar 
U S. tests about 80 per cent 
of the cars showed such 
defects. 

Other European findings 


paralleled American experi¬ 
ence as well. In tests con¬ 
ducted in 27 U.S. cities, cars 
judged to be in need of tune- 
up averaged an 11.36 per 
cent improvement in fuel 
economy once they v(cre 
tuned. Roughly the same 
fuel savings are being aver¬ 
aged by European cars. 

Also, in both locations, 
hydrocarbon and carbon 
monoxide emissions arc re¬ 
duced by about 50 per cent 
afler tune-up in cars engi¬

The high school auditorium resembled a 
sports arena Monday night as town meeting 
members voted a $8.7 million school budget, 
reinstated sophomore football, added a 
soccer program at the two junior highs, and 
qustioned Winchester’s share of the Nor¬ 
theast Vocational School budget. 

The school budget, finally approved with 
several amendments, did not include $13,915 
to reinstate another teacher at the Parkhurst 
School. Debate on that subject, which began 
Thursday last week, continued as the town 
meeting members voted not to reconsider the 
amendment. The vote was 66 for recon¬ 
sideration and 73 against. To pass, 99 af¬ 
firmative votes were needed. 

Arguments presented by representatives 
of (he Parkhurst School included a statement 
by Sarah Cincotta, a teller at Thursday's 
meeting when the item first came up for 
debate. Cincotta said she had neglected to 
include the school committee members when 
she counted the standing vote and urged that 
reconsideration pass. She added that the vote 
of the school committee would not have 
changed (he final town meeting decision not 
to put the $13,915 back into the budget. 

Patricia Wells favored reconsideration as 
she said, “ Let’s not just say kids can get along 
one year without that additional teacher.” 
Parkhurst is expected to close in 1979. 

Rita Mawn noted that without the ad¬ 
ditional teacher, Parkhurst will have a 
combined grades 1 and 2 with a pupil-teacher 
ratio higher than 22:1 in the morning session. 
The combined grades 3 and 4 will also be 
higher in the morning, and the combined 
grades 5 and 6 will be higher than the 25:1 
ration all day. 

Speaking on the other side was Finance 
Committee Chairman Alice K. Mirak. Mirak 
urged that the town meeting use ‘‘extreme 
caution” in approving reconsideration of the 
amendment. 1 She pointed to the $70,000 which 
town meeting added to the school budget in 
four previous amendments, to the upcoming 
vote on the teachers' contract ($277,879), and 
to the sports budget which was voted later in 
the evening. 

She also said that there were other ways of 


improving staffing without increasing the 
budget. Specifically Mirak suggested that a 
combined grades l and 2 with 26 students 
would have one teacher and one aide: 26 
students in grade 3 would have l teacher; 30 
students in grade 4 would have one teacher 
and one aide; a combined 53-student grade 5 
and 6 would have (wo teachers, one aide, and 
the principal teching one-quarter time. 

The finance committee suggested further 
analysis of this situation by the personnel 
director and recommended defeat of 
reconsideration at the Monday night meeting. 

School Committee Chairman Constance 
Papas countered Mirak’s suggestion. "The 
principal will he teaching one-quarter time; 
the ratio at Parkhurst is based on 25:1; and 
there is a special needs calss at Parkhurst,” 
Just before the vote was taken, former 
School Committee Chairman Stephen 
Parkhurst took the podium to blast the 
finance committee. "The finance’ committee 
is pressing the school committee too hard. 
This is the first time I’ve heard them talking 


about tooths of teachers (in determining 
(eacher distribution). The school committee 
should be able to control the destiny of the 
schools,” he said. 

Nonetheless, the motion was defeated and 
Parkhurst will be staffed with 6.5 teachers. 


Athletic budget 

Two significant additions were made to the 
$162,250 athletic budget, one to put sophomore 
football hack into the high school program 
and the other to fund a soccer program at the 
junior high level. 

The sophomore football addition was part 
of a $3959 amendment. Manny Marshall, 
varsity football coach, took the podium for the 
first time in 14 years to urge the members to 
allow the sophomore program to continue. 

There are now HI boys playing football in 
three high schools with five coaches. The 
proposed $2400 cut would have meant the 81 
hoys would be playing on two teams with four

Overrule chairman 


Voke board cuts two jobs; 
attendance supervisor fired 


Melrose Representative Thomas 
O’Donnell won two victories in his fight to 
curb what he calls “widespread nepotism and 
patronage” at Northeast Regional 
Vocational High School, but was stopped 
short on a motion to reinstate a “no¬ 
relatives” hiring policy at a school committee 
meeting last Thursday night. 

A $14,000-u-year attendance superviosr 
job at Northeast, labeled as “unnecessary” 
by O’Donnell, was eliminated in an 8 lo 2 vote 
of the Northeast committee. 

Kevin Barry, the recently hired at¬ 
tendance supervisor, was terminated by a 
vote of the committee, following arguments 
by Representative O’Donnell that Barry was 
not qualified for his job, according to the 
Massachusetts Bureau of Teacher 
Preparation, Certification, and Placement. 

But, when the question of immediate 
reinstatement of the Northeast school 
committee rule preventing the hiring of 
relatives was moved by O’Donnell, the board 
avoided the question on a point of order 


The three motions made by O'Donnell 
were not on the school committee agendo for 
that evening. Because of this, Chairman 
Marguerite S, Holland, ruled each of 
O'Donnell’s motions out-of-order. 

The board voted to overrule the chairman 
and vote on the questions of Barry’s ter¬ 
mination and the elimination of the at¬ 
tendance supervisor postion 

The board split, however, when con¬ 
sidering to vote on the Relative hiring rule. 
Because of the tie, the chairman's decision 
that the motion was out-of-order carried. The 
rule could not be considered for a vote. 

Rep. O’Donnell questioned "his rights as a 
school committee member to have items put 
on the agenda.” He said he hud asked the 
superintendent to include discussion of 
Barry’s termination in the meeting. 

Superintendent John Connolly told the 
committee he and Chairman Holland jointly

In the midst of an age of electronic com¬ 
munications, students at the Parkhurst 
School have found a curious — and rather 
neighborly — way to get in touch with the 
outside world while conducting some old- 
fashioned scientific observation. 

Last fall, the students released a bevy of 
helium-filled balloons, each with a postcard 
attached, to see how far the messages might 
travel and who would answer them. When the 
results came in, they, plotted the replies on a 
map and put together a newsletter which was 
sent out to each person responding to the 
"balloon-gram.” 

The newsletter, compiled by sixth grade 
students Chris Bentley, Randy Carswell, 
Patrick Cresse, Danny Foley, Andrew 
Lawrence, Susan O'Brien, Diana Powers, and 
Maureen O’Halloran, tells the story well, and 
most of it is reprinted here:

He also encourages residents who brought 
out their garden hoses last year to cool off the 
runners to help out again this year—the 
runners appreciated the effort, says Spinney.

On Wednesday, Nov. 2, 1977 the Parkhurst 
School students and teachers sent off balloons 
which contained postcards. These balloons 
were filled with helium. The kindergarten 
released the balloons in the morning, The 
primary grades and the rest of the school 
released them in the afternoon. The balloons 
floated off in a northward direction. The 
students were very excited when the balloons 
were sent off, and even more excited when 
replies to the postcards started coming back. 

The person who thought of sending up 
balloons was Mrs. Coppins, a Parkhurst 
parent. She asked Mr. Allan, the principal of 
the Parkhurst School, if the students could 
send up balloons for a scientific study of wind 
currents. Mr. Allan had heard of people doing 
this at other schools, and he thought it 
sounded like a great idea. The first two 
students to receive thier postcards back were 
Greg Wyler and Cindy Card. The farthest a 
balloon flew was to New Brunswick, Canada. 

The postcards that were attached to the 
helium filled balloons were addressed by the 
students to return lo Parkhurst School. The 
back of the curd was to be filled out by the 
person who found it. 

The postcards were found and returned 
from three New England states and Canada. 
The states included Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire, and Maine. From 
Massachusetts, cards came in from Methuen, 
Andover and North Andover, Haverhill, 
Burlington, Lowell, and Wilmington. The New 
Hampshire communities that returned 
postcards were Newton, Plaislow, Exeter, 
Stratham, Dover, North Hampton, Ken¬ 
sington, and East Kensington. The Maine 
communities were Wells and Sanford. 
Canada only sent one postcard, which was 
from New Brusnwick. A total of 39 postcards 
were sent bock as a result of this project.

WEA ratifies 
2-year contract 


The Winchester Education Association 
overwhelmingly ratified a new two-year 
contract at their general meeting May 1C. The 
contract was recently negotiated by teams for 
the teachers and the school committee 
The contract calls for a five per cent raise 
both this year and next year, and the funds for 
this year’s salaries were voted by town 
meeting Monday night. 1 

Other changes in the contract were minor. 
One change dealt with teachers transferred 
because of declining enrollments in a school 
or because a school is to be closed. The new 
wording gives those teachers preference in 
placement. This change was considered the 
most important gain for the teachers outside 
of the salary increases 

On the school committee side, (he number 
of salary steps and categories will be reduced 
over the next several years. The steps are to 
be limited to 12 , whereas there were formerly 
as many as 15 steps for any salary scale. In 
addition, teachers will be rewarded now for 15 
and 30 hours of graduate credit, rather than 
the 10, 20. and 30-hour shifts under the old 
scale. 

The new scales will take effect im¬ 
mediately for new teachers. Teachers 
presently in the system have two years to 
adjust to the new schedule. 

According to Cathy Sheridan. WEA 
president, the contract was accepted 
“overwhelmingly,” with only two negative 
votes cast.

roaches — a situation Marshall referred to as 
"potentially dangerous in light of the types of 
possible injuries". Marhsall also said that 
football, unlike other high school sports 
requires small group supervision and in¬ 
struction and a certain degree of physical 
strength which sophomores do not usually 
possess.

Junior high soccer 

Three McCall Junior High School boys 
were responsible for an additional $6088 to 
make scholastic soccer part of the junior high 
athletic program. 

Town Meeting Member Ken Tuljy, in¬ 
troduced the three, Ned White, Joseph Waite, 


and Mark Steranka. who explained how' they 
had gathered UK)(l signatures, approached 
school personnel, coaches and finally town 
meeting itself in an effort to create two soccer 
programs. 

There was some opposition to the idea, 
primarily from FinCom Chairman Alice 
Mirak and Selectman Barbara S. Hankins, 
who pointed to the large town-run soccer 
program and to the potential changes coming 
in 1980 when the town goes to a four-year high 
school and one junior high. At that time, 
Hankins said, there will have to be a major 
‘‘revamping" of all athletic programs in the 
school. She suggested holding off on the junior 
high program until that lime. 

White and Waite, who had been present for 
every session of the town meeting in an¬ 
ticipation of their amendment, asked for the 
$6000 for two programs, one in each junior 
high, for 25 students in each. After some 
lengthy discussion on compliance with 
federal and state regulations regarding equal 
opportunities for girls. School Superintendent 
William C, MacDonald acknowledged that the 
program would be open to both girls and boys. 

The amendment passed on a voice vote 
and the young men were enthusiastically 
applauded and praised for their endeavors.

Donahoe said Winchester should have 100 
students enrolled in the regular day program 
and that is the figure used for determining the 
town’s assessment.

The school committee claimed that when 
they voted to reduce the pupil-teacher ratio to 
22:1 for grades 2 and 3 last fall, they Hdded 
three teachers to the staff; then, when 
enrollment figures were updated in 
February, that number was reduced to two 
teachers. The board argued that the FinCom, 
when it cut the 22:1 ratio out of their version 
of the budget, cut three instead of two 
teachers. 

Citing the school committee’s policy of 
staffing at a 25:1 ratio generally, Mrs. Papas 
argued that by reinstating the one teacher, 
town meeting would be following past policy 
as accepted by the town. 

Mirak noted the that the figures had been 
confused, and the FinCom came out in favor 
of this amendment.

Hearing May 31st 
on school closing 


The school committee will hold a second 
public hearing on the report and recom¬ 
mendations of the task force on long range 
planning Wednesday, May 31 , at 7:30 
p m. at the Ambrose School.

Vocational school budget 
The last item for discussion at the Monday 
meeting was the $204,102 for the Northeast 
Metropolitan Regional Vocational School. 

Winchester’s representative to that school 
hoard, Gerard Donahoe, noted that the total 
budget is up 8.1 percent from last year, while 
Winchester's assessment is up 63.8 percent. 
Salaries and insurance were the major causes

The May 11 session of town meeting spent 
the entire evening debating amendments to 
the school budgets for the elementary 
program and system services and ended up 
voting an additional $51,133 over the finance 
committee's recommendations. 

FinCom Chairman Alice Mirak started off 
the meeting by urging unfavorable action on 
all of the school committee’s amendments to 
the budget. 

Mrs. Mirak claimed that by rejecting the 
amendments, the meeting would “not be 
putting hardships on the schools in any way, 
you will not be cutting back services, you will 
be promoting tetter management." 

Responding to Mirak's remarks, Con¬ 
stance Papas, chairman of the school com¬ 
mittee, said her board, "In a spirit of 


Hand director 

Another amendment to add $9383 to pay for 
a full time band director passed by a voice 
vote, 

Mrs. Papas argued that, due to the extra 
time involved in the band director’s job, it 
would be inappropriate to maintain a half 
time person as would be the case under the 
FinCom budget, She also cited the positive 
response the new band director had had from 
the community. 

The FinCom was opposed, with Mirak 
calling the proposal "discretioanry staffing." 
She said the funds should come out of the 
unallocated account. 

The band director’s position had teen cut 
to a half time position originally to reflect 
declining enrollments. 

Superintendent William MacDonald 
countered Mrs. Mirak’s argument, saying 
that the money should not come out of 
unallocated, which is intended for unan¬ 
ticipated needs, because the need for the full 
time position "is here now.” 


questioned the value of the sabbatical, 
especially in light of the need for careful 
evaluation of teachers as the staff is cut back 
over the next few years to reflect declining 
enrollments. He pointed out that the prin¬ 
cipals. as managers, play an important role 
in evaluations.

O’Connell said and asked the meeting to vote 
no on the amendment. 

Supt. MacDonald defended the principals, 
pointing to the additional tasks they have 
taken on since the central office staff was cut 
back by two administrators as evidence of 
their cooperation. 

The school committee also defended the 
sabbatical as educationally valid. And former 
school board chairman Robert Frank rose to 
comment that the principals had agreed to 
relatively low pay increases of 3.2 percent 
over a three year contract and noted that the 
sabbatical was included in the contract. "The 


question is whether the town will keep the 
deal it has already made," Frank concluded. 


Unallocated funds 

A final amendment to add $25,000 to the 
unallocated account was defeated by an 81 -55 
vote. 

Mrs. Papas argued that salary dif¬ 
ferentials — the difference between the 
salaries of teachers leaving the system and 
teachers coming in — would be much lower 
than expected for next year. The school board 
has already taken $60,000 out of their budget 
in anticipation of the expected differential 

She also explained that there was potential 
for unanticipated staffing needs at several 
schools, depending on how enrollments fall. 

Mrs. Mirak questioned the differential, 
and she came up with a higher estimate than 
the school board's. She also pointed to the 
anticipated reversion of more than $100,000 
from the personal services account this year 
as indicating that the unallocated funds would 
probably not be needed. 

The FinCom’s Donahue added that Iht 
school department was the only one in towr 
with an unallocated account

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Parkhurstteacher 

A move to add $13,915 for an additional 
teacher at the Parkhurst School was 
defeated, 73-66. Parents from the school had 
convinced the school committee to try to add 
the position because of the low enrollment at 
Parkhurst. Supt. MacDonald had agreed with 
the request, noting that a school's program 
can become too inflexible if the number of 
teachers drops below a certain level, 

Parents at town meeting disputed the 
enrollment projections for next year, which 
estimate 150 students will be attending the 
school in the fall. The parents, who had made 
(heir own count of prospective and current 
students, estimated 168. 

The parents cited split classes and the 
number of special education students In the 
school who would be spending much of their 
time in regular classrooms as additional 
reasons for the teacher. 


Principal sabbatical 

By a 79-4B vote, the meeting okayed an 
additional $28,668 for a principal sabbatical 
next year. 

FinCom Vice Chairman Dave Donahue 


decided that discussion on Barry’s terminatin 
was "inappropriate.” 

A "created*’ position 

The new postion of attendance supervisor 
was suggested one year ago. Kevin Barry, 
appointed Mar. 18, was the first to fill the job. 
He is the son of Stoneham representative, 
Joseph P. Barry. 

Rep. O’Donnell fought against the 
"cretion" of the new position and the hiring of 
Barry, claiming both were the results of 
patronage at the school. He questioned 
Barry’s quallfictions to the Massachusetts 
Bureau of Teacher Certification. 

O'Donnell read the reply from James H. 
Case, director of the bureau, at the meeting. 
It said, in part, "Our records do not show tha5 
Mr. Barry is certified as a superviosr of at¬ 
tendance and it would be illegal for your 
school committee to appoint him to his 
postion." 

Rep. John Dunn from Chelsea asked 
O’Donnell why this information had not been 
available earlier. 

“I’ve been making a fuss over this since 
1976 when the position was suggested,’’ 
O’Donnell said. When discussion on Barry’s 
appointment was tabled by the committee 
between December 1977 and March 1978, 
O'Donnell said the committee "effectively 
silenced him." 

Chairman Holland asked Supt. Connolly if 
he had an answer to the state bureau's letter. 

"No,” Connolly said, “I’m still waiting for 
an answer from the state following a personal 
communication I wrote." 

Connolly said he really didn't expect the 
board would decide to terminate Barry. He 
would not disclose what was in the letter he 
wrote to the state department of education, 
and said he would not publicize the letter In 
the future. 

Connolly added he did not wish to com¬ 
ment on what his personal feelings were on 
the board's decision.

When O’Donnell moved to abolish th 
position of attendance supervisor, Winthro 
Rep.

Supt. Connolly said the administrator? 
already had enough duties, which was why 
the full-time position was first suggested. 

"I don’t know how we’re going to handle 
this,” Connolly said after the meeting 
“Sometimes the committee make? 
suggestions, but it's another thing entirely 
trying to implement them." 

Back to the agenda 

When the school committee did get back to 
the planned business for the evening, their 
first decision was to abolish a library aide 
postion. 

Rep. Gerald Donahoe of Winchester 
moved to not replace an aide who had 
recently resigned. 

The aide had been paid an hourly wage of 
$3.50, and worked full-time. 

The committee voted to appoint Fred 
Joyce as a substitute english teacher by a 
slim one-vote margin. 

Rep. Donahoe questioned Joyce’s 
qualifications, noting that his transcript 
showed he had taken only two english cour 
ses. 

“We're here to find the best educator for a 
long-term substitute. We won’t if we continue 
to put in political appointments with 
someone’s name from the school committee 
on their applications." 

Anthony Moschella, whose name was 
listed as a character reference on Joyce’s 
application, said, I know this gentleman Is a 
credit to the community. If you're dragging 
this individual down into the gutter, this is a 
shame." 

Rep. Wallace, who at one point asked 
"why all the fuss” was made over a sub¬ 
stitute, effectively stopped discussion on the 
appointment by calling to move on the 
question. "I think there are just personal axes 
to grind here," he said.

A message for Sen . Brooke 

U.S. Senate consideration of organized labor's favorite and phony 
legislation — S.2467 the so-called labor reform bill — has begun after a 
long delay due to widespread public opposition. 

Massachusetts Senator Edward W. Brooke holds a key vote In the fight 
to kill this bill and Is currently answering his mall to the effect that he Is 
still undecided on the Issue. It Is time to help him decide. 

The main thrust of this bill Is to make It easier for well-financed unionB 
to pressure employees In small businesses into a quick decision on union 
membership. Under some circumstances, a union representation election 
-ould be held with IB days, hardly time for both sides to present their 
"lews to the employees and no time for the workers to make an Informed 
and thoughtful decision. 

Speedy elections may sound like a good Idea but In reality mean 
employees will be voting on emotional factors after being whip-sawed 
around by high pressure union organizing tactics. Most union elections 
now average 40 to 4B days which is hardly time enough for a full 
discussion of the Issues and a reasoned choice by the employees — a 
choice which will govern their working lives forever in many cases. 

Massachusetts is a state where compulsory union membership is a 
fact of life. There Is no Right to Work in Massachusetts because of the 
overwhelming influence of labor on the state legislature. If your company 
has a union, you must belong to It and pay your dues or you're out of a job. 

That Is not the case In 20 states which have'adopted the provisions of 
Section 14b of the Taft-Hartley Act. In those states, you only have to 
become a union member if you want to and if you think the union iB doing 
a good job in representing you for the dues you pay. 

Passage of S.2467 (formerly S.1883) would mean more compulsory 
union shops in Massachusetts. This state has enough problems attracting 
new businesses and industry without more compulsory union shops. 

The companion bill to S.2467 has already passed the House so any 
Senate amendments which might eliminate some of the bill’s worst 
provisions would have to be resolved in a House-Senate conference 
committee. Big labor would clearly dominate any such committee. The 
only answer now is to defeat S.2467 outright or to urge support of a 
filibuster to see that it doesn't come to the floor In this session. 

Senator Brooke sold out the conservatives In his vote on the Panama 
Canal treaty. While we don’t necessarily take Issue with him over the 
canal, we hope he won’t sell out the people of Massachusetts by opening 
the way to more compulsory unionism. —CPJ.

We're pleased to note that the elementary school band, which had 
withdrawn from the Memorial Day parade, now plans to participate. 

Director John Beyrent had died to pull the band out because the 
winter’s storms had cut down rehearsal time substantially. Parade 
Marshall Jake Horn, however, registered his disappointment with the 
decision to the school department, and the band was placed back in the 
lineup. 

Albeit they are now on a tight schedule, but there are several reasons 
why the kids should be involved In the Memorial Day ceremonies. 

For one, they’ll have a chance to perform In public and test their 
skills; and the experience will no doubt give them more of a sense of 
being a real band, a disciplined group. 

Performing in the parade will also give the children a more positive 
inse of the community, a feeling of participating and belonging which Is 
1 >o often left out of our dally activities, which seem to focus Increasingly 
n the desires of the individual. 

And finally, Memorial Day Itself will mean more to the kids. In recent 
, s, the day honoring those who died for their country has lost some of 

oollsh; it has taken on the mood of a carnival. Only the discipline of the 
parade units and the few somber words spoken at the town memorials 
pell out the true meaning of the day. By participating, perhaps the 
members of the elementary school band will learn something of what 
Memorial Day is all about. - DKF.

More study needed 

EDITOR OF THE STAR;

We have sent copies of 
this statement to members of the finance 
committee, board of selectmen, and planning 
board. 

We feel strongly that all town boards and 
officials should be cooperating on the school 
closing issue as it is one that affects the town 
in many different ways. 

Schools are being closed to save money, 
but what are the real savings? What are the 
costs involved in closing a school? We urge all 
concerned to consider the complicated 
aspects of this question.

To Winchester School Committee from the 
Parkhurst Community: 

The school committee Is strongly urgdd to 
keep Parkhurst School open until i960. We 
cannot emphasize strongly enough the long- 
range implications of any decision regarding 
school closings. We recognize the extreme 
pressures being brought to bear, but feel that 
the far-reaching effects on the Town of 
Winchester far outweigh the potential savings 
of a few thousand dollars. 

The following points are the ones we feel 
most relevent: 

1. Parkhurst should not be closed until 
students can be accepted into redistricted 
schools without straining capacities that have 
been reasonably established over the last few 
years. 

2. Plans for buildings to be closed should 
be more than just suppositional. 

A. Objective professional evaluation 
should be sought. 

B. Consideration must include: 

1) Marketability of property: 

2) Adaptability of property-building for 
town use and accompanying costs; 

3) Demolition of building and use of land 

a. Is open space feasible, and 

b. Other uses; 

4) Costs of maintaining vacated building- 

a. Special police protection and-or 
watchman, 

b. Sufficient exterior illumination, 

c. Impact on neighborhood, and 

d. Unkeep of grounds; 

5) The net financial effect on the town. 

3. It seems reasonable to go back to the 
superintendent’s original plans of closing 
schools and transferring students all at once 
when the four-year high school is available. 
This gives opportunity to: 

a. Review enrollment trends. 

b. Provide for better plans for facility 
changes to be developed, especially if Lynch 
Is to be converted to an elementary school, 
administration center, and an alternative 
Bpecial needs center. 

c. Plan for curriculum changes, 
workshops, and preparation of staff to meet 
new needs and programs that will occur when 
changes take place. This will be difficult in a 
piece-meal operation. 

d. Better plan for teacher transfers and 
staff reorganization. 

e. Better plan for special needs 
program. 

f. Reinstate open enrollment. Parents 
would then have an option if they did not want 
their children to attend the school to which 
they were redistricted. 

4 Changes for staff, pupils and parents 
will be more acceptable when everyone is 
going through the process at one time — no 
one faction or school would be singled out and 
as a result feel discriminated against. 

We are convinced that considerably more 
study has to be done before final decisions are 
made on school closings. It is an issue that 
affects every citizen in the town. It is a tax 
issue, an educational issue, neighborhood 
issue — one that profoundly affects the very 
character of this town. 

Consider that these decisions are the most 
serious in many years and should be made 
with deliberation. It is Imperative that town 
boards give their utmost cooperation in this 
highly charged matter and that time be 
allowed for decision-making that will not tear 
this town apart. 


Human rights 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

In connection with the question of 
violations of human rights in Israel < my letter 
Apr.6), the safeguards provided by Israel’s 
laws (Ms. Perlitsh's letter Apr. 27) are not at 
issue; at issue are the violations that in fact 
take place. 

Even the Israeli Embassy appears not to 
dispute the following facts: Sumi Esmail, a 
U.S. citizen, was arrested upon arrival at the 
Tel Aviv airport on Dec. 21; he was not 


allowed to see a lawyer nor to visit his dying 
father (the reason for his trip) until after Dec. 
27 when he had signed the confession which he 
later repudiated. 

Concerning the critical question of the 
legal importance of the confession, sources of 
information differ. Ms. Perlitsh states that “a 
confession is not in itself evidence for a 
conviction.” If this statement is correct, one 
must ask “Why were Esmail’s human rights 
violated by iterrogation in the absence of his 
attorney, under circumstances that lend 
credence to the accusation of unbearable 
mistreatment?” 

A different version of the legal effect of the 
confession was given in the Boston Globe of 
Mar. 29: “The three-judge panel hearing the 
case probably will rule within the next two 
days on the confession’s validity. Lawyers 
expect the fate of Sami Esmail to hang on the 
decision to accept or throw out Esmail’s 
statement.” 

Commenting on the means used to obtain 
the confession, the Israeli Embassy reported 
that an official investigation “showed that no 
physical force or offensive behavior was used 
during questioning.” This statement requires 
several comments: 

1) The interrogation of a prisoner in the 
absence of the prisoner's attorney is in itself a 
violation of human rights. In the U.S., such 
interrogation may suffice to throw a case out 
of court. 

2) The validity of an investigatio, of any 
organization, carried out by itself, is open to 
grave question. We would, for instance, know 
nothing of the criminal activities of the CIA if 
this organization had been investigated only 
by itse)f, Ip Sami Esmail’s case, no in¬ 
vestigation by an objective agency appears to 
have been made, Indeed, according to the 
Gannett News Service of January 21, a 
representative of the International Red Cross 
was denied access to Esmail. 

3) Finally, one must be profoundly naive 
to believe that a confession produced in 
prison, witnessed only by policemen, and 
repudiated at the first opportunity in open 
court, was obtained without unbearable 
coercion.

The school committee held a closed-door 
session May 2 with Edward D. McClure, the 
representative from the US Department of 
Justice who prepared the recently released 
report on racial discrimination in Win¬ 
chester's schools. 

It was the first time tfce committee had 
met with McClure as a group, and they were 
reportedly a bit edgy about the encounter. 
They declared the executive session because 
of the possibility that they might be 
discussing litigation. When questioned about 
the validity of the reasoning, board Chairman 
Constance Papas said litigation is a 
possibility whenever one sits down to talk 
with the US Department of Justice. 

But there apparently were no prior in¬ 
dications from McClure that he would be 
bringing any charges against the school 
board or the town. And, according to one 
source, there was indeed no discussion of any 
litigation. 

The school board has, rightfully, been 
challenged for holding the meeting with 
McClure behind closed doors. Given that no 
litigation was discussed, the minutes of the 
meeting will probably be released at the 
board’s next meeting May 23. 

The proper procedure would have been for 
the committee simply to call the meeting with 
McClure and hold it In open session. Then, if 
the subject of litigation came up, they could 
have gone into executive session. But the open 
meeting law is there to keep the doors open, 
not serve as an excuse to keep them closed.

Late night visitors to Boston should take 
note: the late commuter trains from North 
Station will continue to be cancelled on nights 
rock concerts are held at Boston Garden. 

The MBTA adopted this policy last sum¬ 
mer “in the Interest of public safety” as a 
result of several incidents of vandalism and 
misbehaviour aboard home-bound trains. 

On concert nights, the last train on the 


Lowell line will run at 9:30 week nights, 10:15 
Saturday nights; and the last train on the 
Woburn line will run at 10 week nights, 9:20 
Saturday nights. In addition, all trains 
scheduled to arrive at North Station after 10 
p.m. week days and 10:15 p.m. Saturdays will 
not run on rock concert nights. 


As If driving around Massachusetts 
weren’t bad enough: It may not be news to 
you but It was to us that there is a new traffic 
iaw regarding right-of-way at rotaries (for 
which Massachusetts is rightfully infamous). 

The new law states: “Any operator of a 
vehicle entering a rotary Intersection shall 
yield the right-of-way to any vehicle already 
in the Intersection.” 

The law has been in effect since Jan. 20, 
much to our surprise. Judging by the actions 
of a great majority of motorists approaching 
intersections these days, you’d never know 
they had changed the law. Either that or no 
one chooses to obey it, 

And small wonder, the Commonwealth has 
a propensity for having its own way. For 
years drivers from Maine (which also has 
rotaries and grants right-of-way to the vehicle 
in the rotary) have been confounded by the 
fact that Mass, drivers barrel] into in¬ 
tersections without so much as a blinker. And 
for whole lifetimes (which, given the prac¬ 
tices of Mass, drivers, are probably shorter 
here on the average than elsewhere) we have 
been trained that the car approaching on the 
right has the right-of-way at intersections. 

Ever since we heard from the registry last 
week about this new law, we have been ap¬ 
proaching rotaries all over the metropolitan 
area, determined to obey the new statute, 
only to lose all faith at the last moment and 
continue in our old ways. 

For anyone with enough Knievel in their 
heart to get the ball rolling, try setting an 
example by obeying the new law at the Route 
2-Alewife parkway intersection around 4:30 
p.m. on a Friday evening. And God bless you 


In case you haven’t noticed: There are 
four-way stop signs at the intersection of 
Wildwood, Fletcher and Palmer streets now 
— along with an occasional police cruiser on 
hand to make sure drivers obey the signs. 
Hopefully the signs will slow down the traffic 
on Wildwood street, which has been a prime 
accident area in the past. 

Apparently the stop signs aren’t too 
popular: Two of the signs were tom down 
Tuesday morning. Some folks may not like 
the signs, but there are certainly better ways 
to express opinions than through vandalism.

The “Disturbing” article in May 13’s 
edition of The Star was unrealistic. Though 
the author of that article has a right lo ex¬ 
press his own opinion, I feel that his criticism 
of the efforts of the group of young adult 
actors and actresses — not “young 
adolescents” — who gave four superb, 
professional performances of the musical 
“The Pajama Game” at Lynch Junior High 
two weeks ago was unmerited. 

“Disturbing’s” critism of the LJH or¬ 
chestra was futile, With the acoustics in the 
Lynch cafetorium, what group of any more 
than three or four musicians would not have 
seemed loud? 

To make a statement like "to hear young 
teenagers belting out lyrics like nighclub 
singers is not an esthetic experience” is 
unrealistic. The young actors who performed 
in “Pajama Game” were only singing the 
songs "in character.” To have performed the 
musical numbers in any other way would 
have taken away the realism of the charac¬ 
ters. 

"Disturbing” also wrote that it was "sad 
and inappropriate to see 13-and 14-year-olds 
staggering and swaggering in a parody of 
innerbriation,” the "teenagers” were not 
“teenagers” at all, but actors portraying the 
role of adults — and adults do get drunk! 
Perhaps "Distrubing” felt that the 
“staggering” and “swaggering” was a bit 
overdone. I would like to point out that one 
type of comedy is exaggeration, and musicals 
are written and performed to amuse the 
audience. 

As to the “vigorous, though by 1970's 
standards, mild swearing," 1 must once again 
point out the fact ttal the actors were merely 
performing in character at all times, and that 
the substitution of "darn,” “drat,” or “shoot” 
just do not have the same force that “hell” or 
“damn” naturally carry with Ihem. 

It is true that “many junior high students 
have not begun dating,” however, I must once 
again repeat that the performers in LJH’s 
production were not “youngsters,” but young 
adult actors. They were not forced to per¬ 
form; however, they did choose to perform 


and did so in a very professional, convincing 
way. I feel that to have had the courage and 
acting ability to get up on a stage, before an 
audience, and act out a feeling that these 
performers may only have been acquainted 
with through books and movies, is a “giant 
step" indeed for these young actors! To 
criticize such an integral part of all musicals 
is unrealistic, for there are very few, if any, 
good musicals that do not have at least one 
love scene. I do not want to suggest that you 
do not go to s3eanother junior high production 
if your “romantic soul finds this falseness in 
such a sensitive area distressing,” for you 
would be depriving yourself of a truly unique 
and exquisite experience. 

I would like to add that as a “veteran” of 
two high school productions, I applaud the 
highly commendable performances of the 
entire cast of “The Pajama Game,” and I 
sincerely hope that, in the future, LJH will 
continue to uphold its reputation for truly 
professional performances.

’' Trio arrested 
for breaking 


Five candidates in the Mnr. 28 town 
elections failed to file final reports on cam¬ 
paign financing by the Apr. 28 deadline in 
town hall. 

All candidates in town elections are 
required by state law to file finance reports 
eight days before the elections and 30 days 
after the elections. This second report may be 
considered a final report if no more campaign 
contributions are made. 

Rarbara S. Hankins, who won her March 
bid for reelection to the board of selectmen, 
said her final report was not filed because of a 
mix up with her election committee staff. 

“I had assumed it was filed.” she said, 
adding she would be talking to her campaign 
manager soon 

Hankins pre-election reports, filed Mar. 
20, showed a total of $682.54 in contributions 
and $117.54 in funding left over from a 1975 
campaign. 

N. Bruce Hanes, running unopposed for a 
three-year term on the board of health, did 
not file the pre-election or final report. He was 
unavailable for comment on Tuesday af¬ 
ternoon. 

Alice Mirak (library trustee), Edward 
Stepper (housing authority), and Joseph 
Geary (planning board) also failed to file 
final reports. In their preliminary reports, all 
filed within the eight-day deadline, the three 
candidates reported no campaign ex- 
peditures. 

Local man 
charged by IRS 

for tax evasion 

Salvatore M. Cipriano, 56, oi aO Squire rd., 
owner of Arrow Packing Co., New England 
Produce Center, Chelsea, was charged with 
three counts of income tax evasion in IJS 
District Court on May 4, US Atty. Edward F. 
Harrington said. 

Cipriano was charged in a criminal in¬ 
formation field by Assistant US Attorney 
Charles Chase. He waived his rights to be 
indicted and pleaded not guilty. 

The government alleged that the potato 
and onion business owner reported taxable 
income for the years 1971, 1972 and 1973 of 
$760,653 with taxes of $436,903 instead of 
taxable income of $1,470,451 with taxes of 
$731,701. 

Judge Joseph L. Tauro accepted the not 
guilty plea and set Sept. 6 for a trial date. 

US Atty. Harrington said the maximum 
penalty facing the defendant on each count of 
income tax evasion is a $10,000 fine, five years 
in jail or both.

Alvan G. Smith spent $232.75 in campaign 
finances. Anthony Peluso filed zero campaign 
expenses. Both were candidates for select¬ 
man.

Grant to expand 
legal collection 
at public library 

A significant addition to the legal 
reference materials at the Winchster Public 
Library is being made this spring and a 
number of new titles are being added to the 
present collection. Included are Ballentine’s 
"Law Dictinary," "A Compilation of 
Massachusetts Law Relating to Privacy and 
Personal Data" by Brant & Suisman, and 
most of the titles in the "Nutshell Series,” a 
basic set of legal aids for the layman. 

These will be added to those law books 
already owned by the Library, which include 
the "Annotated Laws of Massachusetts,” the 
"U.S. Code,” "Massachusetts Decisions” and 
others. 

The purchase was made possible by a 
federal grant, the purpose of which is to en¬ 
courage all libraries to have minimum basic 
legal reference materials available im¬ 
mediately to their patrons.

Legislation would cut aid to Yoke 


As if costs aren't high enough for the 
Northeast Regional Vocational High School, 
Superintendent John Connolly told the Voke 
school committee last Thursday, legislation is 
now pending which could cut an additional 
$341,771 in Chapter 74 funding and $4140 in 
transportation reimbursements from the 
state for fiscal year ’79. 

If the bill reducing state aid is passed, the 
12 towns participating in the Voke school 
would suffer additional assessments. Win¬ 
chester’s increase was estimated at 9.7 
percent or an additional $19,802. 

Representative John Dunn from Chelsea, 
told the committee, ‘‘It is time to start 
bringing tax relief to the cities and towns 
using the school.”

"Their costs keep rising, but they can’t get 
any more students in here,” Dunn observed. 

Dunn, who is looking into school needs and 
services, is in the process of forming a 
proposal which will provide vocational school 
education for all high school students in the 
district. 

‘ We may have to sacrifice some areas,' ’ he 
said, "possibily all extras like social clubs, 
athletics, post-grad courses, and maybe even 
academics. We could let more students in if 
(his were done. !nd I think we could cut our 
budRel in half.” 

Dunn hopes to receive recommendations 
on the possible "major change”, in the voke 
school and "get the ball rolling by Sep¬ 
tember.” 

To aid the immediate problem of state 
reimbursement cutbacks, the school com¬ 
mittee has asked Supt. Connolly to write the 
administrators of other vocational schools 
around the state and ask for an audience with 
the House and Senate commissioners on 
education. 

Representative O’Donnell from Melrose 
said he was "pessimistic about the com¬ 
mittee's ability to convince government to not 
cut funding. "The solution lies in cutting back 
on our own programs and personnel, "he said.

High School, in collaboration with the Mystic 
Valley Mental Health Association, presented 
three workshops for the parents of incoming 
and present sophomores, junior, and seniors. 
Each program was introduced by Anthony N, 
DeBiasc, guidance department head. 

The first workshop was held Apr. 28. The 
topic of “The Adolescent 1 His Development 
and Needs" was presented by Dr. Norman 
Goldstein, Director of the Winchester office of 
the Mystic Valley Mental Health Clinic. After 
his presentation. Dr, Goldstein was joined by 
co-panelists, Constance Triekot! and Phyllis 
Nannis, counselors at the high school. 

Dr. Goldstein outlined three areas in his 
talk: generational conflict between parent 
and child, developmental issues such as 
separation and independence, and problems 
relating to the school setting. Ite emphasized 
the importance or parents and students 
working closely with the school in an effort to 
tiring about a positive attitude, in the 
developing adolescent. The question period 
which followed reflected the concerns that 


parents have for their children. 

On May 3, Thomas Hagan of Mystic Valley 
gave a presentation entitled “Drugs.” Hagan 
characterized ours as a “drug culture” 
stressing the availability of substances which 
alter moods, from “street” or illegal drugs to 
tranquilizers and alcohol. As a high school 
guidance counselor and co-leader of the 
workshop, Jo Ann Schoenegge explained the 
school’s drug and alcohol education program. 
Various ways of handling the problem within 
their own homes were mentioned by the 
parents who attended, 

The third workshop, held May 11. focused 
on the concerns of the single parent family, 
emphasizing issues related to the children 
and their adjustment to the loss of a parent 
through death, divorce, or separation. Joan 
Goldmann, psychiatric social worker from 
the Mystic Valley Mental Health Clinic in 
Winchester, presented the talk; Diane 
Boettcher and Carolyn Tiffany from the high 
school guidance office, as well as Lornn 
Weinstein, school social worker, joined the 
discussion which followed the presentation.

Age restrictions on enrollment and ad¬ 
vancement of mentally retarded and severely 
handicapped Cub Scouts, Scouts, and 
Explorers have been eliminated, reports the 
Minuteman Council, Boy Scouts of America. 

Through action taken by the BSA’s 
national executive committee, the BSA’s 
rules and regulations will include new 
guidelines for registration and advancement 
of mentally retarded and the severely han¬ 
dicapped youth, including the blind, deaf, and 
emotionally disturbed. 

Donald C. Van Roosen of Winchester, 
President of the Minuteman Council said the 
new regulations will apply immediately to 
those presently enrolled as well as all pending 
cases for exceptions to former regulations. 

In order for members to meet the new 
guidelines, appropriate medical authority 
must certify that the candidate has a severe 
mental or physical handicap as defined in 
BSA regulations, and the council’s ap¬ 


propriate committees must certify as to the 
completion of all existing requirements for 
each progress award, including the Eagle 
Scout award. 

If proper certification is given, Cub Scouts 
may remain in the program after their 11th 
birthday, Scouts can participate after age 18, 
and male and female Explorers may remain 
in their units after the age of 21. All of them 
will continue to be eligible for their respective 
advancement program. 

Van Roosen pointed out that there are 
60,000 handicapped persons registered in 
almost 40U0 Cub Scouts packs, Scout troops, 
and Explorer posts, including special units 
for (he handicapped. 

Scouting units in the Minuteman Council 
that were organized especially for han¬ 
dicapped members include Troop and Post 
225? Perkins School for the Blind, Watertown; 
Pack and Troop 112, Krebs School, 
LexingLon; Troop 333, Winchester Jaycees.

Bay State roll call 


The House 

Senate aides (II 5560) — House defeated 
121-82, an amendment to cut the Senate 
Legislative Aid budget by $200,000, from $1.8 
million to $1.6 million. 

Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh voted for the $1 ,B 
million. 

House aides (H 5560) — House approved 
180-48, an amendment hiking Ihe $480,000 
proposed for House legislative aides to $1.2 
million. The amendment also gives each 
Representative one full-time aide beginning 
in January 1979. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted for the $1.2 million. 

Local aid (H 5560) — House, after several 
votes with various results, finally defeated 
113-111, an amendment proposing a new 
method of distributing state aid to local 
education and adding $150 million to the $473.8 
million already earmarked for aid to local 
education. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted against the 
amendment. 

Circuit breaker (11 5560) — House ap¬ 
proved 139-84, $130 million for the so-called 
“circuit breaker” proposal, which provides 
lax rebates of up to $500 a year to eligible 
homeowners whose net family income is less 
than $30,000, but who pay more than eight 
percent of their income In property taxes. 
According to the bill, 25 percent of a tenant’s 
rent would count as his property tax 
payments. 

Rep. Saltmarsh opposed the plan. 

Lottery money (II 5560) — House barely 
approved 114-105, an amendment reducing 
from 15 to 11 percent, the amount the lottery 
commission can spend for administrative 
purposes. 

Rep. Saltmarsh favored the reduction, 

Public funding abortion (II 5560) — House 
defeated 157-65, an amendment which would 
have eliminated the section in the budget 
which prohibits abortions except to save a 
mother’s life, for state and municipal workers 
under the state’s $63 million group insurance 
plan. 

Saltmarsh opposed the amendment, 

Rape and incest (II 55G0) — House 
defeated 139-93, (Pro-abortionists gained the 
most votes on any abortion matter on this roll 
call) an amendment permitting the use of 
group insurance benefits to pay for abortions 
in cases of rape or incest, when reported 
within 60 days. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted to allow funding. 

Abortion compromise (II 5560) — House 
defeated 147-76, an amendment allowing 
retired state employees to use the portion of 
the premium they pay themselves under their 
group insurance plan, to be used for abor¬ 
tions. 

Rep. Saltmarsh opposed the measure. 

Five percent job reduction (H 5560) — 
House defeated 173-55, an amendment 
requiring the Commissioner of 
Administration and Finance lo work with 


each agency head and review all state jobs for 
efficiency and need, and to cut at least five 
percent of the total jobs by November 1978 

Saltmarsh voted for the reduction. 

Meals lax reduction (H 5560) — House 
approved 167-39, an amendment reducing the 
state’s meals tax from six to five percent. 

Saltmarsh favored the reduction. 

Bottle amendment (H 5560) — House 
defeated on a 105-105 tie vote, an amendment 
barring state agencies from buying 
beverages in non-returnable containers 
requiring them to purchase returnable ones. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted for the amendment. 

15 Billion budget - final approval — House 
gave final approval 136-75, and sent to the 
Senate, the nearly $5 billion fiscal 1979 
budget. Provisions include a reduction from 
six to five percent in the state’s meals tax; 
anti-abortion provisions prohibiting the use of 
medicaid or group health insurance funds to 
finance abortions; a $130 million “circuit 
breaker” provision giving 750,000 households 
tax breaks of up to $500; and the local aid 
package which distributes $80 million to cities 
and towns via the lottery formula and im¬ 
mediate $88 million takeover of county court 
costs. 

Rep Saltmarsh voted for the budget 
package. 


The Senate 

MBTA (S1510) — Senate refused to table 
(defeat) 21-14, a bill imposing several factors 
an arbitrator must base his determination 
upon during arbitration between the MBTA 
and its employees. The bill requires the ar¬ 
bitrator be experienced in state and local 
finance. It also requires he take Into account 
several key matters when making his 
decision: the ability of cities and towns, the 
MBTA and the state to pay any settlement; 
the current salaries and all benefits of MBTA 
employees; and these salaries in relation to 
similar jobs in the public sector. 

Sen, Samuel Rotondi voted not to table the 

bin. 

Displaced homemakers (8 120) — Senate 
approved 35-0, a bill establishing job coun¬ 
seling, training and placement programs for 
displaced homemakers. The bill requires the 
state to set up multi-purpose service centers 
to assist women, who have spent all their lives 
as homemakers, in getting back into the work 
force. 

Marijuana (II 2782) — Senate tabled 
(defeated) 22-9, a bill decriminalizing the 
possession of an ounce or less of marijuana. 
The bill imposes a $50 fine for possession of an 
ounce or less of the substance, and upon 
payment within 21 days, the offender would 
not have a criminal record. Under the bill, 
failure to pay within 21 days makes the of¬ 
fender subject to the procedure established 
for criminal cases and higher $100 and $300 
fines. 

Sen. Rotondi voted to table the bill.

The Winchester school 
system’s elementary science 
program received further 
reinforcement this spring 
when 33 elementary teachers 
took part in an in-service 
course dealing with the 
Science Curriculum 
Improvement Study (SCIS) 
curriculum on elementary 
science.

Selectmen’s notes 


Six Weeks Adventure is a summer 
program for a mixture of elementary school 
age, inner-city children and Winchester 
children, and is designed to give these 
children the opportunity to learn, teach and 
interact with one another In a summer day- 
camp setting. 

The program was started in Winchester in 
1969 by the efforts of the Winchester 
Ecumenical Association and Interested in¬ 
dividuals, and operated from 1970 through 
1975. The program is to be reinstituted this 
year after a two year hiatus. 

This year's program provides a six weeks 
adventure for 20 minority children and 20 
Winchester children from July 5 to Aug. 11. 
The program is funded entirely by donations i 
from the Winchester churches, Winchster' 
organizations and other interested businesses 
and individuals. 

The six weeks adventure is divided into 
morning and afternoon sessions. The children 
spend the mornings in one of the Winchester 
elementary schools to attend the Lesley 
Enrichment Program, which is a cooperative 


venture of the Winchester School Department 
and Lesley College. The Lesley Enrichment 
Program includes academic, craft and 
recreational activities. 

The afternoon sessions are spent in one of 
Winchester’s churches. Activities here in¬ 
clude sewing, cooking, woodcraft, painting, 
swimming, hiking, biking and tennis. Also, 
other skills of the volunteer leaders are in¬ 
corporated into the program to enhance the 
six weeks adventure. 

Residents who would like to have their 
children participate in the program should 
get in touch with Sandra Wahl at 729-4739. 
Anyone who would like to volunteer to work in 
the program should contact Lois Anderson at 
729-0197. 

Volunteers are needed for all sorts of 
recreational activities, including crafts and 
hobbies such as woodworking and model 
building. The recreation department is 
helping out with staff and facilities for the 
swimming program, 

Winchester pays for the trasnportation of 
the children through donations to the 
program.

Taxi licenses 

Twelve Hackey Carriage licenses have 
now been renewed for a six month period by 
the board. 

Green Taxi, Lane’s Taxi Service, Town 
Taxi, and Robert Pacy, all requesting license 
renewals, met with the board at a public 
hearing May 2. The companies had been 
scheduled to meet with the board Apr. 24. 
Representatives told selectmen they were 
unaware that their presence was required to 
have the licenses granted and apologized for 
the mix-up. 

Winchester Red Cab. represented by 
Gaspare Galfullo, was at the Apr. 24 meeting, 
and was granted four taxi licenses. 

The board said they had received many 
complaints from residents that the cabs were 
slow or unavailable. Several public hearings 
were held before the license renewals were 
granted this May, 


Rats on the rise 

"Huge rats are on the increase all over 
town,” according to board of health director 
Michael Saraco. 

Saraco told the selectmen at a recent 
meeting that the problem lies in uncovered 
garbage cans and cited the restaurants in 
town as major offenders. 

"Every eating and drinking establish¬ 
ments in town has changed hands in the last 
six months,’’ Saraco said. "It is the policy of 
the board of health to do routine inspections 
every two months, and that doesn’t include 
Inspections of complaints.” 

The board of health has been working 
short of one man since Christmas. At that 
lime, a CETA employee left. 

Saraco said unauthorized dumping in town 


is a continuing problem. One problem area, 
he said, is the train station, 

Saraco told the selectmen the town was 
"slow” at investigating recycling possibilities 
at the transfer station. 

"All 1 hear is talk, talk, talk," he said. 
“I'm a man of action and I want to get 
something going.” 

Saraco said the town could save thousands 
of dollars if light iron, certain kinds of glass, 
and other materials were properly recycled, 
Saraco will be discussing recycling with 
the town manager and the DPW director. 


West Chardon rd. 

The board amended their approval of the 
lay-out of West Chardon road to exclude eight 
feel of property in front of the Cortese home 
from street paving. 

The proposed lay-out will remain the 
same, accepting 40 feet of the land as a public 
wav. 


Nursing home 

A license to install a 15 inch drainage pipe 
over town park land property for the proposed 
Aberjona nursing home on Swanton street 
was granted by the board. 

Attorney Henry Quill, representing the 
nursing home told the board the pipe would 
run underground for about 100 yards. The 
pipe would allow drainage from the nursing 
home area to the river. 

The board approved the license with the 
understanding that the ground surface would 
remain in its natural stale after installation. 

The board also reserves the right to revoke 
the license in the future. 


SO years ago

An unusal accident occurred on Saturday 
May 5. As a small office building was being 
tansported on a truck through town from the 
Winchester Hospital to Arlington, it struck a 
pole and was tipped, the machine landing on 
Church street at a point just beond School 
street. The office building was damaged and 
the traffic tied up for about an hour. 

Hospital Day, May 12,1928 will always be a 
memorable date at the Winchester Hospital, 
for that day marked the opening of the new 
addition, ready for occupancy, and the 
dedication of the hospital anew to the service 
of the communilgy. 

Guests entered the reception room on the 
ground floor. The office and desk are at the 
right or the entrance. The superintencent’s 
room, drug room, bookkeeper's room, doc¬ 
tor's coat room, and public telephone are 
adjoining. Following down the corridor one 
passes the sunny dining room and across the 
hall the improved and extended x-ray rooms. 

The enlarged kitchen, diet kitchen, 
dietitian’s office, cloak room for the nurses, 
ice machine, and store rooms are grouped 
together at the south end. At the north corner, 
the room for special nurses and the accident 
room are provided, The new central linen 
room with shelves for supplies fills a long felt 
need. - v u fc 

Visitors were taken in the, elevator from 
thefirst floor to the fourth or top floor. Facing 


the west, the two rooms for the babies are 
located. On the fourth floor are located the 
maternity department, sterilization rooms, 
diet kitchen, doctor’s rooms, blanket war¬ 
ming closet, and other improvements. A 
maternity ward of seven beds occupies the 
east end. On the third and second floor are the 
new private and semi-private rooms. 

The capacity of the Winchester Hospital is 
now 75 beds including 25 bassinets. The 
complete medical equipment and rooms for 
the accomodation of the doctors put it among 
the foremost of hospitals of corresponding 
size.

Guy A. Carbone 

Attorney Guy A, Carbone of Watertown, 
who is also a Selectman, has announced his 
candidacy for the Democratic nomination to 
the Officer of District Attorney of Middlesex 
County, 

Carbone is the Senior Counsel and 
prosecutor for the State’s Department of 
Labor and Industries, Carbone, who is 
Registered Professional Engineer, holds 
three degrees from the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. He has taught 
structural engineering at Tufts University 
and at the Harvard Graduate School of 
Design. 

For nine years before he joined the Dept, 
of Labor and Industries he was the Chief 
Engineer for the Government Center Com¬ 
mission where lie supervised the design and 
construction of over $60 million of building 
construction in Boston’s Government Center. 
In Watertown he was a four-term School 
Committeeman before being elected Select¬ 
man. 

Carbone was commissioned through the 
ROTC program at MIT in 1957 and is a Lt. 
Colonel In the Corps of Engineers, USAR. He 
Is a graduate of the Command and General 
Staff College at Ft, Leavenworth. Ka, and is 
an instructor with the 10:i7th USAR school in 
Boston where he teaches in the non-resident 


phase of the Command & General Staff 
College. 

He received his Juris Doctor degree from 
Suffolk University and lias been admitted to 
the practice of law before the Massachusetts 
Supreme Court, the Federal District Court for 
Massachusetts and First Circuit Court or 
Appeals. He is a member of the National 
Society of Professional Engineers. American 
Bar Association, the Massachusetts Bar 
Association, Middlesex County Bar 
Association, American Trial Lawyers 
Association, the Mnssachusetts Academy or 
Trial Attorneys, and the Board of Directors of 
the Justinian Law Society. 

While the Senior Counsel of the State’s 
Dept, of I,abor and Industries, Carbone was 
appointed a Special Asst. Attorney General 
and a Special Asst. District Attorney in two 
counties. 

He says that the District Attorney must be 
a vigorous advocate of the criminal justice 
system, capable and willing to work with the 
legislature and available for consultation 
relative to legislation effecting that system. 
He feels that the District Attorney must be a 
leader as well as a dedicated prosecutor. 

Carbone says there are serious problems 
within the office of the District Attorney. He 
alleges that politics has infiltrated the office 
of the Dis5riet Attorney; that the 
professionalism, long the hallmark of the 
office, lias been dissipated: the county budget 
has increased due to over-staffing of un¬ 
necessary administrative positions, 
generating increases in the already con¬ 
fiscatory property taxes in every city and 
town in the County, 

Carbone say he sees no reason why the 
District Attorney should he hiring personnel 
who are not natives of this Commonwealth, a 
recent trend which he says will end im¬ 
mediately when he is elected. He sLated that 
there is an abundance of superlative talent 
native to this Commonwealth to serve the 
needs of Middlesex County. 

Carbone says he will dedicate himself to 
serving the essence of justice, that those 
persons charged with crimes will be ad¬ 
dressed with deliberate speed by dedicated 
and talented prosecutors who are supported 
by competent staff persons, all at a 
reasonable cost to the tax payers of Mid¬ 
dlesex County. “We will distinguish the in¬ 
nocent from the guilty, and convince the jury 
accordingly." 



Scott Harshbarger 

Scott Harshbarger, who has held several 
key jobs in the Massachusetts justice system, 
announced his candidacy for the Democratic 
nomination of District Attorney of Middlesex 
County saying Middlesex County needs a 
vigorous leader as the top law enforcement 
officer. 

He said that the District Attorney’s office 
in Middlesex County has become “invisible” 
and named the key problems of the justice 
system here as “bloaled bureaucracy, 
political patronage and favoritism, outdated 
investigative techniques, and isolation from 
the public.” 

Harshbarger is a former administrator of 
the Massachusetts Defenders Committee 
which provides layers for defendants too poor 
to afford them. He was named as a lop 
prosecutor in Attorney General Bellotti's 
office, where he directed court cases against 
polluters and price-fixers, swindlers and flim¬ 
flam artists, violent and non-violent 
criminals, “Now I want to bring that ex¬ 
perience to Middlesex County," he says. 
“Since the present District Attorney took 


office IB years ago, the very nature of crime 
has changed." 

“Some prosecutors think of a bank robber 
only as someone with a mask and a gun", said 
the former Harvard halfback. “But today, 
that robber is more likely to wear an ex¬ 
pensive suit and perhaps even work for the 
bank he is robbing.” 

He added that prosecutors “must refuse to 
t>c satisfied with convicting only those who 
actually perpetrate crimes; wc must also 
seek out those beind the scenes who plan and 
organize illegal schemes to bilk consumers, 
compromise public officials, erode our rights, 
steal public and private funds, and make our 
streets and neighborhoods unsafe.” 

Harshbarger pledges to “expand the job 
and make it what it should always be; the 
public’s watchdog and protector." He cites 
four ways he hopes to make Middlesex County 
“a safer and better place to live.” 

First, he would “improve the quality and 
speed or justice in dealing with the most basic 
crimes: assaults, robberies, and other crimes 
against person and property.” 

Second, he will “broaden the role of the 
District Attorney so that we can confront the 
new kinds of crime that are costing us huge 
and increasing amounts of money, often so 
cleverly concealed that the consumer is not 
even aware of it. “Organized crime 
shakedowns, consumer frauds, kickbacks, 
price-gouging schemes and other economic 
crimes are becoming a heavy drain in our 
economy.” 

Third Harshbarger cites his own “years of 
experience in recruiting, training and 
supervising outstanding lawyers.” He said 
his office would be a “first-rate team to focus 
unprecedented scrutiny on those who prey 
upon the public. I intend to make the District 
Attorney’s office into the best professional 
legal office in this Commonwealth.” 

Finally, he suggests that "no one person 
should hold a prosecutor’s job for 18 years. 
We must demand that our District Attorney 
provide visible direction to his staff that he 
remain in constant personal touch with his 
constituents, and that he demonstrate energy, 
vigor and enthusiasm. 

This is Harshbarger's first run for public 
office. He says his campaign “will give voters 
a chance to show their dissatisfaction with the 
'get along, go along’ school of politics which 
has dominated this county for as long as most 
of us can remember.”

Lib Williams. 
Massachusetts represent¬ 
ative to UNICEF and Sandy 
Thompson education 
chairman for the Boston 
Committee for UNICEF, 
attended the annual meeting 
of the US committee in New 
York on May 4 and 5. 

The focus of this year’s 
meetings was the upcoming 
International Year of the 
Child (IYC) which begins 
Jan. 1 , 1979. On Dec. 21, 1976 
the UN General Assembly 
passed a resolution 
proclaiming this special 
year. 

The resolution states, in 
part, that despite all efforts, 
"far too many children, 


especially in developing 
countries, are un¬ 
dernourished. are without 
access to adequate health 
services, are missing the 
basic educational 
preparation for their future, 
and are deprived of the 
elementary amenities of 
life.” The UN asked the world 
to “think children,” to 
celebrate their true potential, 
to take a hard look at each 
nation's programs for 
children, and then mobilize 
every possible supportive 
action in both the developing 
and developed countries. 

Dr. Estefania Aldaba-Lin, 
special assistant to the 
Secretary General of the UN 


for IYC, reported on her 
recent trips to Europe, Africa 
and Asia where she talked 
with members of newly 
formed national com¬ 
missions. 

Since UNICEF has been 
designated the agency to 
coordinate activities 
worldwide, the US Com¬ 
mittee has been working for 
several months already to 
stimulate interest in IYC and 
coordinate efforts with the US 
National Commission headed 
by Jean Young, wife of the US 
Ambassador to the UN. 

Organizations throughout 
Winchester are urged to start 
thinking of how they can best 
carry out the theme of IYC.

Washington , Parkhurst groups offer alternatives 


While the school committee is gearing up 
for a decision on school closings, several 
groups in town are trying to convince the 
board to downshift the process of deciding 
which schools to close and when to close 
them 

The issues involved in school closings will 
be coming up for debate at a public hearing 
this Wednesday at 7:30 p.m. at me Ambrose 
School, and some of the questions will be 
resolved June 5, when the school board plans 
to vote on the recommendations or the task 
lorce for long range planning. 

The task force report, issued in March, 
proposes closing three elementary schools by 
1980 in response to declining enrollments 
Ruder these proposals. Parkhurst would close 
in 1979, Noonan would close by 1980, and 
either Lincoln or Washington would close by 
1980 In addition, Lynch Junior High School 
would be converted loan elementary school. 

Bui there are two new proposals before the 
school board which are primarily reactions 
from parents at two of Ihe schools slated for 
closing. 

Most recently, the Concerned Parents 
Association at the Washington School has 
submitted a plan which proposes closing 
Lynch and keeping both the Lincoln and 
Washington schools open. 

“This new plan,” say the Washington 
parents, “is not submitted as a delaying 
tactic, but rather it is an attempt to provide 
the town with a reasonable economic alter¬ 
native to Plan E (closing Washington) and 
Plan II (closing Lincoln).” (See the letter 
entitled “Plan IV” in this week's Star.) 
Resistance to closing either Lincoln or 
Washington has been mounting since the task 
force released its report. 

The Washington parents argue that their 
new plan would save about $105,000 annually 
over and above the savings which would be 
realized under Plan E, Superintendent 
William MucDonald, at the request of two

According lo O' Donnell’s contact with the 
certification bureau, some of the 
qualifications an attendance supervisor must 
have include 18 semester hours in psychology 
and job experience as an attendance officer, 
truancy officer, or school social worker 
"I'm not arguing that I was certified, but 
that doesn't mean to say that I’m un- 
eerlifible,” Barry said. “1 wasn't even given 
a chance to see if I could be certified.” 

Barry added Ihul he is not trying to get his 
old job back. "The job is gone.” he said. 

Barry's appointment was also labeled the 
result of “patronage and nepotism” by Rep. 
O’Donnell. Kevin Harry is the son of school 
committee representative Joseph Barry from 
Shmcliam. He is one of several employees 
hired who are relatives of school committee 
members. 

“I’d like to think I was hired because the 
board thought I was qualified for the job at 
the lime.” Barry said. He felt his father, who 
abstained from the voting, had nothing to do 
with his appointment 


school board members, said he would try to 
lest out the cost figures for the new plan 
before the hearing Wednesday. 

The parents at Washington further argue 
that: 

1) Transportation costs would be reduced 
due to the elimination of the “busing pocket ’ ’ 
created if Lincoln is closed. The costs 
associated with this would nol come into play 
if Washington were the third school to close. 

They also estimate a $12,464 cost for 
busing some of the students from Noonan. 
Under the task force plans, Noonan would be 
redistricted entirely lo Lynch with little or no 
transportation involved 

2) Savings would be realized by nol having 
to remodel Lynch as an elementary school In 
addition, the new Washington plan recom¬ 
mends keeping the administration at Sanborn 
Hotise but does nol spell out the annual cost 
involved; the task force plan proposes 
moving Ihe administration into Lynch (with 
conversion costs of up lo $ 60 , 1 X 10 ). 

3) And finally. Ihe parents comment. “We 
feel Winchester has indicated several times 
over, including by referendum, that this town 
wants neighborhood schools. By leaving a

plant the size of Lynch in the long range 
plans, we feel the neighborhood schools 
concept is jeopardized.” 

Lynch has a capacity of 500 students, as 
recommended by the administration. Supt. 
MacDonald has said he would not like to see 
more than 450 children in a school: some 
research cited by the administration in¬ 
dicates 300-400 students is an “optimum” size 
for an elementary school. And a further 
argument in favor of keeping Lynch is Ihe 
possibility that the population might turn 
around: a larger school would give Ihe 
system more flexibility lo absorb enrollmenl 
increases in the future. 

Parkhurst proposal 

A second proposal brought before the 
school committee comes from parents in the 
Parkhurst School district: They would like 
ihe hoard lo hold off on closing their school 
until 1980. Among their reasons: 

l) (’losing Parkhurst in 1979 and 
rcdislriding the students to Vinson-Owen and 
Ambrose would strain Ihe capacities at those 
two schools 

The admnistration has argued that V-0 


and Ambrose could absorb the students If the 
enrollment projections hold true. However, 
the principal at Ambrose, where there Is an 
open classroom program, has said he would 
need extra staffing to maintain the quality of 
his program, 

2) Plans for utilization of closed school 
buildings should be more carefully explored, 
including study by objective, outside con¬ 
sultants, The selectmen and the school 
committee have agreed that an outside firm 
should be hired to study what can be done 
with closed buildings, 

However, among the two boards, only 
Selectman Chairman Edward O’Connell feels 
lhat the consultants should be brought in 
before any decisions are made as to which 
schools to close, The two boards met last 
week to talk it over, and members of the two 
committees feel the school board should 
make its decisions first based on educational 
criteria, not an whether or not a particular 
building is marketable 
i A proposal will be brought to town meeting

The town operating budget for fiscal year 
'79 1 is 1.5 percent higher than last year, 
because of town meeting appropriations 
totaling $18,886,376 under article 4. 

The approved budget is $432,844 greater 
than that recommended by Ihe finance 
committee, with town meeting members 
voting for additional funding in education, 
public safety, and capital equipment. Fiscal 
'78’s budget was $18,608,025. 

Debate on the operating budget concluded 
Monday night, The hoard of selectmen are 
expected to ask for reconsideration of two 
budget items tonight 

Town moderator John Sullivan estimated 
that town meeting business could he wrapped 
up in three more sessions Eighteen articles 
have yet to be considered at town meeting. 

Monday session 

The last few Items in the town budget were 
approved Monday night, as town meeting 
members went on to appropriate funds for 
highway resurfacing, the Central Middlesex 
Association for Retarded Citizens, high school 
litigation, and the public lay-out of two town 
streets. 

Engineering plans for the construction of a 
new DPW yard on Lake street were given the 
go-ahead by town meeting members. $55,000 
was appropriated for transfer from the 
stabilization fund to the permanent building 
committee to develop architectural drawings 
of the estimated $1 million facility. 

The finance committee and the capital 
planning committee both favored the ap¬ 
propriation, with the agreement that the 
permanent building committee would be 
responsible for “watchdogging” the project. 

Richard Mullin, representing the firm 
Svmmes, Main!, and McKee, explained a 
feasibility study clone on the town yard to 
town meeting members. 

Mullin told the group the yard itself was 
“pretty sad.” 

Many of the buildings, he said had poor 
ventilation, lighting, heating and drainage 
and were in violation or the Occupational 
Safety and Health Act. The water department 
building was called a fire trap by Mullin. and 
ihe court yard area was found “impossible to 
organize to make it work efficiently.” 

Preliminary plans for the town yard in¬ 
clude a new three-tiered water department 
building with offices and garage. Other 
buildings in the yard will be reconstructed to 
conform to recommended OSHA standards. 

Chairman of the selectmen, Edward 
O'Connell, called the need for a new town 
yard “a serious problem that is not going to 
go away.” and recommended to move for¬ 
ward “expeditiously ” 


The motion, which had little opposition, 
carried on a 122 to l teller vote. 

Town meeting members finished up Ihe 
capital budget with the approval of a $70,00(1 
snowblower and a $6200 copier machine. 

The snowblower was recommended by 
I)PW director Walter Tonaszuck. Feasibility 
studies were done by the snow and ice study 
committee, the DPW and the town manager 
which showed money could be saved by 
buying a town snowblower instead of using 
hired equipment and contractors. 

Bartlett School lease 

A five-year. $6().(XX> lease on the Wyman 
School property lo the Bartlett School was 
approved bv town meeting members in ar 
tide 11. 

Selectman Edward O’Connell said ”it 
would not be fair to hold BarlleU School to a 
one year lease and be in a constant state of 
negotiation.” 

The Bartlett School had rented the Wyman 
building i, a one-year contract for $6(X)0 this 
year 

The new lease will cost Bartlett $12,000 per 
year, with the town remaining responsible for 
ihe building's roof, exterior, heating, 
plumbing, and electrical maintenance. 

Finance committee chairman Alice Mirak 
told town meeting that the town would net 
$29,000 in the five-year period from the lease. 

Street acceptances 

The public lay-out of Shepard Court and 
West Chardon road passed without opposition 
at town meeting, but an appropriation to lay 
nut Dean road was defeated following con¬ 
siderable debate by abutters. 

Appropriations of $21,925 and $27,300 were 
made for the lay-out of Shepard court and 
Wesl Chardon road 

Chairman of the selectmen Edward 
O'Connell argued for the $42,665 Dean road 


appropriation because of “extremely bad” 
drainage conditions on the road 

"Frankly, it scares me,” he said. “There’s 
a risk that some day a child could touch an 
electrical wire in the flooded area and be 
electrocuted on the spot 1 think that the town 
should do something lo correct this 
situation.” 

Of the eight Dean road abutters, four were 
for the proposed lay-out and four were against 
it. Joseph Murphy, whose home is most af¬ 
fected by flooding* told town meeting that his 
family room and garage becomes a swim¬ 
ming pool in heavy rains. 

Lewis Shattuck urged town meeting 
members to approve the lay-out. “I’m the 
father of two young sons,” he said, “ and I'm 
concerned about their health and safety.” 

Shattuck added that costs to remedy the 
flooding would rise every year the problem 
was not corrected. 

Alice Mirak said Che finance committee 
did nol favor the appropriation because of the 
conflict among the abutters. 

Abutters in opposition argued they did nol 
want to pay the high betterment costs that 
would be assessed lo them If Ihe road were 
constructed. 

Donald Campbell, Jean Wynn, and 
William McClearn. all spoke against the 
appropriation. 

Shade trees that would be removed if the 
road were constructed was another source of 
opposition by abutters Jean Wynn told the 
group that removal of Ihe trees would only 
add to the road's drainage problems. 

Town meeting voted against Ihe lay-out by 
a 45 to 66 teller vote

Policy on discrimination ok’d; 
implementation group formed

A policy of non-discrimination that calls 
lor equal opportunity employment and 
education in Winchester’s schools was 
adopted by the school committee at their 
meeting Tuesday night 

As a first step in implementing the policy. 
Hie board designated a committee of about 20 
persons formed along outlines spelled nut in 
the IIS Justice Department report on racial 
discrimination and sensitivity in Winchester 
released a month ago. 

The report, compiled by the justice 
department’s Community Relations Service, 
was put (ogether after a series of incidents in 
February and March which had racial 
overtones. The related problems at Win¬ 
chester High School led the only black teacher 
there. Charlene Clinton, lo resign in March. 

The report, which cites Winchester as 
being “insensitive” lo racial problems, 
reenunends establishing tin* implementation 
committee, “to provide a mechanism Tor 
dealing with human relations problems 
within the school, as well as to develop a 
support system outside the school to deal with 
Ihe notion that the school is a reflection of Ihe 
community This group could make 
recommendations lo the superintendent lo 
assisl in enhancing and bringing about a 
positive racial climate in the school and the 
larger community.” 

Groups represented on the committee, and 
Ihe members, include: Service group, 
Elizabeth Herberich: religious group, Rev. 
John Bishop. league of Womor Voters, 
Jeanne Duffy; business, James Oliver: Black 
parents, Lois Anderson, Dr Harris Gibson, 
Sarah Ward: other minority groups. Hilda 
Perl itch. Barbara Vaniani, white parent. 
John Moore; students, Lisa Jarvis. Donna 
Farrell. ABC student, Pablo Rodrigues: ABD 
director. Jack Reno; teacher. Diane Boett¬ 
cher: principal. Vincent Larocco: ad¬ 


ministration. Supl. William MacDonald; 
selectmen, Barbara Hankins; citizen-at- 
large. Jean Amico; school committee, 
Constance Papas and Catherine Alexander 

Black parents in the audience Tuesday 
indicated they had no slrong feelings one way 
or Ihe other regarding the policy but they 
“looked forward to working with you (the 
school hoard) lo implement it.” 

Asked if there were any time frame for 
implementing Ihe policy, board member 
Heinrich Holland replied, "We want to move 
as last as we can.” Supt. MacDonald added he 
hoped to have a program “in gear” before 
this September. 

One parent cautioned the committee 
against “glossing over” the racial problems 
by dealing Hn generalities about race, color, 
religion, and creed. "I ask you not to forget 
the specific racial and-or racist nature of the 
problem.” he said 

Clinloii report 

Supt. MacDonald delivered a report to the 
committee Tuesday on ihe resignation of 
Charlene Clinton in which he “found no fault” 
with the high school administration in Iheir 
handling of the situation. High school Prin¬ 
cipal Vincent Larocco said he did not hear of 
any problems in Mrs. Clinton's classes until 
she came down lo his office to discuss 
resigning 

Mrs Clinton had been subject to racial 
slurs, reportedly from both within and from 
outside her classroom: in addition, she had 
had discipline problems with some of her 
students which erupted in late February when 
one student grew angry and flipped over his 
desk 

MacDonald commented that "the issue is

tonight to add up to $10,000 to the selectmen’s 
budget for the consultants, who would be 
asked to reporl back by next fall. The 
selectmen feel, and the school board agress, 
that the findings of the consultants ought to be 
taken into consideration; if their case is 
strong enough, it might even lead the school 
hoard to reconsider their position regarding 
closing a school. 

3) The Parkhurst parents feel that closing 
all three elementary schools in the same year 
< 1980) is a more logical approach to 
reorganizing the system, In that same year, 
McCall would be converted to a grade 7-8 
junior high school and the senior high school 
would sift to a four year plan, according to the 
task force recommendations. The extra year 
would also allow more time to plan 
curriculum and other program changes 
“We are convinced that considerably more 
study has to be done before final decisions are 
made,” say the Parkhurst parents in their 
proposal. They conclude, “These decisions 
are the most serious in many years and 
should be made with deliberation. It is im 
perative that town boards give their utmost 
coopralion in this highly charged matter and 
that time be allowed for decision-making that 
will not tear this town apart “ 

School bonrd reaction 
There is no consensus among the school 
committee members on these issues. 

For Chairman Pdpas, keeping Lynch “is a 
given” because of the newness of the facility, 
though she feels the proposal to close it bears 
looking into. She said she plans to outline “all 
the educational criteria” for her decisions at 
the hearing Wednesday. 

On Parkhurst. Papas said “My mind isn't 


made up yet,” She is concerned that town 
meeting refused to vote funds for ait extra 
teacher approved earlier this year for the 
school Without the teacher. Papas said there 
would be split classes at every grade level 
next year There are also some potential 
problems with special needs students at the 
school being mainstreamed into regular 
classes. She commented. “Town meeting was 
willing to give kids a soccer team hut not a 
teacher." 

Mrs. Papas said she will also support taking 
money out of the unallocated account for the 
Parkhurst teacher. “We already voted the 
teacher at Parkhurst.' she said, "and when 
the school committee makes a commitment. I 
feel we ought to honor it." 

All of the other board members have said 
the proposal to close Lynch is “worth looking 
at," but they are by and large undecided. 
Heinrich Holland and Sandra Rodgers say 
they are “skeptical” of the plan. However, 
Mrs. Rogers, along with Mary Jean 
Weylman, has decided the other elementary 
schools — Vinson-Owen, Muraco and Mystic 
— should also be costed out. at least for 
comparative purposes. And Catherine 
Alexander says she’d tike to see how McCall 
ha lances out in comparison to Lynch as a 
junior high school. 

Most are non-commilal when it comes to 
when Parkhurst ought to be dosed, Rodgers 
is an exception, saying she supports holding 
off until 19ati because of the extra staffing that 
would he needed at Ambrose, She adds that 
closing all three schools in one year would 
allow more time to assess the potential 
changes in programs, personnel and 
management, 

Holland also has a more definite opinion: 
“Unless something happens between now and 
June 5. 1 would propose Parkhurst be closed 
in 1^9. unless no reasonable use can be found 


lor tin building." he said He added he would 
rather Hie school remain open another year 
than be torn down, in order to give the town 
more time to see if an alternatie use could be 
found He argued I hat “it has been shown that 
Ambrose and Vinson-Owen can handle the 
Parkhurst population” forecasted for 1979

“The school has no policy against hiring 
relatives,” Barry said “If relatives are 
qualified for the jobs, 1 think it’s fine to hire 
them.” 

Barry was notified of his termination by 
Vokt* Superinten-ent John Connolly the day 
after the school board's decision. Barry said 
certification was not given as a reason for his 
termination. He did not receive any 
severance pay from the school. 

“I was just told my job ended the day 
before because the school committee voted to 
eliminate it." he said. 

Barry questionsed why the school com¬ 
mittee did not look at his record as attendance 
supervisor during the two months he was on 
the job, He was appointed by the board Mar. 
16 

Barry said attendance at the school went 
up three percentage points, from 91 percent to 
94 percent. “1 received many thank-you 
calls from parents," he said. “1 felt I had a 
good rapport with students, parents, and 
teachers." 

Barry said its been rough trying to find 
another job because of “bad publicity." 

“People think I’m an eight grade drop-out 
when I haven't even done anything wrong." 
he said

Saitmarsh on 
joint committee 
on ethics bill 

The legislative Conference Committee on 
the volatile code of ethics bill is expected to 
finalize its compromise version today, ac¬ 
cording to Rep. Sherman W. Saitmarsh Jr. 
who was named to the committee by House 
Speaker Thomas Magee last week. 

Also serving on the panel are represen¬ 
tatives John E. Murphy Jr. and Robert 
Cerasoli and senators Chester Atkins, John 
Oliver and William SaltonsLall. 

Saitmarsh said there were 78 differences 
involved between House bill 5151 which is 
essentially the same as the Common Cause 
version, and Senate bill 1540. 

“The sensitive task confronting the con¬ 
ference committee involves working out a 
compromise bill that will be fair to public 
officials and acceptable to the general 
public," Saitmarsh explained. “At the same 
time, it is important that it not be so 
restrictive it will discourage individuals from 
running for public office." 

This is the second time this year the 
Winchester legislator has been selected to 
serve on a conference committee charged 
with smoothing out legislation destined to 
govern the conduct of the legislature for years 
to come. In January, he served on the special 
House committee on rules where he argued 
lor the establishment of a committee on 
ethics to formulate and enforce a code of 
ethics. 

The new code would apply not only to 
elected and appointed state and county of¬ 
ficials, but to certain state and county em¬ 
ployees earning $20,000 or more a year, and to 
candidates for state and county office. 

Cities and towns would be allowed to 
determine their own requirements for 
financial disclosure,

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Controlling county costs 

A new piece of legislation dealing with county government, recently 
passed at the State House, Is long overdue. The bill gives the state’s 
county advisory boards considerable clout in their dealings with county 
government, especially when It comes to the budget. 

In the past, the advisory boards could make recommendations to the 
county commissioners regarding the budget; now they have a genuine 
veto. Whereas the commissioners could formerly Ignore the board's 
recommendations, the new law states; "The commissioners may accept 
or reject said recommendations, but In the case of rejection, If the ad¬ 
visory board shall determine by a two-thirds vote, they may delete or 
amend downward any line Item appearing In said budget..." 

The legislation was needed, because for too long county government 
has been conducted outside the direct view of the people It Is intended to 
serve. And for too long, no one has really had the power to do anything 
about county budgets padded with patronage jobs. 

As evidence of the Ineffectiveness of the Middlesex board, take a look 
at the fiscal 1878 Middlesex County budget: It’s up $0.9 million from the 
previous year to $39.3 million, a 17.4 percent Increase. Because of 
decreased aid from state and federal sources, the assessment to cities 
and towns Is up $7.7 million. 

Also, the budget was six months late, having been approved by the 
legislature In January. In the meantime, since the fiscal year began July 
1, the county has been operating on borrowed funds, which will cost an 
estimated $100,000 in Interest charges. 

What that means to Winchester Is a total assessment for the FY78 
county budget totaling $717,830 — $3-plus on the tax rate per $1000 
valuation on your property. 

The Middlesex County Advisory Board (MCAB) recommended 
$860,000 In cuts, all of which were rejected by the county commissioners. 
In addition, after the commissioners sent the budget to the Legislature, 
they sent in some 40 additional requests totaling about $3.6 million, none 
of which the MCAB had a chance to examine. 

Much of the budget increase has been attributed to 40 new positions 
Included In the '78 budget. Some of the positions by the commissioners, 
some by the Senate after It got its hands on the budget. All In all, the FY78 
Middlesex County budget smells like a fish market, and the whole process 
needs a good airing. 

That’s what It Is getting this year. And the new law will get Its first test 
tonight, when the MCAB meets to talk about the budget. The board has 
recommended $600,000 In cuts to the commissioners, and according to 
Winchester’s MCAB designee, Barbara Hankins, "they agreed to a whole 
lot of little stuff and disagreed on the big stuff." 

Among the Items on the chopping block: $100,000 fora "department of 
tourism” (which Mrs. Hankins says "was folBted on the county budget a 
year ago,”) and $14,600 for a public Information officer, which the MCAB 
feels duplicates an existing position. 

Now that the MCAB has the clout, It's up to the cities and towns of the 
county to get involved and make that clout work for the people of Mid¬ 
dlesex County. Tonight's meeting could be the first step. 

And a careful eye should be focused on what the Legislature does with 
the county budget as well. In light of the coming state takeover of the 
county court system, the best time to pad the system with patronage jobs 
Is now, while the system Is still under the shadow government of the 
commissioners. 

County government deserves much closer scrutiny than it has been 
subjected to In the past, In order to make sure the state takeover of the 
courts does Indeed, as many legislators argue, make the system more 
efficient and less costly to the taxpayers.—DKF

Beyrent then sent 
Parade Marshall Jake Horn a letter to that 
effect.

Attached forthwith for your consideration 
is a new plan for Elementary School closings 
which we hope will be given your full con¬ 
sideration. This new plan is a spinoff from the 
conclusions reached by the Task Force On 
Long Range Planning. It is not submitted as a 
delaying tactic, but reather it is an attempt to 
provide the town with a reasonable economic 
alternative to Plan E (closing Washington) 
and Plan II (closing Lincoln).

We can argue 
over numbers, enrollments, dollars, and tax 
rates, but it is the education of the town’s 
children that suffers. 

Doesn't every child in Winchester have a 
right to the best education we can provide? Is 
it a child's fault that he happens to go to a 
school where enrollments have declined? The 
children will be the losers when the entire 
educational plan of a school has to be cohv 
. plelely revised as late as October because the 
school’s population has risen or dropped by 
the few students it takes to change the pUpll- 
teacher ratio. 

We all understand the tremendous 
pressures to save tax dolalrs, but there is 
something dreadfully wrong somewhere 
when parents have to fight for basic staffing 
of their schools; when there is fear that if one 
school gets the* teacher it needs, others will 
also demand adequate staffing; and when 
children are shortchangd because of political 
power plays.

Along the canal 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

I havbe before me from the Baker Library 
at Harvard University a photo copy of the 
wage contract for workmen who dug the 
Middlesex Canal 1794 — 1803, (The Charter 
for the Canal Company was signed by John 
Hancock In 1793). This wage contract, given 
to me by active 84-year-old historian Lester 
Huntington, of Somerville, is for the year 
1799, and It is highly probable that at this time 
of year 189 years ago, canal workers were 
busily digging Winchester’s canal bed. Their 
tools, furnished them by the Middlesex Canal 
Company Proprietors from company forges, 
were picks, shovels, wheelbarrows and 
winches. 

The average wage was $9 per month plus 
room and board — April-July. No mention is 
made of the months of August and September 
and I wonder whether the short days and 
harvest-time was the reason for leaving out 
these months. “The men will be on their work 
at sunrise and leave off at 20 minutes after 
sunset and reasonable time will be allowed 
for breakfast and dinner.” Since at this time 
of the year — late May the sun is up for 15 
hours and then nine hours of rest until 
sunrise, I would call that a busy day! 

Digging of the canal was finished in nine 
years, 20 years before the completion of the 
Erie Canal. 

Charlestown, Somerville, Medford, 
Winchester (then part of Medford and So. 
Woburn), Woburn, Wilmington, Billerica, 
Chelmsford and Middlesex Village (in 
Lowell) were for 50 years busy canal towns, 
witnessing strings of horse-drawn barges and 
passenger packet boats locking up the 27‘/4 
miles from Charlestown to Middlesex Village, 
Boston’s notables as Thoreau and Daniel 
Webster enjoyed this serene mode of travel 
and accounts of their delight in embarkng on 
this wondrous ride make good reading. 

Many of you saw the Middlesex Canal 
packet boat “Colonel Baldwin” in the May 
20th grand En Ka Parade here in Win¬ 
chester..a float sponsored by the Winchester 
Historical Society. Lisa Harmon will be 
astride the beautiful drafthorse Lightfoot 
later this summer on Sunday afternoons 
during the months of July and August starting 
at the Baldwin Landing in No. Woburn, and 
there using the old canal towpath pull 
passengers aboard the “Col. Baldwin” on the 
waters of the old canal. 

If your back aches thinking of the 15-hour 
working days of old, please think of this 
remarkable replica of a Middlesex Canal 
passenger packet boat as a true labor of love 
and all in the cause of our exciting and 
remarkable canal town history. 

Leonad Harmon of No. Woburn, Lisa’s 
father, has been the prime mover of this fine 
bit of restored canal history. Untold hours of 
unpaid (and some paid) work was ac¬ 
complished by those who researched to find 
the correct packet boat dimentions, planned 
and executed the constructin of this won¬ 
derful boat and further, restoring the Woburn 
towpath and canal bed and initiating actual 
rides on the canal today,

WEA releases 
statement on 
racial incidents 

Recent racial incidents and the subsequent 
resignation of a high school teacher were' 
discussed at the Apr. 26 meeting of the 
Winchester Education Association 
Representative Council. 

Teachers expressed their deep concern for 
the need of a concerted action to prevent the 
reoccurrence of such a situation. They further 
expressed a desire for the community and its 
schools to join in addressing the reasons why 
such attitude and behaviour exist and to 
develop programs to bring about positive 
change. 

On behalf of the WEA, the professional 
organization of Winchester's techers, their 
representative council voted to take the 
following public stand: 

“We regret the recent racial difficulties 
encountered at Winchester High School 
We support the efforts of the superintendent 
of schools, the school committee and the ad 
hoc black parents group to develop policies 
and implement procedures for promoting a 
more racially sensitive climate within the 
Winchester public schools.” 

There was discussion of yet another topic 
at that meeting of a proposed state law to 
increase the drinking age. Teachers have 
consistently expressed their growing concern 
over alcoholic consumption by young people 
in Winchester. While it is often assumed to be 
related directly to the senior high school 
student, the teachers are cognizant of a 
growing tendancy towards alcohol abuse by 
youngsters in junior high and late elementary 
school. 

Teachers are convinced that the problem 
is, in part, related to the lowering of the age to 
18 for purchase and consumption of alcohol. 
Public drinking by large numbers of 
teenagers, and the society’s seeming 
tolerance of this, has led the teachers to 
respond publicly in support of House Bill 5331. 
This proposed Massachusetts state law 
should raise the age of drinking at bars and 
restaurants to 19 and the availability at 
package stores to those over 21. 

As a result of a WEA representative 
council vote in favor of House Bill 5331 letters 
are being sent to state Senator Sam Rotondi 
and Representative Sherman Saltmarsh 
urging for their support of this legislation.

Bartlett looks to 4 > 5 th year

Bartlett School will take 
another step forward this fall 
when its doors will open for 
the 45th year at its new 
location, the former Wyman 
School on Church street, 
Winchester 

The Bartlett School was 
begun in 1933, by Mrs. Norine 
D: Casey, a former Boston 
school lecher and mother of 
four children, ranging in age 
from five to 15. 
Hospitilizalion of Mr. Casey 
had necessitated augmenting 
the family income, thus she 
started a first grade class of 
12 children, including her 
youngest daughter Norine T. 
Casey, now director of the 
Bartett School. 

Mrs. Casey never dreamed 
she was beginning an 
elementary school which 
would still be going strong 
after 44 years hut at the end 
of her first year, her methods 
had convinced parents that 
Bartlett should expand, An 
assistant was then hired, and 
the growth of Bartlett School 
had begun. The family 
maintained a residence at 34 
Bartlett ave. and classes 
were held at 36 Bartlett ave., 
formerly rental property, in 
Arlington. 

By 1951, the Bartlett School 
had a staff of eight teachers 
assisting Mrs. Casey in two 
pre-school classes and grades 
one through four. Bartlett’s 
reputation was well 
established by this time, and 
students came from neigh¬ 
boring communities as well 
as Arlington. Drivers with 
station wagons were em¬ 
ployed to help with tran¬ 
sportation. 

Throughout these first 
growing years at Bartlett, 
Mrs. Casey, dedicated to her 
convalescing husband, her 
gorwing children and the 
children of the Bartlett 
Stihool, conducted her day on 
the basis that “time counts.” 
Today at Bartlett, Mrs. 
Casey’s success in 
educational techniques and 
philosophy of industry have 
not only been seen in Bartletl 
graduates, but in her own 
family as well. Her two sons 
worked their way through 
Harvard and MIT and went to 
business careers. John is now 
in Dallas, Tex., as vice

“Several years ago, when 
my late husband Edwin 
Meyer and I and our family 
moved to the town of Win¬ 
chester. it was my privilege 
to make the official 
presentation of this same 
portrait to the Winchester 
Library, as a token of 
friendship from the people of 
Venezuela. When I opened the 
Consulate in Boston, as First 
Consul of Venezuela, 1 
borrowed the portrait from 
the Library. Now that I am 
leaving Winchester, it is only 
fitting that I return it to its 
proper place, as a constant 
reminder of our good will and 
affection for this beautiful 
town, that has been home to 
us for so long. 

“Simon Bolivar, the 
Liberator of Venezuela, 
Colombia, Peru, Bolivia, 
Ecuador, and Panama, was 
also a great admirer of the 
United States. He felt a deep 
affection for its great men 
that included George 
Washington, Thomas Jef¬ 
ferson, John Adams, to whojn 
he looked for inspiration r \n J 
His struggle to liberate kts 
beloved country Venezuela. 

“In 1805 and 1806, Simon 
Boliyar travelled to Europe 
and: the United States in 
sfearch of aid for the young 
Venezuelan revolutionary 
army that was fighting the 
powerful armies of Spain. He 
visited Boston and pleaded 
for His noble cause. Boston as 
befitting the Craddle of 
Liberty, responded 
generously with financial and 
moral suppprt, and a group of 
young Americans from 
different States and also New 
England, * joined the 
Venezuelans in their mortal

“Therefore, it is with great 
pride and affection, that I, as 
a Venezuelan and as a former

Boston, present to the Town 
of Winchester, this portrait of’ 
a great Venezuelan, and 
champion of liberty and civil 
rights, Simon Bolivar.

“In June of last year I had 
the privilege of being invited 
to the White House by 
Presidnet Carter lo attend a 
reception in honor of the 
Presdient of Venezuela, 
Carlos Andres Perez. I was 
deeply touched to hear 
President Carter speak of 
Simon Bolivar with sincere- 
admiration and affection, 
invoking his name as a 1 
symbol of everything that is 
noble in a human being and a 
true son of both North and 
South America. 

“Also, on behalf of the 
Venezuelan Bolivarian 
Society, my daughter 
Patricia, who is in the 
seventh grade at Lynch 
Junior High School, will 
present to the Winchester 
Public Library, two volumes 
of the writings of Simon- 
Boliyar, edited specially in 
English, It is piost ap¬ 
propriate to mention in^this 
occasion that Simon Bolivar 
was the first founder of the 
Organization of American 
States as we know it today. In 
1826,* he convened a Congress 
in Panama, to set forth the 
foundation for a Pan 
American League of Nations, 
embracing all North and 
South American countries 
dedicated to safeguard lhe v 
interest of all the nations in* 
the Western Hemisphere and 
dedicated to preserve their 
freedom and sovereignty. 

“I also wish lo express to 
the people of Winchester my 
warm appreciation for the 
kindness and friendship they 
have bestowed upon my 
family for the many years we 
made Winchester our home.

lobbyists from contributing to or soliciting 
contributions for any political candidate 
unless the lobbyist resides in the candidate’s 
election district. The bill also provides that 
any lobbyist convicted of violating this law 
would be prohibited from functioning as a 
paid lobbyist for five years. 

Supporters argued the bill would control 
lobbyists and the influence they have over 
candidates and officeholders around the 
state. They noted the bill does permit a 
lobbyist to donate or solicit funds for any 
candidates in their own districts. 

Opponents argued the bill goes too far and 
prohibits lobbyists from participating in the 
free election process. Many noted they have 
supported strict laws regarding lobbyists in 
the past and will support them in the future, 
but claimed this bill prohibits lobbyists from 
rights every citizen should have. 

Senator Rotondi voted against the bill. 

l-abor disputes (S 715)— Senate approved 
33-6, a bill providing for a panel of three 
Associate Justices of the Superior Court to act 
as a judicial board of arbitration in deciding 
labor dispute cases involving public em¬ 
ployees. 

Supporters argued that the private 
business sector has the special three judge 
panels and claimed public employees should 
have the same protection. 

Opponents noted public employees are 
prohibited from striking under present laws. 
They argued the bill was therefore useless 


and unnecessary and would ovale more

Supporters argued the bill simply includes 
chiropractic services under Blue Cross Blue 
Shield coverage.

Supporters of the Special Commission 
argued it was the only way to assure an in¬ 
dependent investigation to pursue the 
scandal. They claimed the Attorney General

Some noted it was unfair to allow 18 years 
olds to be the age of majority and be eligible 
lor the draft, yet deny them the right to drink.

19 -vear-old-drinklng age til 791)— House 
approved 195-30. a bill raising the drinking 
age from 18 to 19. 

Supporters argued the hike would help get 
liquor out of the high schools and away from 
18 year old seniors who then buy for 14 and 15 
year olds. They also noted the increase in 
iiquor-related traffic accidents. Some also 
rioted the 19 year old hike would have a better 
chance of surviving a gubernatorial veto. 

Opponents again argued it was unfair to 
have 18 year olds assume other adult 
responsibilities and then prohibit them from 
drinking. Others claimed a hike in the age 
was not the answer to the problem and would 
not reduce drinking. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted for the bill. 

Blizzard repairs amendment (II 5622)— 
House rejected 112-107, an amendment to a 
bill which allows homeowners and businesses 
to rebuild and repair homes and businesses 
damaged in the February blizzHrd without 
being subject to local ordinances and local 
bodies such as conservation commissions and 
zoning boards. 

The amendment would make the bill 
subject to local option, thus giving cities and 
towns the alternative of accepting or rejec¬ 
ting the legislation. 

Amendment supporters argued the bill 
without the amendment takes power away 
from local communities and subverts home 
rule. 

They noted local communities should have 
the option of accepting or rejecting the bill’s 
provisions. 

Opponents argued the amendment, and 
noted the local building inspector and board 
of health would oversee the rebuildings. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted against the local 
approval amendment. 

Blizzard repairs (11 5622)— House ap¬ 
proved 145-59, the bill allowing homowners 
and businesses to repair and rebuild struc¬ 
tures damaged in the February storm without 
being subjected to the requirements of local 
zoning boards, conservation commissions and 
other local governmental bodies. The bill 
gives the local board of health and building 
inspector the power to enforce the provisions 
of the measure. 

Supporters argued the bill would permit 
people to rebuild homes quickly and avoid red 
tape and harassment in obtaining rebuilding 
permits. They noted many homeowners have 
suffered as a result of the storm and should be 
allowed to rebuild and have their homes back 
again. 

Opponents argued the bill dangerously 
bypasses local conservation commissions and 
zoning boards which have considerable ex¬ 
pertise in these matters. They noted the 
storm itself demonstrated the need for 
stricter controls and sensible planning 
regarding the building and location of homes 
in flood prone shore areas. They noted the bill

Laetrile is the controversial substance, a 
derivative of apricot pits, which the Food and 
Drug Administration has said Is not effective 
in treating cancer, while proponents claim it 
has helped some cancer patients achieve 
remission. 

Supporters argued cancer patients should 
have the choice and option of using laetrile 
treatment if they wish. Some pointed out that 
there are patients who claim they have had 
success using the substance. 

Some opponents argued laetrile was 
useless and asked supporters for documented 
cases where the substance has been effective. 
Others cited the Food and Drug 
Administration study of laetrile terming it 
ineffective and branded the people selling and 
promoting the substance as liars and thieves.

Nuclear waste disposal (II 4107)— House 
rejected 136-82, a bill prohibiting the , 
Department of Public Utilities from per¬ 
mitting the construction of nuclear power 
plants until certain rules and regulations are 
established regarding the disposal and 
reprocessing of nuclear waste from the 
facilities. 

Supporters argued nuclear waste is a very 
dangerous material and claimed authorities 
on the federal level have not been able to 
discover a safe method of storing it. They 
noted that the effect of the waste on animal, 
human and plant life are still unknown and a 
potential problem. 

Opponents argued that the storage of 
radioactive waste was a manageable 
problem. Some noted there were problems 
bul said this bill goes too far. They noted there 
were comprehensive studies and plans in 
progress for safe storage of the waste. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted against the bill.

Some of the confusion al the new four-way 
stop intersection of Wildwood and Fletcher 
streets may be cleared up Friday if police 
start tagging violators as planned. 

Violators of the slop signs installed by the 
DPW May 8, have been graced by a two week 
“trial period.” Safety officer John McKinley 
said a cruiser has been stationed at the in¬ 
tersection, but no tickets have been issued, 
instead, a public address system has heen 
used to "educate” drivers on the new four¬ 
way stop. 

According to McKinley, the violators have 
been plentiful, and the success of the signs in 
curbing speeding and accidents at the in¬ 
tersection may not be known for another six 
months. 

"In a half hour period," McKinley said, "if 
50 cars drove by. 30 would go right through 
the stop sign.” 

Four way stop signs at intersections in 
Massachusetts are unusual. All stop signs 
must be approved by the state department of 
public works. McKinley said when the town 
first applied for the four-way stop at Wild¬ 
wood and Fletcher, the district office of the 
DPW in Arlington denied the request. 

McKinley said the district office cited an 
old ruling from the Uniform Traffic Control 
Devices manual which said four-way stops 
are not applicable in Massachusetts. The 
state adopted a national guideline manual Bn 
1975, however, that allows the signs. 

The approval of the Wildwood - Fletcher 
streets signs from the Boston office of the 
DPW overrode the district's opposition Public 
information officer William Pizzano from the 


Boston office said deputy chief of traffic 
operations Kay Krekorian made an on sight 
investigation of the Winchester intersection 
and recommended the signs. 

One criteria for installing multi-way stop 
signs is an equal volume of traffic in all 
directions at an intersection. McKinley said a 
traffic volume study was never done by the 
state al Wildwood and Fletcher. 

McKinley said he was against the signs 
and recommended flashing red and yellow 
lights at the intersection two years ago. He 
cited n traffic device guideline which states 
“stop signs should not be used for speed 
control.” 

Residents in the area, however, opposed 
the installation of lights. After several public 
hearings, a resident’s petition to the board of 
selectmen to install four-way stuff signs was 
approved 

Police Chief John McHugh said the 
selectmen’s action came after residents 
complained of speeding on Wildwood and the 
safety hazard to neighborhood children. 
McHugh said that Wildwood’s problems 
started to years ago with the increasing 
number of cars traveling on Johnson road and 
Wildwood from Lexington, Woburn and 
Arlington to route 93. 

Officer McKinley is still not convinced that 
multi-way stop signs at the intersection are 
the answer to speeding problems 

“It needs a long-term look for a fair 
analysis," he said. 

The "long-term look” may be hindered by 
vandals, however. The signs were pulled 
down twice shortly after they were installed.
